Proceedings  of  School  Committee. 


Jan.  3,  1927. 

The  meeting  for  organization  of 
the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  current  municipal 
year  was  held  in  the  Administration 
Building,  15  Beacon  Street,  at  5.07 
o'clock  P.  M. 

All  the  members  of  the  Board,  viz., 
Dr.  Frederick  L.  Bogan,  Mrs.  Jen- 
nie Loitman  Barron,  Messrs.  Francis 
C.  Gray,  William  G.  O'Hare  and  Ed- 
ward M.   Sullivan,  were  present. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  by 
Dr.  Frederick  L.  Bogan,  the  senior 
member. 

Dr.  Bogan  stated  that  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  479  of  the 
Acts  of  1924 — "An  Act  Providing  for 
Biennial  Elections  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  etc.,"  the  membership  of  the 
School  Committee  for  the  year  1927 
is  the  same  as  that  for  the  year 
1926;  namely,  Jennie  Loitman  Bar- 
ron, Frederick  L.  Bogan,  Francis  C. 
Gray,  William  G.  O'Hare  and  Ed- 
ward M.  Sullivan. 


ELECTION  OF  CHAIRMAN. 

The  Board  proceeded  to  the  elec- 
tion of  a  chairman. 

In  this  connection,  Mr.  Sullivan 
made  the  following  statement: 

Before  proceeding  to  the  election 
of  a  chairman,  I  sincerely  hope  that 
this  Committee  will  see  fit  to  make 
a  change  in  chairmanship.  I  say 
this  with  no  direct  reference  to  the 
present  chairman  —  have  differed 
with  him  cordially  and  often.  I  say 
this  because  I  think  that  there 
should  be  a  change.  I  thing  it  is 
for  the  good  of  the  service  that 
there  shall  be  a  new  chairman,  be- 
cause of  the  American  principle  of 
rotation  in  office  and  the  sound  pro- 
gressive policy  of  change  in  order 
to  inject  new  ideas  into  a  given  sit- 
uation. For  these  reasons  I  hope 
that  the  members  of  this  Commit- 
tee will  see  their  way  to  make  a 
change,  without  any  direct  reflec- 
tion on  the  present  chairman,  who 
has  held  office  for  four  years — 1921, 
1924,  1925  and  1926.  I  hoJ_d  that  four 
years,  indeed  three  years,  is  too  long 
for  anyone  to  occupy  the  chair.  In 
my  opinion  two  years  is  enough  for 
any  individual  to  occupy  the  office. 
I  trust  that  the  members  of  the 
Committee  will  agree  with  me. 


Mrs.  Barron:  I  have  a  high  regard 
for  every  member  of  the  Committee, 
even  if  he  is  not  named  by  me  for 
chairman.  I  am  casting  my  voce 
for  Dr.  Bogan  because  this  is  the 
second  year  that  this  Board  has  been 
in  operation,  and  I  believe  that  from 
an  administrative  point  of  view  it 
is  better  to  have  ;i  man  in  the  chair 
who  is  experienced.  As  to  interjec- 
tion of  new  ideas,  I  believe  that 
every  member  is  privileged  to  inject 
new  ideas,  whether  chairman  or 
otherwise.    I  will  vote  for  Dr.  Bogan. 

Mr.  Sulivan:  Mrs.  Barron  gives  as 
material  reason  for  voting  for  the 
re-election  of  Dr.  Bogan  the  fact  that 
this  is  the  second  year  of  the  new 
Committee  and  that  his  experience 
as  Chairman  has  an  appeal,  and  that 
for  this  reason  she  is  going  to  vote 
for  the  present  incumbent.  She  also 
stated  that  each  of  us,  as  members 
of  the  Committee,  has  a  right  to  free 
discussion  and  that  each  of  us, 
whether  as  chairman  or  member, 
should  give  to  the  Committee  new 
ideas.  That  is  true  and  logical,  but 
a  comparable  application  of  the  idea 
in  the  second  part  of  her  statement 
— namely,  the  attraction  that  Dr.  Bo- 
gan's  experience  holds — proves  my 
point.  I  assume  or  trust  that  Dr. 
Bogan  would  give  the  benefit  of  his 
experience  to  the  Committee  whether 
as  member  or  chairman.

NAMING    OF    A     NEW    SCHOOL. 

Mr.  O'Hare  offered  the  following: 
ORDERED,  That  the  new  electri- 
cal department  building  on  Cross 
Street,  Charlestown,  be  named  the 
Spencer  Memorial  Annex  of  the 
Charlestown  High  School  in  honor 
of  Harold  C.  Spencer,  born  in  Eng- 
land, Nov.  6,  1871,  a  graduate  of 
Mowry's  Academy,  Providence,  R. 
I.,  Scholfield's  Commercial  and  East- 
man's Business  College,  and  of  the 
Rhode  Island  School  of  Design.  Mr. 
Spencer  had  a  wide  experience  in 
teaching  in  Melrose,  Mass.;  Provi- 
dence, R.  I.;  Corry,  Pa.;  Shamokin, 
Pa.;  New  York  City;  Cranston,  R.  I., 
and  Winsted,  Conn.,  before  entering 
the  Boston  System.  Starting  as  a 
special  instructor  in  the  Hig'h  School 
of  Commerce  in  Sept.  8,  1909,  Mr. 
Spencer  was  appointed  as  junior 
master  in  the  High  School  of  Com- 
merce in  1914.  During  this  year 
Mr.  Spencer  secured  the  Bachelor 
of  Science  degree  from  Boston  Uni-

versity.  On  Jan.  19,  1915,  he  be- 
came master,  head  of  department,  at 
the  West  Roxbury  Hig^i  School.  His 
next  promotion  was  to  that  of  head 
master,  Charlestown  High  School.

Regular  meetings 
of  the  Committee  shall  be  held  on 
every  Monday  of  each  month,  ex- 
cept during  July  and  August  and  on 
the  first  Monday  in  September,  at 
4:30  o'clock  P.  M.

Mr.  O'Hare  offered  the  following: 

ORDERED,  That  the  rules  be 
amended  as  follows: 

Section  16,  paragraph  1.  Strike 
out  the  words  "by  a  majority  vote" 
in  the  second  and  third  lines,  and 
substitute  in  place  thereof,  the 
words — by  a  four-fifths  vote — so  that 
the  paragraph  will  read  as  follows: 

SECT.  16.  1.  The  sessions  of 
the  Board  shall  be  open,  but  the 
Board  may  at  any  time,  by  a  four- 
fifths  vote,  go  into  executive  ses- 
sion. It  shall,  however,  pass  no 
votes  in  executive  session. 

Laid  over. 

Mr.  O'Hare  offered  the  following: 
ORDERED,     That     the     rules     be 
amended  as  follows: 


Section  18,  paragraph  1.  In  the 
opening  paragraph,  strike  out  the 
words  "unless  the  Board  shall  other- 
wise direct"  so  that  the  paragraph 
will   read  as   follows:

This,  in 
addition  to  about  5,000  sq.  ft.  recent- 
ly transferred  from  the  Park  De- 
partment, makes  a  total  of  newly- 
acquired  area  of  14,863  sq.  ft.  Fur- 
thermore, the  School  Committee  has 
in  contemplation  the  erection  soon 
of  a  large  central  intermediate 
school  in  Charlestown.  This  build- 
ing, when  completed,  will  relieve  all 
the  other  districts  of  their  seventh, 
eighth  and  ninth  grades.  At  that 
time  it  is  quite  likely  that  the 
Thomas   Starr  King  building,   which 


is  very  old  and  which  adjoins  the 
Bunker  Hill,  will  be  abandoned,  and 
thus  adequate  play  space  will  be 
provided  for  the  pupils.

(1)  Section  13,  paragraph  1,  to 
provide  for  weekly  meetings  of  the 
Committee  at   4:30   o'clock  P    M. 

(2)  Section  16,  paragraph  1,  to 
provide  for  a  four-fifths  vote  instead 
of  a  majority  vote  in  order  to  go 
into   executive  session. 

In  this  connection,  the  following 
statements  were  made: 

Mr.  O'Hare:  In  introducing  this 
order,  I  did  so  with  several  things  in 
mind.  In  the  first  place,  we  are 
now  a  corporation  spending  over, 
twenty  million  dollars  a  year  of  the 
public's  money,  and  except  on  spe- 
cific occasions  there  has  never  been 
a  corporal's  guard  present  at  any 
of  the  meetings. 

Mrs.  Barron:  You  mean  of  the  cit- 
izens? 

Mr.  O'Hare:  I  mean  of  the  public 
to  find  out  what  we  are  doing  and 
how.  I  think  the  public  apathy  is 
due  to  our  method  of  procedure  and 
the  fact  that  the  meetings  are  at 
6.30.  At  half  past  six  practically 
every  family  in  Boston  is  having  its 
evening  meal,  consequently  we  have 
no    attendance;    and     secondly,     be- 


cause our  public  meetings  are  noth- 
ing but  the  carrying  out  of  the  do- 
ings of  a  conference  which  has  de- 
termined policies.  I  think  it  is  time 
to  re-create  a  public  interest  in  our 
meetings  and  in  our  doings  by  com- 
ing down  here  in  open  meeting  and 
passing  across  the  table  our 
thoughts  on  subjects  bearing  on  the 
administration  of  the  schools. 

I  sincerely  hope  this  order  will 
pass,  even  if  it  takes  a  little  more 
of  our  time  to  conduct  the  public 
meetings    this    way. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  introduced  an 
order  similar  to  the  one  Mr.  O'Hare 
now  presents  in  February,  1924,  and 
I  ask  that  the  Secretary  write  into 
the  minutes  of  this  meeting  the 
amendment  that  I  offered  then  with 
my  statement   pertaining   thereto. 

Everything  Mr.  O'Hare  has  said 
appears  to  me  as  absolutely  sound. 
My  order  introduced  in  February, 
1924,  was  defeated.  I  re-introduced 
it  in  June,  1924,  and  it  was  again 
defeated.  The  reasons  that  ob- 
tained in  February  and  in  June, 
1924,  now  obtain  I  think  with  more 
force  and  with  sounder  logic  and 
reason,  in  that  I  have  since  ac- 
quired considerable  experience  as  a 
member  of  this  Committee.  I  re- 
call very  well  one  of  the  retorts  em- 
ployed when  I  first  introduced  the 
order  by  an  associate  on  the  Com- 
mittee— "The  people  aren't  interest- 
ed in  the  doings  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee." He  was  wrong  fundament- 
ally but  right  specifically.  In  so  far 
as  the  actual  presence  of  our  con- 
stituents goes,  he  was  right,  but  he 
had  no  reason  to  infer  that  the  peo- 
ple are  not  fundamentally  interested. 
It  is  ludicrous  to  suggest  that  the 
people  are  not  interested  in  their 
children  and  their  children's  schools. 
As  Mr.  O'Hare  has  said:  How  can 
we  expect  the  people  to  be  here  at 
6:30?  Now  Mr.  O'Hare  suggests  that 
public  meetings  be  called  at  4.30, 
and   it   is   an  excellent   idea. 

Even  if  it  is  a  bit  more  incon- 
venient, and  I  am  not  willing  to 
grant  that  it  is,  I  feel  that  after  we 
get  used  to  discussing  in  public  our 
differences,  there  would  not  be  the 
inconvenience  attached  to  it  that 
some  anticipate.  Even  if  it  should 
turn  out  to  be  a  bit  inconvenient, 
I  say  that  the  public  right  is  para- 
mount to  private  convenience  and 
we  must  do  our  work  or  quit.  We 
were  elected  to  serve  all  people  in 
the  best  fashion  possible. 

I  will  vote  for  the  passage  of 
Mr.   O'Hare's   order. 

The  order  and  statement  referred 
to  by  Mr.  Sullivan  are  as  follows: 
"In   School  Committee, 

February  4,  1924. 

The  following  was  offered: 

ORDERED,  That  section  16,  para- 
graph 1,  of  chapter  I  of  the  rules  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  16.  1.  All  sessions,  confer- 
ences, meetings  and  hearings  of  the 
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Board  shall  be*  open  to  the  public, 
with  the  following  exception: 

The  Board  may,  by  a  majority 
vote,  go  into  executive  session  for 
preliminary  consideration  of  a  par- 
ticular case  or  matter  of  a  nature 
universally  accepted  as  peculiarly 
private,  involving  the  personal  con- 
duct, character  or  reputation  of  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  school  of- 
ficial, teacher  or  other  employe  of 
the  School  Committee,  parent,  pupil 
or  any  other  person;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  full  record  shall  be  duly 
taken  of  the  proceedings  and  no 
vote  shall  be  passed  in  such  execu- 
tive session. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  on  its 
passage. 

Laid   over." 

"In  School  Committee,  February 
18,  1924. 

The  order  laid  over  at  the  meet- 
ing of  Feb.  4,  1924  (see  p.  8)  amend- 
ing section  16  of  the  rules  to  pro- 
vide that  all  meetings  and  hearings 
of  the  Board  shall  be  public,  was 
taken   up. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing, 
Mr.  Sullivan  submitted  for  insertion 
in  the  minutes  the  following  state- 
ment: 

Public  Right  is  paramount.  Pub- 
lic Right  is  supreme  when  Public 
Right  clashes  with  private  conven- 
ience. In  such  conflict,  private  con- 
venience must  yield.  The  foregoing 
statements  are  the  expression  of  a 
fundamental  principle  in  American 
Government,  so  elementary  that  its 
acknowledgment  without  proof  is 
universal. 

Upon  this  principle  is  based  my 
order  which  calls  for  open,  public 
meetings,  excepting  however,  cer- 
tain, enumerated,  specific  cases  of  a 
nature  universally  accepted  as  pe- 
culiarly private. 

The  application  here  of  this  great 
American  principle  is  as  elementary 
as  the  principle  itself  and  'hence 
ought  to  be  equally  acceptable,  with- 
out proof. 

This  Committee,  in  its  nature, 
purpose,  and  jurisdiction  is  an  elec- 
tive, public  body  created  to  legislate 
and  administrate  the  affairs  of  our 
public  schools,  but  this  is  public  busi- 
ness and  hence  the  business  of  the 
people.  Therefore,  this  Committee 
should  operate  and  function  in  the 
open.  Its  meetings  should  be  pub- 
lic. 

In  this  Committee,  there  should 
be  no  room  for  secrecy,  less  room 
for  privacy,  and  more  room  for  pub- 
licity. 

In  every  American  community 
there  is  an  irresistible  urge  by  the 
people  for  the  policy  of  "open  cove- 
nants openly  arrived  at"  in  all  gov- 
ernmental affairs.  This  urge  for  the 
recognition  of  a  popular,  sovereign 
right  is  indeed  justified.  Witness  the 
recent  scandals  of  national  propor- 
tions, all  creatures  of  secrecy,   that 


consume  us.  And  secrecy  has  been 
the  policy  of  this  Committee  for 
years! 

This  scheme  of  secrecy  is  a  sad 
commentary  on  the  rule  my  order 
seeks  to  amend.  Section  16,  para- 
graph 1,  the  rule  under  which  the 
Committee   now   functions,   says: 

"The  sessions  of  the  Board  as  a 
rule  shall  be  open,  but  the  Board 
may  at  any  time,  by  a  majority  vote, 
go  into  executive  session.  It  shall, 
however,  pass  no  votes  in  executive 
session." 

I  charge  that  the  Committee  has 
so  corrupted  this  rule  that  its  pres- 
ence in  the  "Rules  and  Regulations" 
is  a  meaningless,  useless  superfluity. 
Else,  the  Committee  in  its  violation 
r  f  the  Rule  has  been  guilty  of  ille- 
gal practices.  The  exception  has 
been  made  the  Ilule,  and  the  Rule 
has  been  flouted  and  corrupted  to 
read: 

"The  Board  shall  always  go  into 
executive  session  for  full  considera- 
tion and  full  determination  of  all 
matters  within  its  jurisdiction." 

This  Committee  meets  in  confer- 
ence (another  name  for  executive 
session)  every  time  it  convenes  with- 
out the  necessarv  majority  vote,  in 
defiance  of  the  present  rule. 

Votes  are  passed  in  conference, 
against  the  rule's  strict  prohibition. 

The  conference  "is  the  thing" 
wherein  the  destinies  of  our  public 
schools  are  determined. 

The  custom  of  the  conference  has 
grown  so  strong  that  every  notice 
from  the  Secretary's  office  relative 
to  the  Committee  meetings  carries 
the  word  "conference"  and  sets  fortn 
the  fact  that  the  School  Committee 
will  meet  in  conference.  The  con- 
ference is  carried  on  in  ?trictest 
secrecy.  No  record  kept.  Press 
and  Public  ruled  out.  And  so  the 
scheme  of  secrecy  is  all  compre- 
hensive. And  for  this,  the  people 
pay  $14,000,000  yearly;  an  increase 
of  90%  since  1919,  a  short  space  of 
five  years. 

I  pass  over  the  bi-monthly  "pub- 
lic" meeting.  It  is  a  mere  incident. 
"Public"  in  name  only,  it  is  a  pub- 
lic farce  and  mockery! 

I  now  come  to  my  order  and  its 
reception  by  this  Committee.  The 
order  is  self-explanatory.  "No  Se- 
crecy— Less  Privacy — More  public- 
ity!" 

What  of  its  reception!  The  Public 
and  Press  were  expelled.  The  Com- 
mittee went  into  conference,  though 
the  very  subject  matter  of  the  order 
was  against  such  conference. 

I  was  then  urged  to  withdraw  my 
order  and  to  stand  by  for  several 
months  to  acquire  atmosphere  and 
experience.  I  refused  because  I  de- 
clined to  become  a  party  in  the 
scheme  of  secrecy.  My  order  was 
then  criticized  because  of  my  lack 
of  formal  "experience,"  for  this  hu- 
man limitation;  that  I  am  unable  to 
translate  "future"  into  "present,"  I 
am     sorry.      The     observation    that 
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pleased  me  most  informed  me  that 
I  was  "most  unusual"  in  that  for 
the  first  time  in  memory,  a  new 
member  had  presented  an  order  at 
his  initial  meeting-. 

The  only  objection  that  can  stani 
the  test  of  a  second  glance,  and  I 
anticipate  this  one,  is  on  the  ground 
that  my  order  is  too  restrictive  of 
the  discretion  resident  in  every  gov- 
ernmental agency.  Perhaps  that  is 
so,  but  it  is  better  to  restrict  than 
to  abuse.  Let  me  recall  that  this 
Committee  has  abused  its  discretion, 
and  restriction  always  follows  abuse 
as  here. 

All  the  apologies,  without  excep- 
tion, for  the  present  policy  of  pri- 
vacy and  scheme  of  secrecy  ulti- 
mately sound  in  "convenience";  that 
private  meetings  are  more  "conven- 
ient" than  public  meetings.  In  tho 
same  breath,  the  apologists  in  tha 
committee  assert  that  the  people  ar'o 
not  interested  in  their  schools.  If 
the  people  are  not  interested,  I  sav, 
if  this  is  so,  it  is  so  because  of  this 
-committee's  policy  of  exclusion,  and 
program  of  privacy;  that  it  is  so  be- 
cause the  public  has  been  left  on  the 
"door-steps"  so  long,  it  has  wearied 
of  waiting  for  welcome.  However, 
assuming  that  it  is  so,  my  order  has 
an  added  appeal,  for,  in  that  event, 
we  shall  have  public  meetings  witn 
all  the  protections  of  public  meet- 
ings and  all  the  conveniences  of  pri- 
vate meetings.  Truly,  an  ideal  state! 
Aside  from  this,  I  repeat  here,  as  i 
stated  in  conference,  that  my  order 
is  not  based  upon  any  assumption  of 
public  interest,  but  rather  on  the 
principle  and  fact  of  Public  Right. 

To  the  plea  for  "private  conven- 
ience," I  say  that  Public  Right  is  al- 
ways paramount  and  supreme.  Of 
that,  there  can  be  no  doubt;  with 
that  there  can  be  no  quarrel. 

The  issue  is  clear.  On  the  one 
hand,  the  passage  of  my  order  for 
the  Public  Right  and  the  public 
weal;  on  the  other,  its  rejection  for 
private   convenience. 

Mr.  Chairman,  and  Memjbers:  The 
issue  before  you  is  all-important. 
The  people  of  Boston  love  their 
schools  and  spend  millions  for  their 
support.  Our  schools  are  the  cor- 
nerstone of  our  community  and  this 
great  Republic.  They  are  the  mak- 
ers of  our  future  citizens.  There  is 
no  room  in  them  for  secrecy. 

The  "Dark  Lantern,"  the  "Star 
Chamber"  should  be  but  memory. 
They  have  no  proper  place  in  true 
American  government. 

The  "convenient-conference"  cus- 
tom is  the  one  thing  that  stands  in 
the  way  between  this  Committee 
and  the  realization  in  the  right,  that 
"public  business  is  the  business  of 
the  public.'' 
Placed  on  file. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage 
of   the   original  order. 

The  order  failed  of  passage  by  the 
following  vote: 

YEAS— Mr.   Sullivan— 1. 


NAYS-— Dr.  Bog-an,  Miss  Curtis 
and  Mr.  O'Hare — 3. 

ABSENT — Dr.    Scannell— 1. 

"In  School  Committee,  June  16,  1924. 

ORDERED,  That  section  16,  para- 
graph 1,  of  Chapter  I  of  the  rules 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  16,  1.  All  sessions,  con- 
ferences, meetings  and  hearings  of 
the  Board  shall  be  open  to  the  pub- 
lic   with    the    following    exception-- 

The  Board  may  by  a  majority 
vote,  go  into  executive  session  for 
preliminary  consideration  of  a  par- 
ticular case  or  matter  of  a  nature 
universally  accepted  as  peculiarly 
private,  or  involving  the  personal 
conduct,  character  or  reputation  of 
a  member  of  the  Committee,  school 
official,  teacher  or  other  employee  of 
the  School  Committee,  parent,  pupil 
or  any  other  person;  provided,  how-' 
ever,  that  full  record  shall  be  duly 
taken  of  the  proceedings  and  no 
vote  shall  be  passed  in  such  execu- 
tive  session. 

Laid  over." 

"In  School  Committee,  Feb.  16,  1925. 

The  order  laid  over  at  the  meet- 
ing of  June  16,  1924  (see  p.  124), 
amending  section  16,  paragraph  1  of 
the  rules  relative  to  the  sessions  of 
the  Board  being  open,  was  taken  up. 

A  roll  call  being  requested,  the 
order  failed  of  passage  by  the  fol- 
lowing  vote: 

YEAS — Messrs.  O'Hare  and  Sul- 
livan— 2. 

NAYS— Dr.  Bogan,  Miss  Curtis 
and   Dr.    Scannell — 3." 

Dr.  Bogan.  As  to  weekly  meet- 
ings: The  business  of  the  Committee 
does  not  demand  weekly  meetings. 
At  this  time  of  the  year  when  the 
ibudgets  are  toeing  put  into  shape,  we 
are  meeting  more  than  twice  a 
month.  When  the  budgets  are  done 
with,  meetings  every  two  weeks  are 
sufficient,  and  for  that  reason  I  am 
opposed  to  the  order  which  provides 
for   weekly    meetings. 

Mr.  Sullivan.  I  am  not  question- 
ing the  Chairman's  vote,  or  his  serv- 
ice, the  kind  or  character  of  his 
service  merely  because  he  is  voting 
as  he  is  today.  I  do  feel  that  per- 
haps he  may  have  been  led  or  misled 
because  of  tradition  and  custom  that 
has  existed  in  regard  to  our  School 
Committee  conferences  and  meet- 
ings. I  know  that  the  Chairman 
wants  to  serve  honorably  and  well 
and  has  so  served.  I  know  that  Mrs. 
Barron  has  served  and  wants  to 
continue  to  serve  honorably  and 
well,  and  likewise  Mr.  Gray.  But 
are  you  going  to  stand  here  and 
vote  "yes"  and  "no"  because  it  is 
the  custom?  Can't  we  broaden  our- 
selves once  in  a  while  and  see  if 
there  is  not  something  to  be  gained 
by  change?  I  advocate  it  because 
of  the  great  American  principle 
underlying  it,  which  gives  the  right 
the  people  have  to  come  here  if  they 
want  to   come.     I  say  that  at  least 
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we  ought  to  give  these  weekly  pub- 
lic meetings  a  trial. 

(At  Mrs.  Barron's  request,  the  pro- 
posed amendment  of  section  13,  para- 
graph 1,  and  section  16,  paragraph 
1   were  read). 

Mrs.  Barron.  At  present  I  under- 
stand our  rule  reads  that  the  ses- 
sions of  the  Board  shall  he  open  but 
the  Board  may  at  any  time  go  into 
executive  session  by  a  majority 
vote.  The  change  now  suggested 
demands  a  four-fifths  vote.  I  believe 
O'ority  should  determine. 

Mr.  Gray:  Mr.  O'Hare's  first 
three  orders  are  in  substance 
a  request  that  the  Committee 
shall  discuss  all  matters  be- 
fore it  in  public  except  where,  on 
a  fourth-fifths  vote  of  the  Commit- 
tee (the  existing  rule  calls  only  for  a 
majority  vote),  the  Committee  shall 
vote  to  go  into  executive  session. 
In  other  words,  Mr.  O'Hare  wishes 
to  do  away  with  the  practise — 
adopted  in  1906 — and  as  I  am  in- 
formed maintained  in  operation  since 
that  time — of  conferences  and  pub- 
lic meetings.  "Conferences"  precede 
each  public  meeting  and  occur  on 
every  Monday  when  there  is  not  a 
public  meeting,  except  in  July  and 
August.  These  conferences  last  be- 
tween two  and  three  hours  and  all 
matters  there  discussed  are  subse- 
quently acted  upon  at  the  public 
meetings.  To  those  who  are  not 
familiar  with  the  workings  of  the 
committee,  Mr.  O'Hare's  order  might 
seem  to  indicate  that  the  "confer- 
ences" enable  the  committee  to  do 
and  say  in  secret  what  it  would  not 
do  and  say  in  public.  The  inference 
which  might  be  given  his  order  id 
that  the  conferences  are  "Star 
Chamber"  affairs.  In  that  connec- 
tion I  wish  to  state  with  all  the 
emphasis  at  my  command  that  such 
is  not  the  case.  On  the  contrary  the 
conferences  are  informal  meetings  of 
the  committee,  where  the  frank  and 
free  discussion  has  but  one  purpose, 
namely,  a  thorough  thrashing  out 
of  each  problem  to  the  end  that  the 
ultimate  action  by  the  committee  at 
the  public  meeting  shall  be  its  best 
judgment.  Then  at  the  public  meet- 
ing each  member  has  an  opportunity 
— frequently  taken  advantage  of — 
to  voice  his  opinion  or  state  his  rea- 
sons, if  he  deems  it  necessary  or  de- 
sirable, for  his  vote.  The  recorded 
votes  of  the  members  at  the  public 
meetings  (transcript  of  which  is  im- 
mediately published  in  one  or  more 
Boston  newspapers)  convey  to  the 
public  each  member's  final  action  on 
any  given  proposition.  I  have 
thought  it  proper  to  make  this  state- 
ment of  the  committee's  existing 
procedure  so  that  any  one  not  fa- 
miliar with  it  may  know  that  the 
workings  of  the  committee  are  neith- 
er secret  nor  in  any  way  subversive 
of  the  school  system  or  the  public. 

Coming  now  to  the  question  of  do- 
ing away  with  the  conferences  and  of 
having     the     committee's     delibera- 


tions on  all  subjects  open  to  the 
public  and  the  press,  let  me  say 
that  if  the  committee  so  votes,  I 
shall  cheerfully  acquiesce  in  its  de- 
cision, but  I  think  the  committee 
will  make  a  serious  mistake  for  the 
following  reasons: — 

(1)  While  the  committee,  unoer 
Mr.  O'Hare's  order,  would  naturally 
go  into  executive  session  in  any 
case  where  the  rights  of  an  in- 
dividual under  consideration  might 
be  placed  in  jeopardy,  it  s  not  al- 
ways easy  in  a  general  discussion 
to  foretell  just  when  the  rigru  of 
an  individual  may  be  prejudiced  by 
public  utterances.  It  is  conceivable 
that  if  the  committee  holds  all  its 
meetings  open  to  the  public  and  the 
press  it  may  unwittingly  injure  a 
person  under  Mr.  O'Hare's  scheme 
which  would  never  have  been  the 
case  under  existing  procedure. 

(2)  Any  fair-minded  person  will 
readily  admit  that  discussing  a 
problem  in  an  informal  group  is  one 
thing  and  talking  for  all  the  world 
to  hear  is  another.  In  school  com-. 
mittee  work  both  have  their  proper 
place,  but  in  my  opinion  the  or- 
dinary business  of  the  committee 
can  be  more  effectively  and  speedily 
dispatched  by  its  present  system  of 
informal  conferences  and  subse-  • 
quent  public  meetings  than  by  pub- 
lic meetings  only.  Extraordinary 
matters,  or  questions  in  which  any 
of  the  members  are  particularly  in- 
terested, may  well  be  taken  up  at 
the  public  meeting,  and  this  is  just 
what  is  done  under  the  existing 
procedure. 

(3)  Finally,  and  of  far  greater  im- 
portance, is  the  fact  that  throwing 
all  matters  open  to  the  public  is 
bound  to  handicap  the  committee  in 
its  work  if  not  to  cause  actual  harm 
to  the  school  system.  Many  ques- 
tions such  as  salaries,  major  ap- 
pointments, creation  of  new  posi- 
tions or  departments,  or  new 
projects  of  one  sort  or  another,  etc., 
etc.,  require  in  their  preliminary 
phases  the  most  careful  and  pro- 
longed discussion  and  study.  If 
Mr.  O'Hare's  order  prevails,  how- 
ever, those  affected  by  such  mat- 
ters, as  well  as  the  public,  will  be 
in  possession  of  this  preliminary 
data  before  the  committee  itself  has 
had  time  to  consider  it,  much  less 
to  study  it.  Under  the  system 
which  Mr.  O'Hare  suggests  we  can- 
not expect  newspaper  men  who 
may  be  present  at  the  meeting — con- 
siderate and  wise  though  they  may 
be — to  refrain  from  giving  to  their 
readers  any  subject  of  interest  pre- 
sented at  the  meeting,  even  though 
it  is  preliminary  m  nature.  Nor 
could  we  always  hope — under  the 
system  Mr.  O'Hare  would  introduce 
— to  have  our  remarks  in  public  re- 
ported just  as  we  stated  them.  Thus 
it  seems  to  me  that  at  a  time  where 
the  committee  should  have  opportu- 
nity for  free  and  frank  discussion 
which  is  so  necessary  to  a  satisfac- 
tory thrashing  out  of  any  problem, 
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the  tendency  will  be  to  have  the 
committee's  deliberations  on  a  for- 
mal and   less   open   basis. 

In  my  judgment  such  a  result 
would  not  only  cripple  the  school 
system,  but  would  run  counter  to 
the  wishes  and  the  interests  of  the 
public.  For  it  seems  clear  that 
when  the  citizens  of  Boston  twenty 
years  ago  abolished  the  old  school 
committee  of  24  members  and  set  up 
in  its  place  a  committee  of  five, 
they  did  so  in  the  belief  that  a  small 
committee  would  be  able  to  function 
as  a  committee — that  is  to  have 
frank  and  free  discussions  informal- 
ly as  well  as  formally  from  which 
each  member,  before  reaching  any 
conclusion  on  a  subject,  might  de- 
rive new  light.  It  is  only  after 
discussions  of  that  sort,  informal 
discussions,  that  it  is  possible  to 
come  to  a  wise  conclusion,  and  this, 
in  my  opinion  was  just  what  tne 
citizens  ha<i  in  mind  when  they  es- 
tablished  the   Committee   of  five. 

To  adopt  Mr.  O'Hare's  order  is  to 
run  a  grave  risk  of  losing  t'he  ad- 
vantages of  the.  present  effective 
and  fair  system  as  well  as  to  nullify 
the  purpose  which  the  people  had 
in  mind  when  they  established  in 
1906  the  School  Committee  of  five 
members.  Therefore  I  vote  against 
the  orders. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  First  of  all  I  want 
to  commend  Mr.  Gray's  statement 
because  it  carries  with  it  conviction 
and  because  it  is  a  very  fair  attemnt 
to  diagnose  the  present  system  and 
the  proposed  change.  Mr.  Gray  feels 
that  the  action  in  1906  changing 
the  Committee  from  twenty-four  to 
five  was  laudable  and  that  the 
subsequent  establishment  of  proced- 
ure concerning  public  meetings  is 
similarly  praiseworthy.  If  this  is 
Mr.  Gray's  premise  and  part,  I 
must  disagree  with  his  inference  and 
conclusion  because  I  do  not  agree 
with  his  premise  regarding  the 
change  from  24  to  5.  I  do  not  mean 
to  return  to"  24,  but  I  believe  that 
the  number  should  be  increased. 

Mr.  Gray  says  that  we  might  in- 
advertently harm  someone  by  dis 
cussing  all  matters  in  the  open, 
some  individual  whose  name  might 
be  presented.  The  amendment  1 
originally  proposed  specifically  ex 
eludes    such    situations 

Mr.  Gray.    I  made  that  quite  clear. 

Mr.  Sullivan.  Some  system  might 
be  devised  whereby  the  Secretary 
might  inform  us,  either  through  a 
sheet  or  some  memoranda  at  our 
desks  that  something  is  due  to  come 
up  of  a  personal  nature.  Then 
anyone  may  move  that  we  go  into 
executive  session.  I  think  all  those 
little  incidentals  will  speedily  iron 
themselves  out  and  we  will  be  glad 
we  took  this  step  because  after  all 
it  is  going  to  protect  this  system 
from  getting  dried  up. 

Mrs.   Barron.     In   order  to   clarify 


the   situation,   I   want   to   have   read 
into    the    records    Section    16,    para- 
graph 1,  as  it  now  stands,  as  follows: 
"The  sessions  of  the  Board  shall 
be    open,    but    the    Board    may    at 
any   time    by   a   majority    vote    go 
into    executive    session.      It    shall, 
however,   pass   no  votes   in  execu- 
tive session-" 
Mr.  Sullivan.     Will  you  please  add 
that  that  section,  as  it  now  stands, 
was  amended  to  rea,d  that  way  after 
I  introduced  my  order. 

Mrs.   Barron.     I   am   very  glad  to 
give  Mr.  Sullivan  the  credit. 

Mr.    O'Hare.     That    procedure    has 
not  been  followed. 

Mrs.  Barron.  The  only  difference 
between  Mr.  O'Hare's  proposed  rule 
and  the  present  rule  is  that  if  this 
motion  passes,  we  may  go  into  exec- 
utive session  not  by  a  majority  vote 
but  by  a  four-fifths  vote.  I  am  op- 
posed to  a  changi©  that  requires 
a  four-fifths  vote.  I  think  the  ma- 
jority should  rule.  I  have  always 
believed  in  open  meetings  so  that 
the  public  may  always  be  informed 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  School 
Committee.  I  am  opposed  to  se- 
crecy and  during  all  my  service  I  d" 
not  know  of  any  secret  action  that 
has  been  taken.  I  do  believe  that 
conferences  are  necessary  in  order 
that  matters  may  be  discussed  and 
situations  clarified,  provided  no  vote 
is  taken  and  no  action  is  taken.  I 
do  believe  that  it  would  be  an  excel- 
lent thing  if  we  could  stimulate  the 
public  to  come  to  our  meetings.  I 
should  not  like  to  vote  on  the  time 
of  meeting  now.  I  would  be  in 
favor  of  a  change  of  hour  of  meet- 
ings so  that  families  might  attend, 
even  if  it  may  cause  me  inconven- 
ience. I  do  feel  that  conferences 
are  absolutely  essential  provided 
that  nothing  is  hidden  from  the  pub- 
lic. I  repeat  that  in  my  one  year 
of  service  I  know  of  no  action  that 
has  not  been  presented  in  open 
meetings.  Any  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee has  been  free  to  discuss  any 
subject  in  the  open.  Mr.  O'Hare 
has  asked  that  the  meetings  be  held 
weekly.  It  so  happens  that  we  have 
had  many  meetings  in  addition  to 
the  regular  meetings! — open  public 
meetings,  of  which  the  newspapers 
have  been  duly  informed.  It 
does  not  seem  necessary  now  to 
have  weekly  meetings,  but  if  at  any 
time  our  business  should  increase 
to  the  extent  of  needing  weekly 
meetings,  I  should  be  very  glad  to 
have  them. 

Mr.  Sullivan.  I  think  steps  should 
be  taken  to  petition  the  Legislature 
to  increase  this  body  to  some  num- 
ber between  five  and  twenty-four.  I 
think  one  of  the  greatest  handi- 
caps— I  am  not  saying  this  for  my 
benefit  because  I  have  always  served 
without  any  desire  for  compensation, 
—I  say  one  of  the  greatest  handi- 
caps is  the  absence  of  salary  and  the 
no-salary  aspect  that  attaches  to  the 
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School  Board.  That  opens  a  field  for 
argument.  ...  I  say  that  it  is  just 
as  un-American  for  a  man  to  return 
his  pay  check  to  the  government, — I 
think  it  is  an  anomalous  situation, 
and  it  holds  in  this  case  because  the 
absence  of  salary  necessarily  places 
us  who  are  not  gifted  with  this 
world's  goods  to  such  an  extent  that 
wo  can  afford  to  make  our  work 
here  a  hobby —  ....  it  makes  this 
position  a  closed  corporation  be- 
cause it  restricts  the  attraction 
thereto.  Young  men  and  young 
women  of  poor  circumstances  are 
called  upon  to  sacrifice  far  beyond 
their  means  and  measure.  I  feel 
that  this  committee  should  be  a  rep- 
resentative gathering  from  all  walks 
of  life  and  I  hope  that  the  time  will 
come  when  a  salary  will  be  attached 
to  this  position. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  The  "star  chamber" 
inference  drawn  by  Mr.  Gray  I  care 
nothing  about.  I  want  to  get  the 
public  interested  in  our  expenditure 
of  Dheir  money.  That  is  my  prime 
purpose.  We  have  all  got  sense 
enough  not  to  attack  an  individual's 
character  in  public  or  in  private. 
The  additional  time  element  of  pub- 
lic meetings  does  not  bother  me.  1 
will  give  every  moment  of  time  out- 
side of  my  business  and  that  re- 
quired for  the  well-being  of  my 
family,  to  the  interests  of  the  School 
Committee.  The  public  delegates 
its  authority  to  us  because  they 
cannot  act  as  they  did  in  the  old- 
time  form  of  town  government.  I 
do  not  care  whether  the  discussion 
is  preliminary  or  final.  I  want  the 
public  here.  We  are  responsible  to 
them.  I  think  in  many  instances 
the  reaction  of  the  public  to  matters 
in  preliminary  form  would'  aid  us 
in  arriving  at  correct  final  deter- 
minations  of   policies. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Lest  you  be  misun- 
derstood. You  are  not  censuring  the 
public.  You  are  saying  the  public 
has  not  had  the  opportunity. 

Mrs.  Barron:  At  the  expense  of 
repetition,  I  want  to  make  this  state- 
ment. I  am  as  anxious  as  Mr. 
O'Hare  or  Mr.  Sullivan  to  have  th3 
public  interested  and  alive  to  what 
we  are  doing,  and  I  personally  be- 
lieve the  trouble  has  existed  not 
because  >of  conferences  at  all,  because 
everything  has:  been  open  at  the 
open  meetings.  It  may  possibly 
have  existed  because  of  the  time  of 
meetings.  I  think  the  whole  trou- 
ble lies  in  the  time  of  meetings.  I 
do  not  think  it  has  anything  to  do 
with  the  so-called  "star  chamber" 
sessions. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Barron,  the 
order  amending  section  13,  para- 
graph 1  of  the  rules,  was  again  laid 
over. 

A  roll  call  being  requested  on  the 
passage  of  the  order  amending  sec- 
tion 16,  paragraph  1  of  the  rules,  the 
order  failed  of  passage  by  the  fol- 
lowing  vote: 


YEAS — Messrs.  O'Hare  and  Sulli- 
van— 2. 

NAYS — Mrs.  Barron,  Messrs.  Bo- 
gan    and    Gray — 3. 

Question  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  order  laid  over  at  the  meeting 
of  Jan.  3,  1927,  amending  section  18, 
paragraph  1  of  the  rules,  to  provide 
for  strict  adherence  to  the  order  of 
business  at  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

The  order  was  again  laid  over. 

Question  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  order  laid  over  at  the  meeting 
of  Jan.  3,  1927,  amending  section  22S, 
paragraph  6  of  the  regulations,  by 
striking  out  the  paragraph  which 
reads  as  follows: 

6.  Candidacy  for  election  to  the 
Board  shall  operate  as  a  resignation 
of  the  position  held  by  any  person 
in  the  employ  the  Boar.':. 

Passed  unanimously. 

Mrs.  Barron  offered  the  following: 
ORDERED,  That  the  School  Com- 
mittee join  as  party  plaintiff  in  the 
case  of  John  M.  Sullivan  vs.  City  of 
Boston,  and  that  a  committee  of 
this  Board,  of  one  or  two  members, 
be  appointed  by  the  chair  to  con- 
sider and  make  report  to  this  Board 
as  to  the  advisability  of  employing 
counsel  for  the  School  Committee. 

The  order  passed  and  the  Chair- 
man appointed  Mrs.  Barron  and  Mr.

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Hare,  it  was 
ORDERED,  That  the  small  Board 
of  Apportionment,  comprising  t\\-i 
Superintendent,  the  Business  Man- 
ager, and  two  Assistant  Superintend- 
ents, present  to  this  Board  its  rec- 
ommendations for  lands,  plans  and 
buildings  for  the  year  1927  in  th--> 
immediate  future  in  order  that  this 
Board  may  be  enabled  to  determine 
its  policies  in  these  matters  at  an 
early  date. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Hare,  it  was 
ORDERED,  That  the  large  Boa*  d 
of  Apportionment,  comprising  the 
Superintendent,  the  entire  Board  of 
Superintendents,  and  the  Business 
Manager,  present  to  this  Board  a: 
once  its  study  on  salaries  of  teachers 
and  members  of  the  supervising 
staff  so  that  this  Board  may  dete-- 
mine  early  in  the  year  1927  a  salary 
schedule  for  teachers  and  members 
of  the  supervising  staff  for  the 
school    y*ar   1927-28. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Hare,  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  Chairman  is 

hereby  authorized,  for  and  in  beha  f 

of  this  Board,  to  petition  the  General 

Court   for    legislation    to  provide   for 
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larger  appropriating  power  for 
money  to  be  expended  for  salaries  of 
teachers  and  members  of  the  super- 
vising staff,  and  for  salaries  of  cus- 
todians of  school  buildings. 


In  reply  to  question  as  to  the 
probability  of  going  to  the  Legisla- 
ture this  year  for  additional  money 
for  maintenance,  the  Business  Man- 
ager stated  it  would  depend  wholly 
upon*  the  decision  of  the  School 
Committee  as  to  salary  increases.  If 
general  salary  increases  are  to  be 
allowed,  increased  appropriations 
will  have  to  be  sought. 


Mr.  O'Hare  asked  if  a  study  Is 
being  made  of  the  salaries  of  cus- 
todians of  school-houses,  and  the 
Business  Manager  stated  that  the 
Board  of  Apportionment  is  making 
such  a  study,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  necessary  information 
has  prepared  and  sent  to  the  cus- 
todians a  questionnaire  in  order  to 
ascertain  the  net  compensation  of 
custodians.

UNFINISHED    BUSINESS, 

The  order  submitted  by  Mr.  Sulli- 
van and  laid  over  at  the  meetings 
of  Jan.  3  and  10,  1927,  which  pro- 
poses amendment  to  the  rules  which 
shall  limit  the  period  of  service  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  was 
taken   ap. 

In    this    connection    Mr.    Sullivan 
made  the  following  statement: 
Mr.   Chairman  and  Members: 

The  re-election  for  the  fourth  suc- 
cessive term  of  the  present  Chair- 
man in  my  opinion  was  one  of  the 
worst  things  that  could  have  hap- 
pened for  the  school  service,  but  one 
of  the  best  because  it  serves  to  fo- 
cus public  attention  on  a  most  de- 
plorable situation.  Hence  my  order 
to  prevent  a  similar  predicament  in 
the  future.  I  stated  two  weeks  ago 
when  I  presented  this  order,  which 
limits  The  term  of  any  member  as 
Chairman  to  2  years,  with  the  fur- 
ther restriction  that  no  member 
shall  be  Chairman  for  2  years  in 
succession,  that  2  years  was  enougii 
for  the  best  Chairman  and  too  much 
for  a  mediocre  one. 

Rotation  in  public  office  is  a  fun- 
damental American  principle  and  ex- 
perience has  proved  its  wisdom  and 
efficacy.  It  makes  for  representa- 
tive government  I  mean  here  a  gov- 
ernment responsive  and  responsible 
to  the  popular  will. 

Let  us  see. — The  late  James  J. 
Storrow  and  his  associates  of  the 
Public  School  Association  reorgan- 
ized the  School  Committee  in  1906, 
reducing  its  membership  from  twen- 
ty-four to  five  Twenty-one  years 
have  passed.  The  Public  School  As- 
sociation in  that  period  has  had  19 
majorities  on  the  five  member  school 
board,  majorities  ranging  from  5  to 
1.  In  that  period  of  21  years  the 
Public  School  Association  has  had 
19  chairmen  out  of  a  possible  21. 
James  J.  Storrow,  endorsed  by  the 
Public  School  Association,  was 
Chairman  3  years  in  succession; 
David  A.  Ellis,  endorsed  by  the  Pub- 
lic School  Association,  was  Chair- 
man 4  successive  terms;  George  E. 
Brock,  endorsed  by  the  Public  School 
Association,  was  Chairman  2  terms 
successively;  Dr.  David  D.  Scanned, 
than  whom  no  one  gave  a  greater 
measure  of  high  grade  service,  en- 
dorsed by  the  Public  School  Asso- 
ciation, was  Chairman  twice;  Joseph 
Lee,  endorsed  by  the  Puolic  School 
Association,  was  Chairman  in  1917 
for  one  term:  Judge  Michael  H.  Sul- 
livan, endorsed  by  the  Public  School 
Association,  was  Chairman  two  suc- 
cessive terms;  Dr.  Frederick  L. 
Bogan,      endorsed      by      the     Public 


School  Association,  was  Chairman 
5  times,  of  which  4  were  successive 
terms.  Is  that  rotation  in  public 
office?  Is  that  true  representation? 
Is  the  Public  School  Association  to 
continue  in  uninterrupted  control 
of  the  public  schools?  lias  it  a 
monopoly  in  our  public  school  sys- 
tem? Can  there  be  no  member 
without  its  endorsement  and  with- 
out the  fold  of  the  Public  School 
Association  whose  service  merits 
recognition  by  his  fellow  members? 
What  was  the  matter  with  Charles 
S.  O'Connor  who  served  with  abil- 
ity and  fidelity  on  this  Board  in 
1920,  1921  and  1922?  Can  anyone 
deny  his  ability?  Can  anyone  ques- 
tion his  integrity?  Dare  the  present 
Chairman,  who  was  his  colleague, 
intimate  that  Mr.  O'Connor  was 
guilty  of  malfeasance,  misfeasance 
or   nonfeasance   in   office? 

Mr.  O'Connor,  as  a  member  here, 
experienced  a  similar  reception  ,to 
that  accorded  me.  The  minutes  of 
the  School  Committee  in  those  years 
are  teeming  with  4  to  1  votes  on 
nearly  all  important  measures;  he, 
of  course,  standing  alone.  He  was 
the  crusader  in  the  4  to  1  procession, 
which  promises  to  become  as  famous 
in  Boston  School  Committee  annals, 
if  the  Public  School  Association  con- 
tinues in  control,  as  was  the  16  to 
1  ratio  immortalized  in  Bryan's 
"Cross  of  Gold"  speech  in  the  his- 
tory of  American  currency. 

To  illustrate:  Mr.  O'Connor  moved 
that  this  Committee  establish  in  our 
schools  the  Franklin-Jefferson  medal 
for  excellence  in  American  history 
(and  this  at  a  time  when  America 
was  deporting  50  aliens  a  week  as 
undesirable).  This  motion  was  de- 
feated in  conference  by  a  4  to  1 
vote.  Mr.  O'Connor  then  threatened 
to  expose  this  4  to  1  vote  in  the  pub- 
lic meeting.  His  motion  was  laid  on 
the  table  until  the  next  meeting, 
when  it  was  passed  unanimously. 
What  was  the  matter  with  Mr. 
O'Connor  in  1920,  in  19.2,1,  in  1922? 

To  illustrate  further:  Mr.  William 
G.  O'Hare,  our  colleague,  has  been 
a  member  of  this  Board  since  1923. 
This  is  his  fifth  year.  Mr.  O'Hare 
came  to  this  Board  as  a  submaster 
of  many  years'  experience  in  the 
service.  In  my  opinion  Mr.  O'Hare 
knows  as  well  and  as  intimately  the 
public  schools  as  any  member  of 
this  Committee.  Is  it  because  Mr. 
O'Hare  has  never  been  endorsed  by 
the  Public  School  Association  that 
his  colleagues  have  not  seen  fit  to 
elect  him  their  Chairman? 

I  make  this  observation  without 
fear  of  successful  contradiction. 
This  is  my  fourth  year  on  the 
School  Committee.  Each  year  the 
Public  School  Association  has  had  a 
3  to  2  majority,  and  a  Chairman  en- 
dorsed by  the  Public  School  Asso- 
ciation, and  each  year,  in  spite  of 
the  enmities  among  the  committee 
members  endorsed  by  the  "ublic 
School  Association,  and  in  spite  of 
the    unfavorable    estimates    the    said 
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members  had  with  reference  to  the 
qualifications  of  one  another,  they 
always  managed  a  caucus  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  election  of  the 
Chairman,  from  which  a  Public 
School  Association  Chairman  issued. 

The  School  Board  at  present  con- 
stituted, is  a  committee  of  5,  which 
incidentally  I  have  petitioned  the 
Legislature  to  increase  to  9.  In  the 
present  Board  of  5  a  minority  of  1 
or  2  is  powerless  and  helpless,  and 
the  majority  of  3  is  absolutely  with- 
out check,  with  more  power  in  the 
field  of  school  administration  than 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  has  in  his  par- 
ticular sphere.  (Because  the  Mayor 
must  contend  with  the  City  Council 
as  a  check). 

The  School  .  Committee  of  3,  en- 
dorsed by  the  Public  School  Associa- 
tion, and  always  able  to  elect  a 
Public  School  Association  Chairman, 
spending  20  millions  of  dollars,  are 
without  a  check.  The  jump  in 
school  expenditures  has  been  enor- 
mously out  of  proportion  with  the 
increase  in  school  population.  in 
1916  the  cost  of  land  and  construc- 
tion of  school  buildings  was  $440,- 
000.00.  This  item  jumped  to  $4,800,- 
000.00  in  1926,  a  percentage  increase 
in  ten  years'  time,  from  1916  to  1926, 
of   1000   per   cent. 

In  1916  the  cost  of  maintenance 
of  our  public  schools,  exclusive  of 
land  and  construction,  was  $6,045,- 
000.00.  In  1926  this  same  item  cost 
$15,000,000.00,  or  a  percentage  of 
170  per  cent.  In  a  word,  it  cost  the 
citizens  of  Boston  in  1926  $12,314,- 
000.00  more  for  their  schools  than 
in  1916,  or  a  jump  of  200  per  cent. 
This  tremendous  increase  in  school 
costs  is  a  vital  factor  in  the  high 
and  oppressive  tax  rate  which 
threatens  to  stifle  our  realty  prog- 
ress; and  this  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  parochial  and  private 
schools  are  increasing  in  leaps  and 
bounds,  so  that  this  year  approxi- 
mately 70,000  pupils  are  being  edu- 
cated without  cost  to  the  city.  Shall 
a  majority  of  3  members,  all  en- 
dorsed by  the  Public  School  Asso- 
ciation, continue  to  control  without 
check? 

On  request  of  the  Chairman,  the 
order  referred  to  was  read  by  the 
Secretary,   as  follows: 

ORDERED,  That  the  rules  be 
amended  to  provide  that  no  member 
of  the  Committee  shall  be  eligible 
for  election  or  for  service  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  for  more 
than  two  years;  and  further,  that  no 
member  of  the  Committee  shall  be 
eligible  for  election  or  for  service  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  two 
successive  years,  and  further,  that 
any  member  of  the  Committee  who 
shall  have  been  elected  or  shall  have 
sorved  as  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee at  any  time  for  two  years  shall 
be  forever  ineligible  for  election  and 
for  service  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 


Mrs.  Barron:  Before  taking  a 
vote,  I  wish  in  a  very  few  words  to 
answer  some  of  the  statements  that 
have  been  made  by  Mr.  Sullivan.  In 
the  first  place,  I  want  emphatically 
to  deny  that  in  the  one  year  of  my 
four-year  term  that  I  have  served 
on  the  Board,  there  has  been  any 
caucus  held  previous  to  the  election 
of  Chairman,  either  the  first  or  this 
second  election.  I  want  to  sincerely 
and  honestly  state  that  when  I  came 
to  the  meeting  I  had  no  intimation 
as  to  how  Mr.  Gray  was  to  vote,  or 
how  the  Chairman  was  to  vote,  un- 
til the  vote  was  taken  in  this  room. 
I  also  wish  to  add  that  it  is  just  as 
unfair  to  say  that  because  the  Pub- 
lic School  Association  has  endorsed 
any  particular  member,  that  mem- 
ber must  follow  or  does  follow  the 
dictates  of  the  Public  School  Asso- 
ciation, as  it  would  be  for  me  to  say 
that  Mr.  Sullivan,  if  he  happened  to 
be  endorsed  by  the  Friendly  Sons, 
or  the  Workingmen's  Association  or 
the  American  Legion,  is  being  dic- 
tated to  by  the  Workingmen's  Asso- 
ciation, or  the  Friendly  Sons,  or  by 
any  other  association.  I  believe 
that  every  member  of  this  Board 
stands  on  his  own  feet,  does  as  his 
conscience  and  his  judgment  dictate, 
and  I  absolutely  deny  that  there 
is  any  dictation  by  or  any  informa- 
tion given  to  the  Public  School  Asso- 
ciation. 1  want  to  report  that  this 
year  I  voted  for  Dr.  Bogan  as  Chair- 
man because  this  is  only  his  second 
year  in  this  four-year  term  of  the 
new  Committee,  and  I  felt  that  from 
an  administrative  point  of  view 
having  the  experience,  he  was  the 
best  choice.  And  I  wish  to  add  that 
every  member  of  this  Board  has  just 
as  much  power  as  any  other  mem- 
ber, although  from  an  administra- 
tive point  of  view  our  Chairman  ex- 
pedites matters. 

However,  in  order  to  create  har- 
mony among  the  members  of  this 
Board,  I  would  be  willing,  provided 
such  action  would  be  legal,  although 
I  doubt  if  we  could  pass  any  rules 
stating  what  a  future  school  com- 
mittee shall  do,  to  agree  to  the  en- 
actment of  a  rule  which  shall  limit 
the  term  of  service  as  chairman  to 
two  or  three  years.  I  fear  that  such 
action  would  be  illegal  because  we 
would  be  dictating  the  policies  of  a 
future  board.  If  found  to  be  legal, 
I  would  be  willing  to  vote  that  no 
member  of  the  committee  shall  serve 
more  than  two  years  in  succession, 
or  more  than  two  years  in  any  four- 
year  term,  but  to  restrict  a  person 
who  might  have  the  ability,  or  the 
experience,  from  service  as  chair- 
man more  than  once  in  say  a 
fifteen-year  period,  would,  I  believe, 
be  detrimental  to  our  system  and 
to  the  public  welfare. 

Dr.  Bogan:  Do  you  offer  that  as 
an  amendment? 

Mrs.  Barron:  I  do  not  offer  that 
as  an  amendment.  I  simply  want  it 
to  go  on  record  as  an  opinion. 
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Mr.  Gray:  I  have  not  supposed 
that  it  was  necessary  to  make  any 
statement,  but  as  Mr.  Sullivan  has 
raised  this  question,  I  should  like 
to  go  on  record  as  saying  that  the 
fact  that  I  was  endorsed  by  the 
Public  School  Association  has  not 
made  the  slightest  difference  to  me, 
or  in  any  way  entered  into  or  guided 
me  la  any  vote  since  I  have  been 
on  this  committee.  I  have  never 
gone  to  the  Public  School  Associa- 
tion to  ask  their  advice.  I  have  not 
seen  them.  I  should  like  to  have 
that  on  record. 

As  to  my  choice  of  chairman: 
I  voted  for  Dr.  Bogan  because 
I  honestly  believed  that  he  was 
the  best  man,  and  that  is  no  re- 
flection on  the  high  standing  of  the 
other  members  of  the  Committee. 
"When  I  want  to  do  a  thing,  I  do 
just  what  I  want  to  do,  without  any- 
one telling  me  what  to  do.  When 
it  comes  to  the  question  of  Zlr.  Sulli- 
van's motion  or  order  limiting  the 
term  of  chairmanship:  In  my  opin- 
ion, a  committee  should  be  permitted 
without  rules  or  restrictions  to  elect 
as  its  chairman  the  person  it  deems 
best  qualified  for  chairmanship,  and 
I  believe,  though  I  have  made  no 
study  of  the  matter,  that  this  policy 
is  just  as  American  as  rotation  in 
office. 

Dr.  Bogan:  I  have  been  on  this 
Board  a  number  of  years  and  at 
no  time  in  my  entire  career  has  any 
thought,  word,  or  intimation  been 
given  me  from  the  Public  School 
Association  as  to  how  I  should  act 
or  how  I  should  vote  on  one  ques- 
tion or  another.  I  have  been  en- 
tirely free  to  act  according  to  my 
conscience.  I  believe  with  Mrs. 
Barron  that  the  proposed  limitation 
of  period  of  service  as  chairman  is 
illegal,  for  the  procedure  is:  The 
senior  member  calls  the  Board  to- 
gether. Then,  as  a  rule,  the  letter 
from  the  Election  Commissioners  is 
read  reporting  the  names  of  the  new 
members  according  to  recent  elec- 
tion. Then  the  Board  proceeds  to 
the  election  of  a  chairman  and  a 
treasurer,  and  the  Board  then 
adopts  the  rules  and  regulations  un- 
der which   the   Committee   will  act. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  The  question  here  is 
a  question  of  policy.  The  question 
of  rotation  in  office  against  the 
choice  of  the  individual  makes  no  dif- 
ference to  me.  The  City  Charter  of 
the  City  of  Boston  today,  as  amend- 
ed, does  not  allow  a  mayor  to  suc- 
ceed himself,  and  he  is  the  highest 
pinnacle  of  executive  office  in  our 
city.  I  have  served  on  this  Board 
four  years.  As  a  school  teacher  I 
was  a  candidate  for  election  because 
I  thought  that  probably  the  view- 
point of  fcne  who  had  children  at- 
tending school,  who  had  taught  in 
the  schools,  might  be  helpful,  and 
when  I  made  the  first  run  the  School 
Committee,  then  controlled  by  the 
Public  School  Association  member- 
ship, not  by  the  Public  School  As- 
sociation   because    there    isn't    any, 


voted  that  if  I  or  any  other  teacher 
dared  to  become  a  candidate  for  elec- 
tion the  result  would  be  termination 
of  service  in  the  schools, — the  most 
illegal,  unconstitutional  deprivation 
of  rights  that  I  have  ever  seen 
put  into  writing  or  print. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  That  was  by  a  four- 
to-one  vote? 

Mr.  O'Hare:  The  only  negative 
vote  on  that  question  was  Mr.  O'Con- 
nor. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  I  am  not  vainglorious, 
I  am  not  egoistical — I  do  not  think 
I  have  the  whole  knowledge  so  .well 
in  hand  that  I  am  better  than  any 
of  my  colleagues.  I  have  voiced  my 
opinions  freely.  The  Public  School 
Association  as  a  body  has  never 
memorialized  the  committee  on 
which  I  served  on  any  matter  of 
public  policy.  So  far  as  I  can  learn, 
they  meet  near  or  about  election 
time,  pick  men  and  women  they 
think  will  be  good  standardbearers, 
sponsor  their  cause,  offer  them  to 
the  public,  and  then  absolutely  do 
not  function  until  another  election 
time  comes  around.  They  have 
never  asked  me  or  memorialized  the 
committee  while  I  have  been  a  mem- 
ber to  support  any  action  or  vote. 
Naturally,  in  a  rotating  system 
which  has  always  been  the  practice 
until  two  years  ago,  a  member  who 
has  seniority  and  who  feels  compe- 
tent does  look  for  the  higher  glory, 
and  that  is  all  there  is  of  service 
willingly  given  to  a  city,  and  honest- 
ly expects  it  when  at  least  on  one 
occasion,  more  than  the  majority 
have  expressed  themselves  to  him 
as  being  in  favor  of  his  election. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  What  happened  on 
that  occasion— were  you  elected? 

Mr.  O'Hare:  The  day  came  and  the 
accomplishment  and  fulfilment  of  a 
dream  went  to  the  Board — I  am  not 
in  controversy  about  this  matter — 
Mrs.  Barron:  Will  you  state  when 
this  took  place? 

Mr.  O'Hare:  I  will  not.  My  word 
is  good.  I  do  not  have  to  name  per- 
sons or  places.  Naturally,  therefore, 
the  only  part  a  minority  has  in  an 
expression  of  opinion  is  in  inhibition, 
the  same  inhibition  as  the  legislature 
takes  upon  itself  when  it  says  that 
the  Mayor  of  the  city  may  not  suc- 
ceed himself.  Therefore,  without 
any  chagrin,  without  any  worry, 
without  any  uncertainty,  without 
any  fear,  I  support  Mr.  Sullivan's 
order. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Let  me  answer  the 
objections  to  my  order  briefly.  Mrs. 
Barron  stated  with  some  emphasis 
that  she  considered  it  just  as  unfair 
for  me  to  state  or  have  anyone  infer 
from  any  statements  I  make,  that 
the  Public  School  Association  be- 
cause it  endorsed  Mrs.  Barron  and 
others,    controlled   Mrs.    Barron   and 

others.  That  it  is  just  as  unfair  to 
make  that  statement  as  it  would  be 
for   Mrs.   Barron   or  anyone   else   to 

say  that  the  Friendly  Sons  or  the 
American  Legion  controls  me  be- 
cause it  endorsed  me.     Mrs.  Barron 
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loses  sight  of  a  very  serious  aspect 
so  admirably  developed  by  Mr. 
O'Hare,  namely,  that  the  Public 
School  Association  exists  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  electing 
members  to  this  committee  and  for 
no  other  purpose.  Now,  Mr.  Gray 
hit  the  issue  when  he  said  that  he 
believes  the  issue  is  "rotation"  and 
that  it  is  just  as  American  funda- 
mentally that  the  Committee  be  per- 
mitted to  elect  its  own  chairman, 
as  the  American  principle  of  rota- 
tion in  office.  I  disagree  with  that 
in  the  light  of  the  situation  that  has 
prevailed  here  since  1906.  Only  two 
chairmen  in  twenty-one  years  have 
been  non-Public  School  Association. 
"VVe  must  take  into  consideration  cir- 
cumstances that  exist  in  a  given  sit- 
uation. How  can  the  Committee  ex- 
press its  desirability  when  the  ma- 
jority of  the  Committee  is  endorsed 
by  the  Public  School  Association?  I 
want  to  add  right  here  and  I  offer 
proof  if  it  is  denied, — you  ask  me 
whether  or  not  the  members  here 
at  any  time  endorsed  by  the  Public 
School  Association,  were  controlled 
by  the  Public  School  Association — 
and  I  give  you  the  best  answer  pos- 
sible. Mr.  Foss  was, — whether  or 
not  he  still  is,  he  was — Secretary  of 
the  Public  School  Association  at  or 
about  the  time  of  the  last  school 
committee  campaign  and  Mr.  Foss 
has  made  this  statement — -the  Public 
School  Association  picks  and  en- 
dorses candidates  for  School  Com- 
mittee whom  they,  the  Public  School 
Association,  think  promise  to  con- 
tinue the  policies  that  the  Public 
School  Association  has  been  asso- 
ciated with  since  inception.  When 
Mr.  Foss  was  asked  how  he  exer- 
cised control  over  the  members  after 
their  election,  his  answer  was — "If 
they  kick  over  the  traces,  they  don't 
get  our  endorsement  again."  This 
is  the  best  evidence  as  to  the  Public 
School  Association. 

As  to  the  legality  of  the  order, — 
Dr.  Bogan  is  a  doctor,  Mrs.  Barron 
is  an  attorney,  Mr.  Gray  is  an  at- 
torney,— Mrs.  Barron  is  of  the  opin- 
ion it  would  be  illegal  to  attempt  to 
bind  any  future  committee.  This  is 
absurd.  If  we  have  not  got  the 
power  to  make  legislation  with  rela- 
tion to  the  future,  we  might  as  well 
stop  our  proceedings.  Legislatures 
bind    other    legislatures.        When    a 


new  board  comes  in,  every  remedy 
is  at  hand.  Of  course  it  is  legal  to 
bind  a  future  board  insofar  as  e 
can.        I     hope     the     order     passes. 

Mrs.  Barron:  Mr.  Sullivan  quotes 
Mr.  Foss,  an  individual,  as  making 
certain  statements.  There  is  abso- 
lutely no  proof  that  such  statement, 
if  made,  was  made  at  the  behest  or 
on  behalf  of  the  Public  School  Asso- 
ciation in  the  first  place,  and  as- 
suming such  a  statement  was  made, 
may  I  say  that  if  an  individual 
makes  a  statement  it  does  not  bind 
a  third  party  to  such  statement,  and 
Mr.  Sullivan,  being  a  lawyer,  knows 
that. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  His  admission  does 
not  go  against  you,  I  admit. 

Mr.  Gray:  I  just  want  to  say  that 
I  don't  care  what  Mr.  Foss  says. 
There  is  not  any  organization  or  any 
individual  in  this  world  that  has 
anything  to  do  with  the  action  I 
choose  to  take.  No  one  has  any  in- 
fluence over  me.  If  I  do  anything, 
I  do  what  I  think  is  right. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Each  one  has  his 
own  viewpoint,  but  I  am  telling  this 
Board  that  Mr.  Foss,  not  an  in- 
dividual but  the  Secretary  of  th? 
Public  School  Association,  made 
those  remarks. 

Dr.  Bogan:  I  can  simply  say 
again  what  Mr.  Gray  has  said.  1 
voted  according  to  my  own  thinking. 
The  first  or  second  time  that  I  was 
a  candidate  for  the  School  Com- 
mittee, I  was  not  given  the  endorse- 
ment of  the  Public  School  Associa- 
tion, but  the  next  time  I  was  en- 
dorsed, and  I  gladly  accepted  the 
endorsement. 


Question  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  order  amending  the  rules  limit- 
ing the  period  of  service  as  chair- 
man of  the  Committee,  and  the 
order  failed  of  passage  by  the  follow- 
ing vote: 

YEAS — Messrs.  O'Hare  and  Sulli- 
van— 2. 

NAYS  —  Mrs.  Barron,  Messrs. 
Bogan   and  Gray — 3.

ORDERED,  That  the  Superin- 
tendent is  hereby  authorized  to 
designate  one  assistant  superintend- 
ent to  attend  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Department  of  Superintend- 
ence of  the  National  Education  As- 
sociation, to  be  held  at  Dallas.

Mr.  O'Hare:  I  wish  to  be  recorded 
as  voting  "NO"  on  this  order.  I  do 
this  because  I  have  no  sympathy 
with  one  of  the  major  tenets  of  the 
National  Education  Association, 
namely,  federal  centralization  or 
control  of  education  in  this  country. 
Because  of  this  fact,  and  this  fact 
only,    I   must    take   a   stand   against 


spending  money  to  send  someone 
designated  by  the  Superintendent  to 
attend  such  Convention.  In  other 
words,  my  theory  is  that  the  best 
way  to  let  the  National  Education 
Association  know  how  Boston  feels, 
or  how  an  individual  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee  feels,  as  regards 
one  of  its  tenets  is  to  stand  aloof 
from  that  organization.  Consequent- 
ly, I  vote  "NO,"  and  I  do  this  with 
no  feeling  against  the  good  that 
might  come  to  Boston  by  way  of 
contact  with  the  men  from  other 
cities,  but  rather  because  one  of  the 
Association's  motives  is  to  centralize 
education  in  Washington,  and  I  am 
absolutely  opposed  to  that. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  agree  with  Mr. 
O'Hare's  attitude.  I  think  that  Bos- 
ton might,  and  I  say  might  with  all 
its  significance,  receive  some  bene- 
fit from  this  proposed  visit  to  the 
Convention  of  the  N.  E.  A.,  but  I 
feel  a  great  evil  would  be  involved 
in  that  it  might  appear  as  an  of- 
ficial sanction  by  this  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  tenet  in  the  N.  E.  A. 
program  and  platform,  namely,  that 
of  centralization  of  education  or 
educational  control  in  Washington 
or  the  establishment  of  an  educa- 
tional bureaucracy,  and  for  that  rea- 
son I  vote  "NO." 

Dr.  Began:  Like  Mr.  O'Hare  and 
Mr.  Sullivan,  I  have  no  sympathy 
with  the  Smith-Towner  bill,  or  its 
successor,  the  Phipps-Towner  bill, 
which  advocates  centralizing  educa- 
tion in  Washington,  federalizing  it, 
having  a  cabinet  officer  as  director 
of  federal  education — I  do  not  be- 
lieve in  the  principle.  It  is  a  state's 
right,  it  has  always  been  a  state's 
right.  Nevertheless,  I  believe  that 
a  delegate  to  this  convention  will 
get  much  out  of  it.  I  believe  that 
It  will  be  better  to  send  a  delegate 
to  the  convention  and  have  him  on 
the  floor  of  the  convention  to  speak 
forcibly  against  these  principles. 
For  that  reason  I  am  voting  for 
the  delegate. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  May  I  offer  as  an 
amendment  to  the  Superintendent's 
order  that  the  delegate  so  selected 
shall  be  instructed  by  the  Superin- 
tendent to  argue  on  the  convention 
floor  and  also  in  committee  cau- 
cuses against  any  and  all  measures 
that  involve  centralization  or  con- 
trol of  education  in  Washington. 

Mr.  Gray:  I  feel  very  much  as  do 
the  members  who  have  expressed 
themselves  tonight  on  federal  cen- 
tralization of  education.  I  do  not 
believe  though  that  sending  a  dele- 
gate to  this  convention  would  in 
any  way  involve  us  as  endorsing 
any  policies  that  that  convention 
might  advocate  or  has  adopted.  I 
feel  with  the  Chairman  that  it  will 
be  a  good  thing  to  have  representa- 
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tion  there.  I  should  be  opposed  to 
sending  a  delegate  instructed  to  take 
any  definite  action.  Speaking  for 
myself  personally,  I  do  not  know 
enough  about  the  question  to  wish 
to  instruct  a  delegute  to  definitely 
take  a  stand  for  this  Committee. 

Mrs.  Barron:  Personally,  I  think 
it  would  be  extremely  unwise  to 
send  a  delegate  so  instructed.  A 
delegate  should  be  free  to  go  and 
listen  to  discussions.  Regardless  of 
our  opinion,  I  think  it  would  be  a 
great  mistake  to  establish  a  prec- 
edent in  refusing  to  send  a  dele- 
gate to  a  convention  of  an  associa- 
tion with  the  standing  of  the  N.  E. 
A.  because  some  member  or  mem- 
bers of  this  Committee  may  differ 
on  one  particular  principle  of  such 
association.  I  therefore  would  be  in 
favor  of  sending  a  delegate  selected 
by    the    Superintendent. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  I  did  not  second  Mr. 
Sullivan's  amendment  because  I  do 
not  believe  in  attendance  at  all.  Last 
year  the  President  of  the  Boston 
Elementary  Teachers  Club  went  to 
Washington  and  opposed  this  bill  or 
its  successor.  To  my  mind,  if  we  do 
not  believe  in  the  principle,  and  it 
is  one  of  their  leading  ideals  of  con- 
trol today — to  establish  federal  con- 
trol of  education— it  is  up  to  Bos- 
ton, supposedly  the  seat  of  culture 
and  education,  to  take  a  stand. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Particularly  at  this 
time  when  the  President  of  the 
United  States  who  has  spent  some 
time  in  the  city  of  Boston,  has  gone 
on  record  in  his  message  to  Congress 
in  favor  of  this  bureaucracy  of  edu- 
cation, I  think  it  would  be  unwise 
for  this  Committee  to  send  a  dele- 
gate.

MENT OF  ATTENDANCE  OFFI- 
CERS. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Secretary,  under  date  of 
Jan.  24,  1927,  reporting  that,  pursu- 
ant to  the  action  of  the  Board  at 
its  meeting  on  Jan.  10,  1927,  the  Di- 
vision of  Civil  Service  has  certified 
the  following-named  persons  as  eli- 
gible to  fill  three  positions  as  at- 
tendance   officers: 

Irving  T.  Howe,  Daniel  J.  Sulli- 
van, Michael  H.  Sheedy,  Michael  H. 
Duffy,  Frederick  T.  Thornton,  Ar- 
lita  D.  Parker,  Mary  Burkhardt, 
Agnes  C.  Lavery,  Rose  H.  Cooper. 
Katherine  C.   Hainan. 

Placed  on  file. 

Dr1.  Bogan:  At  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee  held  on  Jan.  10,  1927,  the 
Committee  instructed  the  Secretary 
to  request  the  Division  of  Civil  Serv- 
ice Ifor  the  names  of  candidates 
(men  and  women)  eligible  to  .fill  three 
positions  as  attendance  officers.  The 
Chief  Attendance  Officer  bellieves 
that  it  is  essential  that  he  shall  have 
three  additional  officers. 

In  answer  to  question  from  the 
chair,  the  Board  approved  the  ap- 
pointment of  three  additional  at- 
tendance officers  at  this  time. 

On  request,  the  Secretary  read 
the  names  of  candidates  certified  by 
the  Division  of  Civil  Service  as  eli- 
gible for  appointment  as  attendance 
officer  with  the  respective  ratings. 

At.  Mrs.  Barron's  l-equest,  the  Sec- 
retary read  various  communications 
from  organizations  and  individuals 
urging  the  appointment  of  a  Yid- 
dish-siKxiking  attendance  officer. 
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Discussion  ensued  substantially  as 
follows: 

Mrs.  Barron:  Before  the  roll  is 
called  I  wish  to  urge  two  things — 
first,  that  the  Committee  appoint  at 
least  two  women  tonight,  and,  sec- 
ond, in  accordance  with  the  peti- 
tions just  read  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  School  Committee,  that  one  of 
the  members  appointed,  in  addition 
to  every  other  qualification  required 
for  attendance  officer,  shall  have  the 
further  asset  of  a  speaking  knowl- 
edge of  the  Yiddish  language.  I 
have  been  looking  into  the  subject 
for  some  time  and  I  find  that  in  our 
Attendance  Department  we  now 
have  thirty  officers.  Unless  a  per- 
son is  appointed  who  in  addition  to 
every  other  qualification  shall  speak 
the  Yiddish  language,  we  will  not 
have  a  single  officer  in  the  entire 
Department,  thirty-three  in  number, 
who  can  speak  the  Yiddish  language, 
with  a  school  population  of  130,000, 
(and  I  understand  that  approximate- 
ly 21  per  cent,  of  the  children  are  of 
Jewish  parentage).  In  the  Depart- 
ment today  we  have  four  persons 
who  speak  the  Italian  language,  and 
I  am  told  that  in  the  North  End  the 
attendance  officer  uses  the  language 
and  has  found  it  beneficial.  Leading 
educators  feel  that  if  the  work  of 
the  Attendance  Department  is  to  be 
carried  on  most  efficiently,  the  at- 
tendance officer  must  be  given  the 
tools  with  which  to  work,  and  the 
best  way  to  Americanize  our  people, 
is  to  teach  them  through  the  me- 
dium which  they  understand.  If  it 
were  not  for  the  fact  that  the  ratio 
of  absence  among  Jewish  children  is 
so  small,  I  probably  would  have 
urged  the  creation  of  the  rank  of 
special  attendance  officer  who  can 
speak   Yiddish. 

Fortunately,  however,  the  attend- 
ance among  the  Jewish  children  car- 
ries a  high  per  cent.,  and  it  will  be 
in  the  interest  not  only  of  efficiency 
but  of  economy  without  the  creation 
of  a  special  position,  to  appoint  now 
one  who  in  addition  to  every  other 
qualification,  has  the  knowledge  of 
the  Yiddish  language.  That  one 
person  I  find  is  Mrs.  Rose  H.  Copp- 
er. On  the  other  hand,  in  case  any 
members  of  the  Committee  feel  there 
is  any  question  of  her  speaking 
knowledge  of  the  language,  I  am 
hot  urging  the  election  of  a  particu- 
lar person,  I  am  asking  for  the  adop- 
tion of  a  principle.  Some  years  ago 
the  Civil  Service  was  asked  by  a 
former  School  Board  to  certify  some- 
one who  could  speak  Italian  and  at 
that  time  an  examination  was  given 
in  Italian.  I  believe  we  have  dis- 
tricts in  which  the  predominating 
language  of  the  parents  is  Yiddish, 
and  I  think  we  ought  to  have  at 
least  one  person  in  the  Attendance 
Department  who  can  speak  the  lan- 
guage. Mr.  Hobbs  has  said  that  the 
knowledge  of  the  language  would  be 
very  helpful  and,  in  answer  to  a 
question   as   to   the   number,   by   na- 


tionalities, of  illiterate  minors  at- 
tending evening  school,  states  that 
the  number  ranges  from  1  to  329; 
there  are  320  from  Italy,  the  next 
largest  from  the  United  States,  and 
of  oourse  they  do  not  require  the 
need  of  a  foreign-speaking  attend- 
ance officer;  the  third  largest  num- 
ber— 240 — come  from   Russia. 

The  attendance  officers,  who  serve 
as  ambassadors  from  the  schools  to 
the  families,  hold  key  positions.  They 
often  are  the  most  effective  agents 
for  administration  in  our  commun- 
ity. An  attendance  officer  who  un- 
derstands the  language  of  the  pa- 
rents with  whom  he  is  dealing  often 
facilitates  the  process  of  American- 
ization and  advances  the  cause  of 
good  citizenship.  He  also  brings 
about  a  better  understanding  and 
greater  co-operation  between  the 
schools  and  the  parents. 

As  the  Boston  Globe  has  properly 
said:  "Because  the  father  of  the  fam- 
ily is  usually  out  working,  or  at 
least  looking  for  work,  the  mother 
must  confront  the  representative  of 
the  school  system.  In  fourteen  out 
of  fifteen  instances  she,  a  woman, 
must  deal  with  a  man.  If  she  is 
unable  to  use  English  clearly  she 
must  do  her  best  in  a  foreign  tongue 
to  explain  to  a  man  who  does  not 
comprehend  her  language." 

If  the  attendance  officer  does  not 
understand  the  language  of  the  pa- 
rents of  the  truant,  or  if  they  do 
not  understand  him,  the  parents 
must  guess,  rather  than  understand, 
his  motives  and  his  meaning. 

Mr.  Joseph  W.  Hobbs,  Chief  At- 
tendance Officer,  has  said  that  the 
attendance  officers'  districts  are 
"arranged  according  to  area,  popu- 
lation, nationality,  and  economic 
conditions  of  the  residents";  show- 
ing the  importance  attached  to  the 
nationality  of  the  parents  of  truants. 

The  Boston  Post  has  aptly  said: 
"A  man  or  woman  truant  officer 
who  cannot  talk  to  the  mothers  or 
fathers  of  all  the  other  groups  in 
the  city  cannot  get  their  co-opera- 
tion in  the  matter  of  their  children's 
attendance  at  school.  The  parents 
are  apt  to  be  confused,  frightened 
and  wholly  unresponsive,  when,  if 
they  knew  just  what  was  being- 
urged  upon  them,  they  would  help 
instead  of  hinder.  It  is  a  proposi- 
tion that  needs  .little  argument.  It 
is  simply  so,  and  that  is  all  there 
is   to   it." 

The  importance  of  attendance 
officers  with  a  language  qualifica- 
tion is  not  only  great  in  the  day 
school,  but  also  in  the  evening 
schools.  There  were  2727  illiterate 
minors  obliged  to  attend  school.  Of 
this  number  only  1218  attended  and 
1509  did  not.  These  are  the  figures 
for  1923-1924.  The  necessity  of  a 
language  qualification  is  further 
shown  by  the  fact  that  non-attend- 
ance warnings  issued  by  the  School 
Department  are  printed  not  only  in 
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English,  tout  also  in  French,  Italian 
and  Yiddish,  acknowledging-  the 
necessity  of  reaching  many  through 
a  language  other  than  English.  In 
a  number  of  schools  the  vast  per- 
centage of  children  are  of  foreign- 
born  parents,  many  of  whom  do  not 
understand  English  well,  such  as 
the  Lewis  School,  the  Phillips 
Brooks  School,  the  Sarah  Green- 
wood School,  William  Lloyd  Garri- 
son School,  Robert  Treat  Paine  and 
Roger  Wolcott  Schools  (Percentage 
is   85   to   98   per  cent.). 

Considering  that  children  of  Yid- 
dish-spaking  parents  aggregate  25 
to  33  per  cent,  of  all  the  children 
attending  the  Boston  schools,  thus 
numbering  about  30,000,  the  neces- 
sity of  one  attendance  officer  speak- 
ing the  Yiddish  language  is  self- 
evident. 

(Mrs.  Barron  then  read  a  list  of 
prominent  men  and  women  who 
have  gone  on  record  as  heartily  in 
favor  of  the  principle  of  Mguistie 
qualification  for  attendance  officer, 
and  also  reviewed,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Board,  the  procedure 
which  resulted  in  the  -legislation 
which  now  provides  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  women  attendance  officers.) 
Continuing,  Mrs.  Barron  said:  If 
we  appoint  two  women  tonight,  we 
then  will  have  but  four  women  in 
the  group  of  33  officers.  To  sum 
up  in  just  one  line,  because  I  have 
taken  so  much  time,  I  would  urge 
from  the  point  of  view  of  economy 
as  well  as  efficiency,  that  we  now 
appoint  one  person  who  can  speak 
Yiddish  in  order  to  meet  the  de- 
mands   of   certain   districts. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  want  to  ask  a 
question.  Will  the  Secretary  kindly 
distinguish  the  candidates  as  to  their 
vetei-an  affiliation. 

Secretary:  All  of  'the  men  are 
starred  as  veterans;  no  women  are 
so  starred. 

Mr.  Gra;/:  This  is  rather  an  un- 
usual situation,  and  therefore  I  want 
to  state  the  conclusions  which  I  have 
reached. 

Mr.  Gray:  After  having  given 
this  whole  question  most  earnest  con- 
sideration ifor  several  weeks  land 
after  having  made  certain  inquiries 
on  my  own  part,  as  well  as  having 
listened  to  the  views  and  arguments 
of  many  persons  who  are  inter- 
ested in  the  matter,  I  have  reached 
the  conclusion  that  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  school  system  the  At- 
tendance Department  should  have 
two  more  women  attendance  offi- 
cers. If  two  more  women  and  one 
man  are  appointed  at  this  time  there 
will  be  four  women  and  29  men, 
or  a  total  of  33  attendance  officers. 
I  shall,  therefore,  vote  for  the 
appointment  of  two  women  and  one 
man. 

Owing  to  the  long  standing  policy 
of  the  school  committee  not  to  ap- 
point a  married  woman  whose  hus- 
band is  able  to  support  her  in  whole 


or  in  part,  my  choice  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  two  women  attendance 
officers  will  be  Miss  Burkhardt  and 
Miss  Lavery,  Nos.  2  and  3  on  the 
women's  list.  If,  however,  there  is 
no  likelihood  of  Miss  La/very  being 
appointed,  beMeving  as  I  do  that  we 
should  have  two  women  at  this  time, 
I  am  prepared  to  vote  for  Mrs.  Coop- 
er .f  by  so  doing  she  niay  thus  re- 
ceive the  necessary  number  of  votes, 
but  not  because  of  her  linguistic 
ability,  since  I  am  not  in  favor  of 
any  .  such  qualifications  in  our 
schools. 

Mr.  O'Hare — In  the  appointment  of 
attendance  officers  tonigiht  we  are 
faced  with  problems  concerning 
which    we    must    determine    policies: 

(1)  The  question  of  men  and  wom- 
en as  attendance   officers. 

I  believe  the  time  has  now  come 
for  a  decision  as  to  the  numerical 
ratio  of  men  and  women  appointees 
to   positions   as   attendance    officers. 

For  my  part,  because  of  the  great- 
er volume  of  boy  delinquency  and 
truanley  in  school  attedance  as  com- 
pared with  girl  delinquency  and  tru- 
ancy in  school  attendance,  I  believe 
that  the  chief  attendance  officers 
should  toe  allowed  to  stabilize  now 
the  number  of  men  and  women  in 
the  field  of  attendance  work. 

To  give  an  idea  as  to  how  I  feel 
on  this  matter,  may  I  state  here 
that  I  should  like  to  see  established 
at  once  a  department  of  forty  field- 
workers,  thirty-three  or  thirty-four 
men  and  six  or  seven  women.  .  In 
such  an  organization  I  should  have 
the  men  do  the  greater  volume  of 
the  work  of  investigation  of  non- 
attendance.  I  believe  approximate- 
ly 60,000  such  investigations  are 
made  each  year.  The  men  officers 
under  this  plan  would  investigate 
all  cases,  except  such  cases  of  girls 
in  intermediate  and  high  schools  as 
hereinafter    provided. 

The  men  officers,  under  such  a 
system,  would  report  to  the  chief 
attendance  officer  cases  of  girl  .de- 
linquency or  truancy  in  the  inter- 
mediate and  high  schools  that  came 
to  their  attention.  The  chief  at- 
tendance officer  would  assign  a 
woman  officer  at  once  to  each  of 
these  cases.  If  the  case  should  be 
one  of  non-attendance  because  of 
illness  or  other  like  conditions,  the 
attendance  officer  should  at  once 
report  the  case  to  the  school  prin- 
cipal, who,  at  his  discretion,  should 
assign  the  school  nurse  to  the  case 
for  follow-up  and  report. 

Under  such  a  system  the  attend- 
ance officers,  the  principals  of 
school  districts,  and  the  school 
nurses  would  all  work  for  the  good 
of  the  individual  child. 

May  I  add  that  for  boys  also, 
whose  non-attendances  are  due.  to 
illness,  I  should  recommend  the 
same  system  of  check-up  as  I  recom- 
mended for  the  girls. 

The  women  officers,  in  addition  to 
the  "case"  work  outlined  above, 
would    also    do    the    investig'ation    of 
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the  girls  who  go  to  work  between 
the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen 
years  and  who  must  attend  Continu- 
ation School.  They  would  also  fol- 
low up  the  girls  and  young  women 
who  are  illiterate  manors,  and  who 
must,  under  the  law,  attend  evening- 
schools. 

I  hold  the  attendance  officers 
of  Boston  in  highest  esteem.  They 
are  adjusters  bstween  school  and 
home.  They  are  humanitarians  of 
the  highest  order.  "With  the  growth 
of  school  population  we  have  need 
of  an  increased  force  so  that  the 
individual  case  may  he  more  thor- 
oughly investigated. 

I  am  ready  to  enlarge  the  at- 
tendance force  now — not  a  year 
from   now. 

The  ratio  of  boy  delinquency  or 
truancy  as  to  girl  truancy  or  de- 
linquency is  about  ten   to   one. 

(2)  The  question  of  linguistic  afoiil- 
ity  as  a  determining  qualification 
for  the  position  of  attendance  offi- 
cer, regardless  of  position  on  the 
list. 

This  is  an  American  city,  typical 
of  our  northern  cities.  We  have 
here  the  'Christian  and  the  Hebrew, 
the  colored  and  the  white,  the  Dem- 
ocrat and  the  Republican,  tlhe  for- 
eign-born  and   the  native-born. 

Never  will  I  vote  for  a  person  be- 
cause cJf  his  racial  origin,  his  re- 
ligious belief,  his  color,  or  this  politi- 
cal party  affiliation.  Conversely,  T 
shall  -not  vote  ag^ainst  a  candidate 
because  of  any  of  these  character- 
istics. 

To  my  mind,  language  knowledge 
is  an  asset,  but  not  an  asset  sucn 
as  to  warrant  me  in  changing  the 
order  of  appointment  from  a  rated 
list. 

The  'School  Committee  prior  to 
this  present  body,  and  three  are 
members  now,  held  an  open  public 
meeting  on  this  question,  listened  to 
all  sides  of  the  question  and  then 
determined  unanimously  that  the 
linguistic  ability  of  any  candidate 
did  not  warrant  appointment  unless 
the  candidate  was  in  the  apipoint- 
able  position  on  the  established 
merit  list. 

Therefore,  tonight,  I  shall  vote'  for 
No.  1 — man,  No.  2 — man  and  No.  2 
— woman. 

Air.  Sullivan:  This  is  an  old,  old 
story.  It  dates  back  to  May  12, 
1924,  when  we  had  a  very  (interest- 
ing evening  in  this  chamber,  at 
which  hearing  there  appeared  all  the 
groups  interested  in  this  attendance 
officer  question  whose  names  have 
been  mentioned  here.  'Sometimes  it 
is  quite  difficult  in  the  face  of  great 
pressure — I  am  not  speaking  specifi- 
cally or  personally,  but  generall> — in 
the  face  of  great  pressure  to  meet 
an  issue  squarely,  but  I  think  with 
such  a  situation  as  is  present  to- 
night, each  one  of  us  should  present 
the    situation    as    it    presents    itself 


to  him  without  self-conviction  or 
quibbling.  At  that  time  I  took  the 
stand  that  by  decree  of  the  General 
Court,  to  whose  wisdom  we  all  bow, 
this  position  was  primarily  for  a 
•  veteran  and  a  position  in  which  vet- 
eran's preference,  should  prevail,  and 
that  our  dual  list  or  double  list  sys- 
tem, a  men's  list  and  a  women's  list, 
was  a  self-conviction  on  our  part  or 
a  subterfuge  on  our  part  to  defeat 
the  intent  of  the  Legislature,  name- 
ly, preference  to  veterans.  I  feel  so 
now. 

After  that  hearing  there  came  the 
question  of  appointing  women  as  at- 
tendance officers  and  I  voted 
against  the  young  woman  who  was 
appointed  by  a  majority  of  .'this 
Board,  although  I  knew  the  young 
woman,  a  very  splendid  and  high 
type  woman,  who  has  proved  an  ex- 
cellent attendance  officer.  But  I 
voted  against  her  because  I  believed 
we  were  violating  at  least  the  spirit 
of  the  law  in  appointing  anyone 
who  was  not  a  veteran.  We  cannot 
all  be  right,  either  Mrs.  Barron  and 
these  illustrious  folks  who  have 
signed  certain  resolutions  favoring 
the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Cooper — 
no  one  denies  that  that  was  the  pur- 
port and  the  reason  and  the  purpose 
of  these  missives — either  Mrs.  Bar- 
ron and  all  these  who  are  allied  with 
her  and  with  the  cause  of  which  she 
is  the  standard-bearer,  are  right,  or 
Mr.  O'Hare  and  the  principles  and 
ideals  so  eloquently  discussed  by 
him  are  right.  You  may  be  right, 
Mrs.  Barron,  I  may  be  100  per  cent, 
wrong,  but  we  ought  to  discuss 
these    things   freely. 

How  is  it  that  an  issue  cham- 
pioned and  espoused  by  newspaper 
editorial  writers  and  by  persons  high 
in  the  civic  activities,  and  by  mem- 
bers of  this  Committee,  how  is.  it 
that  such  an  issue  so  sponsored  can- 
not be  responded  to  Were  by  each 
and  every  'member  of  the  Commit- 
tee? Even  editorial  writers  are 
human  and  they  may  err  and  they 
may  write  editorials  with  only  a 
partial  understanding  of  a  suitatiqn, 
but  at  any  rate,  this  Committee, 
as  Mr.  O'Hare  said,  after  the  May 
12,  1924  hearing, — and  Mr.  O'Hare 
was  a  member  of  that  Board,  LV. 
Bogan  was  a  member,  and  I  was  a 
member,  went  on  record  unanimously 
against  the  inclusion  as  a  special 
qualification  for  attendance  officer 
of  the  linguistic  asset  or  ability.  I 
think  I  may  have  stumbled  on  a 
point  material  to  this  issue  and  this 
discussion,  that  perhaps  was  over- 
looked by  all  of  you.  I  attribute  my 
stumble  to  the  fact  that  I  listened 
and  learned,   and   it  is   this. 

We  have  a  system  of  Civil  Service 
examination  and  rating.  We  qu^r'nt 
to  follow  that  system  as  closely  as 
possible.  We  should  never  depart 
from  that  by  way  of  exercise  of  our 
discretionary  powers  until  and  un- 
less it  is  for  such  reason  and  for 
such   element   as   could   not  possibly 
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be  present  in  the  examination  and 
determination  of  the  civil  service 
rating.  It  has  been  argued  that  we 
should  include  here — that  we  should 
vote  for  Mrs.  Cooper  becau.se  she 
possesses  in  addition  to  every  other 
qualification  linguistic  abilities.  There 
is  I  believe  in  every  civil  seryice 
examination  for  every  position  with- 
in the  jurisdiction  of  civil  service 
a  questionnaire  that  contains  ihe 
question  "Can  you  speak  a  foreign 
language?  If  so,  what  and  how 
many?"  I  assume  that  it  was  in- 
cluded in  this  examination  because 
I  think  it  is  present  in  almost  ail 
civil  service  examinations,  and  that 
therefore  it  was  taken  into  consid- 
eration in  marking  the  respective 
candidates.  If  I  am  right,  then  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  determined 
the  value  of  that  linguistic  abilitv, 
and  we  have  no  moral  right  to  do 
other  than  take  the  candidates  a> 
they  appear  according  to  their  rat- 
ing. 

Mrs.  Barron  apparently  does  not 
like  the  poor  men,  she  laments  there 
are  so  many  men  and  so  few  women 
in  our  attendance  department.  I 
want  to  say  for  the  down-trodden 
men  that  they  have  done  a  very 
wonderful  piece  of  work.  So  effec- 
tive have  the  men  been  as  atten- 
dance officers  that  truancy,  or  as  it 
was  called  in  the  old-fashioned  days 
"hooking- jack,"  has  become  almost 
a  lost  art.  I  would  like  to  ask  this 
committee  for  at  least  one  moment 
of  silence  in  tribute  to  the  men  at- 
tendance officers  ...  I  feel,  as 
everyone  here  feels,  that  our  public 
sc'hools  do  not  constitute  an  agency 
for  giving  persons  jobs,  and  jobs 
should  not  be  decided  on  blood  tests. 
racial  or  religious  bases — of  course 
linguistic  ability  is  an  incidental  to 
racial  aspect.  I  also  agree  with 
Mr.  O'Hare  that  to  positively  Ameri- 
canize is  to  Americanize  through 
the  agencies  we  have  established  at 
great  expense  to  the  city. 

I  want  to  say  in  conclusion,  there 
can  be  absolutely  no  question  in  my 
mind  about  any  racial  aspect,  and 
I  want  to  pay  a  tribute  to  that  race 
of  which  Mrs.  Barron  and  others 
here  are  members.  In  the  Disciplin- 
ary Day  School,  where  our  ha- 
bitual truants,  are  housed,  from 
September  14,  1926  to  January  17, 
l!i2  7,  out  of  a  total  enrolment  of 
141  habitual  truants,  only  3  were 
Jewish.  Only  2  are  now  at  present 
enrolled  there  in  that  big  number- — 
141.  The  Jewish  boy  and  the  Jew- 
ish girl  do  not  stay  away  from 
school  and  never  did.  They  run  to 
the  school,  not  from  the  school,  and 
I  say  it  is  a  splendid  tribute  to  the 
race,  to  the  pupils  and  to  the  par- 
ents. If  other  nationalities  had  the 
same  ambition  and  desire  for  learn- 
ing and  the  same  aptitude  and  love 
for  work  and  ambition  to  succeed  as 
the  Jewish  pupil,  we  should  be  bet- 
ter off  in  this  community.  I  am 
voting  for  Mr.  Howe  and  Mr.  Sul- 
livan,  and    under   the   overwhelming 


pressure  of  everybody  present  I  am 
going  to  join  hands  and  vote  for  a 
woman,  and  that  woman  is  No.  2  on 
the  list,  and  I  understand  that  this 
candidate,  No.  2  on  the  women's 
list,  has  acted  as  an  interpreter  in 
cases  involving  Jewish  children  and 
she  is  of  that  race. 

Mrs.  Barron:  I  just  want  to  add 
a  word  to  clarify  the  situation  and 
the  motives  for  which  I  am  urging 
the  appointment  of  a  person  who 
in  addition  to  every  other  qualifi- 
cation, has  the  linguistic  qualifica- 
tion. In  answer  to  Mr.  O  Hare,  1 
want  to  specifically  say  I  do  not 
urge  .the  appointment  of  anybody. 
I  urge  the  appointment  of  a  person 
who  in  addition  to  meeting  the 
qualifactions  demanded,  speaks  the 
Yiddish  language.  It  would  not 
make  any  difference  to  me  what 
the  person's  race  or  religion,  and 
if  such  person  did  not  appear  in 
regular  order  on  the  civil  service 
list  I  would  ask  that  the  Civil 
Service  be  requested  to  certify  such 
a  person  to  the  School  Committee. 
I  spoke  of  Mrs.  Cooper  because  she 
comes  to  us  under  the  rules.  1 
want  to  unequivocally  say  that  i 
do  not  intend,  in  any  way,  by  any 
action  of  mine,  to  depart  from  civil 
service  rating,  but  according  to  civil 
service  rules  we  are  specifically 
given  latitude  to  appoint  any  two 
persons  out  of  four,  and  because  of 
an  antiquated  ruling  that  exists  In 
our  department  that  prohibits  mar- 
ried women,  I  do  not  want  to  vote 
for  No.  1. 

In  the  past  in  our  appointment  of 
bookbinder  for  the  School  Commit- 
tee, in  the  appointment  of  Chief  At. 
tendance  Officer,  No.  2  was  voted 
for  and  not  No.  1.  I  say  it  is  a  very 
wise  rule  of  civil  service  to  allow  a 
certain  choice,  one  of  the  three 
highest.  I  am  voting  for  Miss 
Burkhardt,  who  is  excellently  quali- 
fied, who  is  a  teacher  in  our  schools. 
I  do  not  vote 'for  Mrs.  Parker  be- 
cause my  vote  would  be  wasted. 
I  vote  for  Mrs.  Cooper  because  she 
is  within  civil  service  rules;  she  has 
been  a  teacher,  she  is  a  widow  with 
a  daughter  to  support,  she  has  done 
lied  Cross  work,  although  she  could 
not  fight  in  the  trenches.  So  far 
as  Americanization  is  concerned,  I 
want  to  add,  because  I  am  an  Ameri- 
can citizen  and  this  is  America,  and 
because  I  believe  in  the  highest  type 
of  American  citizenry,  that  I  urge 
the  inclusion  of  the  linguistic  qualifi- 
cations in  order  that  we  may  convey 
direct  to  the  parent  who  unfortu- 
nately cannot  discuss  the  so-called 
truant  problem  of  the  young,  the 
message  we  wish  to  give.  True,  Mr. 
O'Hare  has  taught  a  class  of  Jewish 
children,  but  the  children  in  the 
schools  speak  English.  I  want  to 
add,  too,  that  the  Federation  of  Jew- 
ish Charities  are  conducting  Ameri 
canizatdon  classes  every  day. 
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Regardless  of  what  we  think  of  the 
Jewish  race,  we  must  admit  that 
there  are  some  truants,  otherwise 
we  would  not  have  Attendance  Of- 
ficers in  our  Jewish  districts.  I  do 
like  the  men,  but  this  is  a  mixed 
world.  There  are  women  in  the 
world  as  well  as  men,  and  although 
the  larger  per  cent,  of  truants  are 
boys,  the  contact  of  the  Attendance 
Officer  is  with  the  mother,  not  with 
the  father,  and  certainly  I  do  not 
think  we  are  urging  too  many 
women  when  we  urge  four  out  of  a 
total  of  thirty-three.  We  do  not 
wish  to  supplant  the  men,  we  want 
to   supplement   them. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  My  statement  was 
made  independently,  as  you  can  tell 
from  its  reading.  Subsequently,  I 
cast  no  aspersions  on  the  member 
as  to  her  method  of  voting.  Please 
remember  that  in  this  question  we 
know  we  have  the  right  of  exercise 
of  prerogative.  In  the  appointment 
of  Chief  Attendance  Officer  a  few 
years  ago  my  four  colleagues  voted 
for  the  present  incumbent.  The  posi- 
tion then  went  to  Civil  Service  for 
rating.  The  present  incumbent  was 
No.  2  on  the  list.  I  voted  for  No.  1. 
but  they  voted  for  No.  2,  for  whom 
they    had    previously    balloted. 

On  the  question  of  permanently 
appointing  married  women,  we  have 
expressed  ourselves  frequently  as 
against  the  practice  where  there  is 
a  working  husband.  Here  is  the 
story  of  the  appointment  of  the 
bookbinder.  When  we  came  to  elect 
a  bookbinder,  we  found  that  the  po- 
sition of  bookbinder  was  a  sporadic 
employment;  in  other  words,  a  book- 
binder might  work  for  a  year  and  be 
idle  for  six  months.  Mr.  Gray  voted 
for  No.  1;  Dr.  Bogan  No.  2,  Mrs.  Bar- 
ron No.  3.  There  was  nothing  un- 
usual about  it,  and  I  voted  for  No.  2 
because  No.  1  had  an  economically 
supporting  position  as  a  bookbinder 
in  the  Public  Library,  and  J  did 
not  want  to  take  a  man  out  of  a 
permanent  position.  Mr.  3  lilivan 
voted  also  for  No.  2.  Thus  two  indi- 
viduals were  in  permanent  positions. 

Please  remember  this,  no  matter 
what  anyone  may  say,  this  is  an 
American  city.  If  they  follow  the 
principle  tonight  of  appointing  a 
person  because  of  linguistic  ability, 
I  shall  look  up  the  racial  extrac- 
tion of  every  school  child  in  Boston 
and  I  shall  find  out  why  a  person 
who  can  speak  each  language  is  not 
appointed.  If  the  principle  is  right, 
we  have  got  to  carry  it  out  100 
per  cent.  Numbers  cannot  negative 
principle. 

Mrs.  Barron:  Mr.  O'Hare  spoke 
'  of  deciding  the  vote  on  the  book- 
binder because  a  certain  person  was 
in  an  economically-supporting  posi- 
tion and,  therefore,  in  addition  to 
everything  else,  he  wanted  to  take 
the  sociological  aspect  into  mind. 
May  I  add  that  one  person  on  the 
list  who  is  a  widow  is  supporting  a 


daughter  from  an  economically-sup- 
porting position?  Mr.  O'Hare  says 
that  if  this  linguistic  ability  is 
adopted  a®  a  qualification  in  addi- 
ton  to  other  assets,  he  will  bring' 
in  an  order  urging  that  Attendance 
Officers  speaking  other  languages 
be  appointed.  Of  course,  if  there 
was  a  preponderance  like  2'5  per 
cent,  in  the  entire  school  system  of 
say  Syrians,  I  think  it  >wouldi  be  an 
excellent  thing  >to  have  sbrcieome  ap- 
pointed, not  because  of  linguistic 
qualifications,  but  to  have  someone 
who  could  speak  the  language;  but 
to  have  no-  such  situation.  We  have 
the  Italians  as  a  predominating  for- 
eign element  and  we  have  the  Jew- 
ish people  as  a  predominating  for- 
eign element,  and  that  is  why  I 
urge  the  principle.

REPORT  OP  TRIAL  BOARD. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Trial  Board,  under  date 
of  Feb.  7,  1927,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred at  the  meeting  of  Jan.  24, 
1927,  a,  communication  from  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian  reporting  m 
injury  to  the  boiler  in  the  Trescott 
School-house,  stating  that  a  nearing 
was  held  on  Saturday,  Jan.  29,  1927, 
which  was  attended  by  the  three 
members »  of  the  Trial  Board,  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian;  Oliver  L. 
Fortin,  the  custodian  concerned; 
and  Thomas  E.  Kelley,  principal, 
Elihu   Greenwood  District. 

On  the  evidence  submitted,  the 
Trial  Board  cannot  find  that  the 
damage  to  the  boiler  was  caused 
by  any  negligence  on  the  part  of 
the   custodian. 

The  principal  of  the  district  tes- 
tified that  Mr.  Fortin  is  one  of  the 
best  custodians  that  he  has  ever 
seen;  that  he  is  careful,  competent, 
thorough  in  the  discharge  of  his  du- 
ties, courteous  in  his  dealings  with 
teachers,  and  understanding  of  chil- 
dren. The  Schoolhouse  Custodian 
has    testified    to    the    same    effect. 

FINDING — That  the  accident  was 
due  to  some  cause  not  yet  deter- 
mined, but  not  to  carelessness  or 
neglect  on  the  part  of  the  custo- 
dian. 

RECOMMENDATION— That  the 
custodian  be  advised  that  he  is  ex- 
onerated in  this  instance,  but  that 
he  is  to  take  even  greater  precau- 
tions in  the  future  to  safeguard 
school  property.

PROTESTS  AGAINST  APPOINT 
MENTS  TO  ATTENDANCE  DE- 
PARTMENT. 

At  Mrs.  Barron's  request,  the  Sec 
retary  read  the  following:

League,  Mary  Gordon  Thompson, 
President,  transmitting  action  of  the 
League  at  its  meeting  of  Jan.  25. 
1927,  when  it  was  voted  to  send  a 
letter  of  protest  voicing  the  League's 
disapproval  of  the  recent  action  of 
the  School  Committee  with  regard 
to  appointment  of  attendance  offi- 
cers, and  stating  that  it  seems  ob' 
vious   to   the   League   that  the   Com- 


mittee is  determined  not  to  give  the 
recognition  due  to  women  in  this 
particular  branch  of  service. 

(b)  A  communication  from  the  Bos- 
ton  League  of  Women  Voters,  Mary 
Tenney  llealy,  President,  transmit- 
ting action  of  the  League  at  its 
meeting  of  Feb.  2,  1927,  when  it 
was  voted  to  send  a  letter  to  the 
School  Committee  expressing  keen 
disappointment  in  the  result  of  the 
balloting  for  attendance  officers  on 
Jan.  24,  1927.  From  recent  conver- 
sations with  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  a  careful  review  of  the 
attitude  of  the  members  on  the  sub- 
ject on  previous  occasions,  the 
League  was  led  to  believe  that  there 
was  a  predominating  sentiment  for 
greater  representation  of  women  in 
the  attendance  department  which 
it  was  hoped  would  register  in  the 
appointment  of  women  to  fill  two 
of  the  three  vacancies  in  the  attend 
ance  department. 

(c)  A  communication  from  Robert 
Silverman  stating  that  at  a  meeting 
of  the  New  England  Congress  Com- 
mittee of  the  American  Jewish  Con- 
gress held  Jan.  30,  1927,  a  resolution 
was  passed  concerning  the  failure 
of  the  School  Committee  to  select

Council  of  Social  Agencies;  Dr. 
Maurice  B.  Hexter,  Executive  Direc- 
tor, Federated  Jewish  Charities; 
Sylvester  J.  McBride,  Ex-President, 
Boston  Typographical  Union;  John 
J.  Kearney,  former  President,  Bos- 
ton Central  Labor  Union;  Mrs. 
Maud  Foley  Vaa  Vaerenewyck, 
Women's  Trade  Union  League;  and 
various  other  prominent  representa- 
tive citizens  and  organizations  of  tha 
city.  In  view  of  the  attitude  of  the

The  Commission  has  been 
a  power  for  good  and  has  been  most 
helpful  in  the  effort  to  develop  a 
better  understanding  between  the 
employer  and  employee,  particularly 
through  the  establishment  of  Sat- 
urday morning  apprenticeship 
classes  which  have  been  maintained 
as  a  part  of  the  organization  of  the 
Boston  Trade  School  during  the 
past  two  years.  Would  be  sorry  to 
see  the  good  work  terminated. 

The  Superintendent  stated  that  al- 
though the  Commission  is  going  out 
of  existence,  the  work  which  has 
been  started  in  these  Saturday 
morning  apprenticeship  classes  will 
continue.  The  Assistant  Superintend- 
ent in  charge  reports  that  it  is 
planned  to  have  the  apprenticeship 
classes  carried  on  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  various  "Jraft  Commit- 
tees hereafter.

INSTALLATION  OF  SHOWER 
BATHS  AND  GYMNASIA 
EQUIPMENT  IN   SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Superintendent,  under 
date  of  Mar.  7,  1927,  to  whom  was 
referred  at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  25, 
1926  (see  p.  241),  an  order  of  the 
City  Council  relative  to  the  installa- 
tion of  shower  baths  and  gymnasia 
equipment  in  schools,  as  follows: 

ORDERED,  That  the  Boston 
School  Committee  be  requested, 
through  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  install- 
ing shower  baths  and  gymnasia 
equipment  in  all  the  old  schools 
throughout  the  city  that  are  not  so 
equipped  at  the  present  time. 

In  accordance  therewith,  the 
Superintendent  submits  the  follow- 
ing statement,  with  the  suggestion 
that  the  same  be  forwarded  to  the 
City  Council  of  Boston: 

"At  the  present  time  showers  are 
provided  in  The  Teachers  College, 
in  thirteen  of  the  sixteen  high 
schools,  in  the  Boston  Trade  School 
(for  boys),  in  the  Boston  Clerical 
School,  in  three  intermediate  school 
buildings,  and  in  one  elementary 
school   building. 

"There  are  gymnasia  in  The 
Teachers  College,  in  fifteen  of  the 
sixteen  high  schools,  in  the  Boston 
Clerical  School,  in  the  Boston  Trade 
School,  in  three  intermediate  and 
one  elementary  school  building. 

"Under  date  of  Nov.  6,  1923,  the 
Director  of  Physical  Education,  in 
reply  to  a  request  from  the  Super- 
intendent, stated  that  the  showers 
were  not  used  in  the  Girls  High 
School,  the  Girls  Latin  School,  the 
Dorchester  High  School  for  Girls, 
the  High  School  of  Practical  Arts, 
and  the  Roxbury  High  School;  and 
that  the  showers  were  not  used  by 
girls  at  the  Jamaica  Plain  Hig^h 
School.  The  Director  at  that  time 
approved  the  request  of  the  head 
master  of  the  Girls  High  School  that 
the  showers  there  be  removed  to 
give    more    locker    space.      At    the 


time  this  statement  was  made  by 
the  Director  of  Physical  Education, 
the  only  showers  in  use  by  girls 
were  those  in  The  Teachers  College. 
Showers  were  used  by  boys  through- 
out the  year  in  the  Public  Latin 
School,  Dorchester  High  School  for 
Boys,  East  Boston  High  School, 
South  Boston  High  School,  and  the 
Boston  Trade  School.  They  were 
used  by  boys  throughout  the  track 
season  at  Brighton  High  School, 
Charlestown  High  School,  English 
Hig'h  School,  and  .  High  School  of 
Commerce,  and  were  used  on  rare 
occasions  by  boys  at  the  Jamaica 
Plain  High  School.  It  was  evident 
from  the  study  of  the  Director  that 
showers  were  not  at  all  popular 
with  the  girls,  and  were  not  used 
as  extensively  as  they  might  be  by 
boys,  except  in  connection  with  ath- 
letics. 

"As  a  result  of  this  relport  it  was 
decided  that  no  further  provision 
for  installing  shower  baths  in  any 
school  building  should  be  made  until 
the  Superintnedent  or  the  Board 
of  Apportionment  should  determine 
the  need. 

"It  is  possible  that  the  City  Coun- 
cil did  not  fully  realize  the  scope 
of  the  expression — "all  the  old 
schools  throughout  the  city" — as 
the  expense  involved  in  installing 
shower  baths  in  all  these  schools 
would  be  enormous.  Only  a  careful 
survey  under  the  direction  of  the 
School  Committee  or  the  School- 
house  Department  could  designate 
buildings  in  which  suitable  space 
could  be  found  for  showers;  and  no 
less  careful  consideration  would  be 
necessary  in  the  selection  of  dis- 
tricts in  which  the  use  made  of 
such  accommodations  would  be  suf- 
ficient to  warrant  the  expense  in- 
volved. 

"Since  a  general  installation  of 
showers  is  entirely  beyond  the  pres- 
ent financial  resources  of  the 
School  Committee,  the  only  thing 
possible  is  to  investigate  and  report 
upon  the  conditions  obtaining  in  the 
particular  buildings  that  the  Coun- 
cil may  see  fit  to  designate." 

The  report  was  accepted  and  a 
copy  ordered  transmitted  to  the  City 
Council.

ported in  substance  as  follows: 

"That  the  School  Committee  must 
submit  to  the  Mayor  for  his  ap- 
proval not  only  the  original  appro- 
priation order,  as  divided  into  the 
statutory  items  and  as  divided  into 
sub-items  by  the  School  Committee, 
but  it  must  also  submit  to  him  for 
his  approval  all  transfers  from  one 
statutory  item  to  another  if  the 
limit  specified  in  sec.  1  as  to  amount 
has  not  been  exceeded,  and  also  all 
transfers  from  a  sub-item  to  another 
sub-item.  The  Mayor's  approval  is 
required,  for  example,  if  a  transfer 
is  sought  from  Item  A,  as  contained 
in  sec.  1  of  the  1919  act,  entitled 
"General  School  Purposes"  to  an- 
other item  designated  in  sec.  1  as 
"(I)  Vocational  Guidance"  provided, 
of  course,  that  the  amount  which 
the  Legislature  authorized  to  be 
expended  under  "Vocational  Guid- 
ance" is  not  exceeded  by  virtue  of 
the  transfer.  His  approval  is  also 
required  if,  for  instance,  the  School 
Committee  desires  to  make  a  trans- 
fer from  the  sub-item  "Teachers' 
Salaries"  under  Item  A  in  sec.  1  of 
"General  School  Purposes"  to  an- 
other sub-item  under  Item  A  de- 
scribed in  your  appropriating  order 
as  "Supplies." 

The  next  question  submitted  by 
you  is  whether  the  Mayor's  approval 
is  necessary  in  the  case  of  transfers 
within  a  sub-item  such  as  "Teachers' 
Salaries,"  that  is,  must  the  Mayor's 
approval  be  secured  when  the  School 
Committee  desires  to  effect  certain 
changes  within  a  sub-item  like 
"School  Teachers'  Salaries"  or  with- 
in the  sub-item  "Supplies"  by  intra 
sub-item  transfers.  In  my  opinion 
his  approval  is  not  required  in  such 
cases.  Such  transfers  do  not  in- 
volve questions  in  which  the  Mayor 
is  authorized  to  concern  himself. 
They  involve  matters  which  the 
Legislature  intended  should  be  en- 
tirely within  the  control  of  the 
School  Committee,  as  the  authorities 
in  charge  of  the  management  of  the 
City  Schools. 

The  third  question  which  you  ask 
is  whether  the  Mayor's  approval  is 
required  on  orders  of  the  School 
Committee       making       expenditures 


within  the  various  items  and  sub- 
items.  I  find  no  requirement  in  the 
1919  act  or  in  any  other  act  requir- 
ing the  Mayor's  approval  on  the  vote 
of  the  School  Committee  making  ex- 
penditures of  money  within  appropri- 
ations already  authorized  and  approv- 
ed by  him.  Sec.  2  of  the  1919  act 
only  -requires  the  Mayor's  approval 
on  the  appropriations  authorized  in 
Sec.  1  of  the  act  known  as  Items 
A,  B  and  C,  as  divided  into  their 
sub-items  by  the  School  Committee. 
There  is  no  provision  requiring  his 
approval  on  the  orders  of  the  School 
Committee  making  expenditures  to 
pay  bills  and  expenses  incurred  by 
the  School  Committee  within  the  va- 
rious items  and  sub-items.  These  bills 
must  be  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer 
when  approved  by  the  City  Auditor, 
who  is  required  by  law  to  be  satis- 
fied that  the  particular  expenditure 
is  a  proper  one  and  is  within  the 
law." 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing 
ruling  of  the  Law  Department,  the 
Business  Manager  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing communication: 

With  reference  to  my  communi- 
cation  of  Oct.  IS,  1926,  which  called 
attention  to  the  practice  of  sending 
to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
— (a)  orders  of  the  School  Commiit- 
tee  of  the  City  of  Boston  increasing 
the  salaries  of  teachers,  members  of 
the  supervising  staff,  officers,  custo- 
dians and  -other  employees;  (b)  or- 
ders involving  the  expenditure  of 
money  for  other  purposes;  and  (c) 
orders  covering  transfers  within  ap- 
propriations for  all  school  purposes 
from  one  item  to  another,  I  would 
say  that  I  have  read  very  carefully 
the  opinion  of-  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel, and  it  is  very  evident  that  all  of 
my  contentions  are  supported  by 
this  opinion,  with  the  exception  of 
transfers  from  one  main  item  or 
subdivision  thereof  to  another  main 
item   or  subdivision   thereof. 

These  main  items  or  subdivisions 
thereof  are  as  follows: 

1.  Salaries  of  instructors  (princi- 
pals, teachers,  members  of  the 
supervising  staff  and  others). 

2.  Salaries  of  officers  (adminis- 
trative officers,  attendance  officer-, 
clerks,  stenographers  and  other  em- 
ployees.) 

3.  Salaries  of  custodians  (includ- 
ing matrons). 

4.  Fuel  and'  light  (including  elec- 
tric  current   for   power). 

5.  Supplies  and  incidentals. 

G.  Pensions  tc  attendance  officers 
and  custodians. 

7.     Physical   education. 

S.     School    physicians    and    nurses. 

9.  Pensions  to  teachers. 

10.  Extended  use  of  the  public 
schools. 

11.  Alteration  and  repair  of  school 
buildings,    etc   (as   subdivided). 

12.  New  school  buildings,  lands, 
yards,   etc.  (as  subdivided). 
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The  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  defines  for-  the  first  time 
the  powers  of  the  School  Committee 
m  making  expenditures  under  its 
appropriations.  It  is  clearly  stated 
that  the  votes  or  ord'ers  of  the 
School  Committee  increasing  the 
salaries  of  teachers,  members  of  the 
supervising;  staff,  officers,  custo- 
dians and  other  employees,  and 
votes  or  orders  involving  the  ex- 
penditure of  money  for  other  pur- 
poses, which  are  within  the  appro- 
priations, need  not  be  sent  to  His 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  for  his  approval, 
and  that  therefore  these  matters  of 
organization  and  control  within 
budgetary  limitations  may  be  decided 
by  the  School  Committee  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  by  that  Committee 
only. 

After  the  budget  for  the  financial 
year  is  once  adopted  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  existing 
statutes,  the  only  orders  of  the 
School  Committee  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  send  to  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  for  his  approval,  are  orders 
transferring  sums  of  money  from 
one  item  to  another  or  from  one 
subdivision  of  an  item  to  another  in 
tlie  annual  appropriation  orders. 
Practically  all  of  these  transfers  are 
made  at  the  request  of  the  School- 
house  Commission,  a  department  un- 
der control  of  the  Mayor. 

I  am  therefore  recommending  that 
the  Secretary  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee be  requested  to  discontinue  the 
practice  of  sending  to  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  for  approval  the  follow- 
ing ord?rs: 

a.  Orders  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee of  the  City  of  Boston  establish- 
ing salary  schedules  for  teachers 
and   others. 

b.  Orders  increasing  salaries  of 
teachers,  members  of  the  supervis- 
ing staff,  officers,  custodians  or  any 
other   employees. 

c.  Orders  involving  the  expendi- 
ture of  money  for   other  purposes. 

As  I  have  previously  informed 
your  Committee,  such  orders,  based 
on  budgctry  provisions  and  limita- 
tions, are  purely  and  peculiarly  with- 
in the  jurisdiction  of  t1_  School 
Committee.  The  opinion  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  the  School 
Committee,  dated  January  19,  1327, 
as  'stated  in  the-  first  paragraph  of 
this  communication,  unqualifiedly 
supports  my  contentions,  with  one 
exception,   viz.,  transfers. " 

The  communication  from  the  JLdW 
Department  was  placed  on  file,  ^nd 
it  was  agreed  that  hereafter  proced- 
ure in  forwarding  orders  for  approv- 
al to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  the  ruling 
now  given  by  the  Law  Department 
and  as  clearly  outlined  in  the  com- 
munication from  the  Business  Man- 
ager. 

The  communication  from  the  Busi- 
ness Manager  was  placed  on  file  and 


the  Chairman  and  Mr.  Sullivan,  on 
behalf  of  the  School  Committee,  com- 
mended the  Business  Manager  for 
the  amount  of  time  and  study  he 
has  put  into  this  matter,  which  has 
resulted  in  a  clear  definition  from 
the  Law  Department  of  the  author- 
ity of  the  School  Committee  in  mat- 
ters which  involve  the  expenditure 
of  money  in  so  far  as  necessity  for 
securing  the  approval  of  his  Honor, 
the  Mayor,   is  concerned. 


LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE  TO 
CUSTODIANS. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian,  un- 
der date  of  March  7,  1927,  recom- 
mending that  Daniel  C.  Danick,  cus- 
todian, Cottage  Place  Schoolhouse,  be 
granted  leave  of  absence  for  the  pe- 
riod Jan.  19  to  Mar.  12,  1927,  inclu- 
sive, on  one-half  net  compensation, 
because  of  personal  illness. 

Placed  on  file  and  leave  of  ab- 
sence on  one-half  net  compensation 
granted  for  the  period  specified. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian,  un- 
der date  of  Mar.  7,  1927,  recommend- 
ing that  Martin  W.  Green,  custodian, 
Aaron  Davis  Schoolhouse,  be  grant- 
ed leave  of  absence  on  one-half  net 
compensation  for  the  period  Jan.  2S 
to  Feb.  1,  1927,  inclusive,  because  of 
personal  illness. 

Placed  on  file  and  leave  of  absence 
on  one-half  net  compensation  granted 
for  the  period  specified. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian,  un- 
der date  of  Mar.  7,  1927,  recommend- 
ing that  Martin  B.  Hayes,  custodian, 
Nathan  Hale  Schoolhouse,  be  grant- 
ed leave  of  absence  on  one-half  net 
compensation  for  the  period  Feb  4  to 
Apr.  30,  1927,  inclusive,  because  of 
personal  illness. 

Placed  on  file  and  leave  of  ab^nee 
on  one-half  net  compensation  granted 
for  the  period  specified. 


TRANSFER  OF  A  CUSTODIAN. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian,  un- 
der date  of  Mar.  7,  1927,  submitting 
a  list  of  applicants  desiring  transfer 
to  the  custodianship  of  the  Thomas 
J.  Kenny  Schoolhouse,  and  recom- 
mending that  James  J.  Waish,  cus- 
todian, Charles  Bulfinch  School- 
house,  who  stands  at  the  head  of  tne 
list,  be  appointed  to  the  position,  to 
take  effect  Mar.  4,  1927. 
•  Placed  on  file  and  the  transfer  of 
James  J.  Walsh  approved,  to  take  ef- 
fect on  the  date  stated. 
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REPORT  ON  CHARGES  PREFER- 
RED AGAINST  AN  ATTEND- 
ANCE OFFICER 

The  Chairman  stated  that  several 
weeks  ago  charges  were  preferred 
by  John  F.  Geraghty  ugam.it  Irving 
T.  Howe,  a  recently  appointed  at- 
tendance officer.  ■  The  charges  in 
substance  were  that  Mr,  Howe  was 
guilty  of  defamation  of  character  of 
the  daughter  of  the  complainant,  and 
of  conduct  unbecoming  a  police  of- 
ficer prior  to  his  appointment  as 
;.n  attendance  officer. 

The  School  Committee  held  two 
hearings  as  a  result  of  these  charges 
at  which  hearings  the  parties  inter- 
ested, their  counsel,  and  such  wit- 
nesses as  they  saw  fit  to  bring,  were 
present. 

After  careful  consideration  and  m- 
vcstigation,  a  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee— Mrs.  Barron,  Messrs.  Gray 
and  Sullivan — submit  the  following 
report  and  findings: 

The  Committee,  after  full  investi- 
gation and  consideration,  finds  that 
Irving  T.  Howe  did  not  act  in  such 
wise  as  to  render  him  unfit  for  the 
position  of  attendance  officer,  and 
was  acting  in  due  performance  of 
his  duty  as  a  police  officer. 

The  Committee  desires  to  go  on 
record  as  stating  that  its  finding  is 
in  no  way  an  impeachment  of  the 
character  of  the  complainant's 
daughter,  and  in  its  opinion  her 
character   stands    unimpaired. 

In  support  of  the  report  and  find- 
ings of  the  majority  of  the  Commit- 
tee, the  individual  members  com- 
prising the  majority,  namely,  Mrs. 
Barron,  Mr.  Gray,  and  Mr.  Sullivan, 
made  the  following  statements: 

Mr.  Gray:  Irving  T.  Howe,  who 
headed  the  Civil  Service  list,  was 
appointed  an  Attendance  Officer  by 
this  committee  on  January  24.  Short- 
ly thereafter  a  complaint  was  lodged 
with  the  Committee,  in  which  it  was 
alleged  that  on  an  occasion  named, 
Howe,  who  at  the  time  stated  had 
not  been  appointed  to  our  Attend- 
ance Department  but  was  then  a 
member  of  the  police  force,  had 
acted  in  a  manner  unbecoming  a 
police  officer.  The  Committee  had 
no  knowledge  of  the  complaint  or  tht, 
action  complained  of  when  it  ap- 
pointed Howe  an  Attendance  Officer 
hut  as  a  result  of  the  complaint  a 
hearing  was  held  by  the  Committee. 
The  sole  question  for  the  determina- 
tion of  the  Committee  was  whether 
or  not  Ho  wo  by  reason  of  the  com- 
plaint against  him  while  acting  as 
a  police  officer  was  unfit  to  be  an 
Attendance  Officer  in  the  school 
system. 

After  full  investigation  and  con- 
sideration of  all  the  facts,  I  am  clear- 
ly of  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Howe  did 
not  act  in  such  wise  as  to  render 
him  unfit  for  the  position  of  Attend: 
ance  Officer,  but  that  he  was  acting 
in  the  due  performance  of  his  duty 
as   a    police   officer. 


Although  this  was  the  only  ques- 
tion before  the  Committee,  in  view 
of  the  nature  of  the  complaint  and 
of  the  proceedings  before  us,  I 
should  deem  it  unfair  and  unjust 
if  I  did  not  state  publicly  that  the 
above  finding  is  in  no  way  an  im- 
peachment of  the  character  of  the 
complainant's  daughter,  whose 
character  in  my  opinion  stands  un- 
impaired. 


Mr.  Sullivan:  Irving  T.  Howe 
was  appointed  unanimously  at- 
tendance officer  by  the  School 
Committee  on  Jan.  24,  1927, 
to  take  effect  Feb.  1,  1927. 
Mr.  Howe  was  then  a  police  officer 
attached  to  Division  9,  Boston.  Sub- 
sequent to  Feb.  1,  .1927,  a  complaint 
was  lodged  with  the  School  Com- 
mittee alleging  that  Mr.  Howe  was 
guilty  of  defamation  of  character 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as 
police  officer  and  of  conduct  unbe- 
coming a  police  officer.  The  alleged 
offense  which  caused  said  complaint 
occurred  on  Jan.  21,  1927.  The 
Police  Department  accepted  without 
reservation  Mr.  Howe's  resignation 
tendered  Jan.  28,  1927,  to  take  effect 
Jan.  29,  1927.  In  my  opinion  this 
complaint  was  properly  and  ex- 
clusively for  the  consideration  and 
determination  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment or  the  courts,  or  both,  and 
had  no  proper  place  before  the 
School  Committee.  To  hold  other- 
wise would  jeopardize  each  and 
every  prospective  employee  of  the 
School  Committee  and  other  mu- 
nicipal and  governmental  depart- 
ments, and  would  confront  such 
prospective  employee  with  the  lia- 
bility of  accusation  and  complaint 
concerning  his  actions,  real  or  fic- 
titious, from  the  point  when  such 
prospective  employee  attained  the 
age  of  reason  to  the  date  of  his  em- 
ployment by  the  School  Committee 
or  other  municipal  or  governmental 
department,  which  is  manifestly 
unjust  and  improper. 

Nevertheless,  hearings  were  held 
by  the  School  Committee  in  the  mat 
ter  of  this  complaint.  There  was 
no  allegation  at  any  time  during 
the  hearing  by  the  complainant  of 
any  assault  by  Mr.  Howe,  and  cer- 
tainly not  the  necessary  preponder- 
ance of  evidence  of  a  deliberate  in- 
sult by  Mr.  Howe.  Captain  Fitz- 
gerald of  Station  9,  who  was  called 
as  a  witness  by  the  complainant  and 
not  by  Mr.  Howe,  and  who  the>"efore 
can  be  fairly  characterized  as  hostile 
to  Mr.  Howe  yet  testifying  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief, 
declared  in  his  testimony  that  Mr. 
Howe  had  a  right  on  the  premises 
where  the  offense  is  s^M  to  have 
occurred. 

The  positions  of  police  officer  and 
attendance  officer  are  distinct  and 
different,  and  the  one  and  same  act 
might  be  highly  proper  in  the  exer- 
cise of  police  discretion  and  highly 
improper   in    the  exercise   of   attend-

ance  officer  discretion,  and  vice 
versa.  Just  as  the  two  positions 
aro  distinct  and  different,  so  is  the 
exercise  of  discretion  different  for 
sach   position. 

Mr  Howe  had  the  fundamental 
American  right  to  the  presumption 
of  innocence  until  proven  guilty  in 
this  proceeding  by  at  least  a  pre- 
ponderance of  evidence.  He  was  en- 
titled to  this  presumption  of  inno- 
cence as  an  American  surely  in  view 
of  his  splendid  record  as  a  scholar, 
athlete,  overseas  veteran,  and  police 
officer.  "There  should  not  be  any 
consideration  of  color,  race  or  reli- 
gion in  our  community  and  no  sucn 
consideration  was  entertained  by  any 
member  in  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Howe  and  no  such  consideration 
should  enter  into  the  disposition  of 
this  complaint. 

The  complainant's  daughter,  in 
my  opinion,  possesses  an  exemplary 
character,  confirmed  by  the  deter- 
mination of  the  majority  of  the 
School  Committee  in  this  proceeding, 
and  is  in  no  manner  or  measure  prej- 
udiced or  impaired. 

Mrs.  Barron:  I  agree  with  the 
reasons  given  by  Mr.  Gray  and  Mr. 
Sullivan.  I  also  want  to  add  that, 
although  I  was  not  present  at  the 
first  part  of  the  hearing,  I  read  the 
evidence  very  carefully  the  steno- 
graphic record,  and  with  the  con- 
lent  of  her  counsel,  I  talked  with 
the  voung  girl  personally  so  that  I 
might  not  lose  the  benefit  of  the 
personal  impression;  and  inasmuch 
as  the  girl  herself  testified  at  the 
subsequent  hearing  at  which  I  was 
present,  feel  I  was  in  a  position  to 
vote   as   I   did. 

I  was  very  much  impressed  with 
the  evidence  given  by  Judge  Joseph 
A.  Palmer,  a  special  justice  of  the 
Roxbury  Municipal  Court.  Judge 
Palmer  is  a  man  of  tried  and  ex- 
cellent judgment  as  well  as  respect- 
ed in  his  community,  and  Judge 
palmer  said  that  from  his  personal 
knowledge  of  Mr.  Howe,  from  inves- 
tigation of  cases  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Judge  Palmer,  and  from  his 
observation  of  him  in  the  court 
room  day  after  day,  he  felt  that  Mr. 
Howe  was  eminently  fair  and  of 
splendid  character. 

There  were  also  character  wit- 
nesses for  the  girl,  and  I  wish  to 
say  also  that  I  believe  that  the  char- 
acter of  the  complainant's  daughter 
is  absolutely  unimpaired,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  I  felt  that 
Mr.  Howe  acted  in  a  proper  man- 
ner. I  believe  that  the  sole  motive 
which  actuated  Mr.  Howe  in  enter- 
ing the  premises  referred  to  at  the 
hearing,  was  purely  to  protect  the 
girl  from  possible  harm.  Although 
it  is  an  interesting  coincidence  that 
the  three  lawyers  on  the  Board 
found  for  Mr.  Howe,  I  want  to  say 
that  we  did  not  guide  our  decisions 
by  legal  testimony,  that  is,  we  did 
not  say  that  Mr.  Howe  was  not 
guilty  because  he  was  not  proven 
guilty  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt.     I 


think  we  acted  as  laymen  would 
act,  and  not  as  lawyers  in  saying 
whether  or  not  there  was  a  prepon- 
derance of  evidence.  I  believe  that 
Mr.  Howe  had  a  right  on  the 
premises,  that  to  find  him  guilty  on 
the  evidence  that  was  presented  to* 
us  and  to  discharge  him  on  that 
ground,  would  be  most  unfair  and 
most  unjust,  and  would  be  to  label 
him  as  a  man  of  bad  character  and 
practically  cripple  him  for  life,  and 
I  believe  that  the  evidence  does  not 
justify  such  action. 

Dr.    Bogan    and    Mr.    O'Hare,    a 

minority  of  the  Committee,  dis- 
agreed with  the  report  and  findings 
of  the  majority  of  the  Committee, 
as  set  forth  above,  and  submitted 
the  following  statements  in  supporc 
of  their  contentions: 

Dr.  Bogan:  I  respectfully  dis- 
agree with  the  findings  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  School  Committee  on 
the  complaint  of  John  F.  Geraghty 
against  Irving  T.  Howe,  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons: 

After  listening  with  open  mind  to 
all  the  evidence  submitted  at  the 
hearings  held  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee, I  am  convinced  that  Miss 
Geraghty  is  absolutely  innocent  of 
any  wrong  doing.  All  the  testimony 
presented  on  both  sides  of  the  case 
went  to  prove  conclusively  that  she 
is  a  girl  of  excellent  character  and 
reputation.  I  believe  that  Miss 
Geraghty  told  the  truth  about  what 
occurred  in  the  store  on  the  eve- 
nings in  question. 

As  I  am  convinced  that  the  girl 
told  the  truth,  I  cannot  give  credence 
to  the  story  of  Mr.  Howe.  I  believe 
that  Mr.  Howe  was  not  justified  in 
his  suspicions  of  Miss  Geraghty,  that 
he  exceeded  his  authority  in  spying 
upon  the  young  people  in  question, 
and  that  his  attitude  in  the  instances 
reported  to  the  School  Committee  was 
questionable  and  unbecoming  either 
a  police  officer  or  an  attendance 
officer. 

Finally,  from  all  the  evidence  of- 
fered, I  am  convinced  that  Mr.  Howe 
is  not  the  type  of  man  for  an  at- 
tendance officer. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  May  I  refer  to  a  few 
things  that  came  up  in  the 
course  of  the  deliberations  of  the 
School  Committee.  In  the  first 
instance,  I  believe .  that  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton would  have  at  least  deferred 
action  on  the  appointment  of  said 
Irving  T.  Howe  on  January  24, 
were  they  cognizant  of  the  happen- 
ings of  January  21,  1927,  when  said 
Irving  T.  Howe  was  a  member  of 
the  Police  Department.  Secondly, 
we  knew  that  we  could  not  sit  as  a 
body  on  the  charges  as  presented, 
since  we  could  not  sit  on  defama- 
tion of  character  which  is  for  the 
courts  to  determine;  nor  could  we 
sit  on  conduct  unbecoming  a  police 
officer,    which   is   for   a  Trial  Board 
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of  the  Police  Department  to  deter- 
mine. Consequently,  we  had  to  r&- 
act  our  best  judgment  as  to  Mr. 
Howe's  capabilities  for  continuing 
as  an  attendance  officer  since  we 
.had  duly  appointed  him.  No  one 
of  the  Board,  and  I  can  speak  for 
myself,  in  finding  on  this  case,  .con- 
sidered the  man's  color,  or  racial  ex- 
traction, or  his  creed.  We  merely 
gave  our  best  reaction  to  facts  as 
presented,  and  nothing  else. 

From  all  the  evidence  presented 
to  the  School  Committee  concerning 
Mary  F.  Geraghty,  the  girl  whose 
father  made  the  complaint  to  us,  1 
find  that  said  young  lady  is  of  ex- 
emplary character,  is  of  excellent 
habits,  and  is  absolutely  pure  and 
chaste.  Furthermore,  I  find  that 
Irving  T.  Howe,  formerly  a  police 
officer  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
elected  on  Jan.  24,  1927,  by  the  en- 
tire School  Committee  as  an  atten- 
dance officer  in  the  public  schools, 
in  his  acts  and  actions  on  Jan.  21, 
1927,  at  or  about  9:40  o'clock  P.  M. 
did  not  use  good  judgment,  and  was 
faulty  in  the  use  of  his  discretion 
in  performing  his  duties  as  a  police 
officer.  I  am  not  attacking  the 
man's  character,  but  I  am  judging 
his  qualifications  for  a  position.  Be- 
cause of  these  findings,  I  believe 
that  said  Irving  T.  Howe  is  not  a 
suitable  person  to  serve  further  as 
attendance  officer  in  the  public- 
school  system  of  Boston.  Needless 
to  say,  we  of  the  School  Committee, 
did  not  know  of  tne  happenings  as 
above  noted  on  Jan.  21,  1927,  when 
we,  on  Jan.  24,  1927,  voted  for  said 
Irving  T.    Howe    as  a   unit. 

The  report  of  the  majority  of  the 
Committee  was  accepted,  and  the 
findings  adopted  as  the  findings  of 
the  Committee;  the  statements  o. 
the  individual  members  were  placed 
on  file. 


CAMPAIGN  AGAINST  DISTRIBU- 
TION OF  "RED"  PROPA- 
GANDA AMONG  PUPILS. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  want  to  speak  of 
one  matter  very  briefly  and  that  is 
regarding  the  so-called  "Red"  propa- 
ganda which  has  been  circulated  in 
the  neighborhood  of  the  Phillips 
Brooks  and  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes 
Schools.  I  note  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  has  ordered  an  investigation. 
I  want  to  sincerely  congratulate  the 
City  Council  for  its  effort  in  this 
matter  and  wish  to  assure  the  City 
Council  that  the  School  Committee 
appreciates  its  co-operation,  but  I 
also  desire  at  this  time  to  remind  the 
City  Council  that  our  Superintend- 
ent's Americanism  has  never  been 
questioned.  He  is  not  only  suffi- 
ciently American,  but  also  is  suffi- 
ciently intelligent,  capable,  and  ac- 
complished, and  of  sufficient  determi- 
nation, to  lead  whatever  campaign  is 
necessary  in  this  drive  against  the 
"Red"    propaganda    in    our    schools. 


And  I  want  to  add  right  here  that  I 
know  the  Superintendent  will  appre- 
ciate and  does  appreciate  the  co-op- 
eration of  all  other  governmental 
agencies.  I  personally  can  look  to  no 
one  with  more  confidence  than  to  the 
Superintendent  for  a  most  thorough, 
capable  and  adequate  investigation, 
determination  and  report  to  us  of 
this  alleged  "Red"  situation. 

Dr.  Bogan.  That  matter  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent 
and  Iras  been  for  the  past  week. 

Mrs.  Barron:  May  I  state  that 
as  a  matter  of  personal  knowl- 
edge, I  happened  to  visit  one  of  the 
schools  mentioned  and  I  know  that 
our  Superintendent  a  week  ago  last 
Monday  had  already  begun  an  in- 
vestigation even  before  the  news- 
papers had  knowledge  of  it. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Hare,  the  Su- 
perintendent was  asked  to  request 
principals  of  schools  and  districts 
to  instruct  teachers  in  charge  of 
school  buildings  to  collect  and  for- 
ward to  the  Superintendent  without 
delay,  any  so-called  "Red"  litera- 
ture which  may  be  found  at  any 
time    in    or   about   school   buildings. 

The  Superintendent  was  further 
requested  to  seek  the  co-operation 
of  the  Police  Commissioner  in  his 
efforts  to  prevent  the  distribution 
of  such  deleterious  material. 


LEAVE'S       OF       ABiSENCE       FOR 
EUROPEAN    TRAVEL. 

Mrs.  Barron  made  the  following 
statement:  Several  requests  have 
come  from  teachers  in  our  service 
that  they  be  granted  leave  of  absence 
on  the  last  two  or  three  days  of 
school,  for  the  purpose  of  European 
travel,  without  pay,  of  course.  After 
discussion,  it  evidently  is  the  opinion 
of  the.  majority  of  the  Board  that  all 
these  cases  should  be  treated  alike, 
and  that  it  would  be  inadvisable  to 
allow  any  teachers  leave  for  Euro- 
pean travel  the  last  few  days  of 
school.  I  personally  am  very  much 
opposed  to  this  ruling.  I  believe  that 
every  case  should  be  treated  on  its 
individual  merits.  It  seems  to  me 
inhuman  to  put  such  red  tape  in  our 
schools  when  we  have  4,000  teacheis, 
and  only  a  dozen  have  asked  for 
leave.  I  do  not  think  that  any  private 
concern  that  has  had  an  employee 
as  long  as  some  of  these  applicants 
have  been  in  the  schools,  would  take 
such  a  stand — one  teacher  has  been 
31  years  in  the  service  and  has  never 
had  a  sabbatical  leave.  I  do  not  knew 
any  of  these  teachers;  I  have  never 
seen  them;  they  have  not  come  to 
me  personally,  but  they  have  written 
to  the  Superintendent,  and  when  a 
teacher  writes  that  she  has  been  In 
the  service  thirty-one  years,  when 
she  writes  that  she  would  have  to 
give  up  a  trip  which  she  has  looked 
forward  to  for  years  unless  ieave  of 
two  days  without  pay  is  granted, 
yOu   can  see  why  I  think   it  is  pre- 
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eminently  unfair  not  to  consider  her 
case  on  its  own  merits. 

We   allow   teachers    in    the   middle 
of    the    year    to    go    to    conventions. 
Permission  was  just  given  to  a  teach- 
er to  go  for  three  days  to  New  i.ork 
to    take    part    in    a    chorus,    without 
pay,    and    I   think    that    is    perfectly 
proper.      Travel  is  certainly  an  edu- 
cational  factor.      I   think    you    have 
taken  the  human  element  out  when 
you  say  "you  cannot  go  because  you 
would  disrupt  your  class."  A  substi- 
tute can  be  placed  in  that  teacher's 
class.      She   is  going   to   bring  back 
something  she  would  not  have  if  she 
did  not  travel.  To  make  an  absolute 
rule  without  any  regard  to  the  mer- 
its of  the  case  is  unfair.     I  do  hope 
the  members  of  the  Board  will  con- 
sider   this    question    again    and   take 
up  every  case  on  its  merits.     There 
is    a    letter    from    one    teacher    who 
says  that  she  has  been  twenty  years 
in  the  service  and  has  been  looking 
forward  for  years  to  a  trip.      It  is  a 
cruise  to  Norway,  a  trip  to  the  .Land 
of    the    Midnight    Sun,    which    would 
necessitate    losing    the    last    day    of 
school,   and  yet    the   Board   says   we 
cannot    consider   the    merits    of    this; 
case    because    it    would    disrupt    the 
class.      I   would   object   to    anything 
that  would  interfere  with  the  educa 
tion  of   our   children,   but    I   do   not 
believe  absence   of  one  or  two  days 
is    such    interference.      It    has    been 
said  by  educational  experts  that  the 
teacher  is  not  a  good  teacher    .nless 
she  gives  to  the  children  something 
of     her     personality,     something     of 
herself.      Simply   to   teach   the   rudi- 
ments     is      not      sufficient;      travel 
broadens.       I    think    we    must    also 
take  into  consideration  as  do  private 
employers,   the   temperament   of   our 
employee?.    If  we  treat  them  unjust- 
ly, we  will  not  have  contented  teach- 
ers.       I    would    not    fa^-or    allowing 
these    teachers    to    go    if    they    can 
make  other  arrangements,  and  thus 
not  lose   the   summer  of   travel;   but 
I  do  think  each  case  should  be  taKen 
on  its  merits.    Rules  should  be  made 
to  guide  us,   not  dominate  us. 

Dr.  Bogan  briefly  explained  the 
attitude  of  the  School  Committee 
and  the  reasons  which  have  caused 
the  Committee  to  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  leaves  of  absence 
towards  the  close  of  this  school 
year,  on  account  of  Summer  travel, 
should  not  be  allowed.  The  date  of 
closing,  June  28,  1927,  was  estab- 
lished by  order  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee on  March  15,  1926,  so  that 
teachers  had  full  knowledge  long  in 
advance  of  the  date  scheduled.  It 
has  seemed  to  the  Committee  that 
we  cannot  well  say,  "You  may  go" 
to  one,  and  "You  may  not  go"  to  an- 
other, and  that  the  same  rule  should 
apply  to  all.  The  Committee  believes 
that  all  teachers  should  remain  on 
duty  through  the  final  sesion  of  the 
respective    schools. 


REQUEST  FOR  CO-OPERATION 
OF  THEATRE  OWNERS  AND 
MANAGERS. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  believe  that  the 
time  has  come,  if  the  Character 
Training  Course  in  the  Boston 
Public  Schools  is  to  be  a  success, 
to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the 
owners  and  managers  of  motion 
picture  and  vaudeville  houses 
throughout  the  city.  It  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  many  thousands  of 
pupils  of  the  public  schools  patron- 
ize motion  picture  and  vaudeville 
houses.  It  is  common  knowledge 
that  all  too  often  jokes  and  remarks 
of  entertainers  are  not  fit  for  the 
ears  of  school  children  and  these 
jests  and  quips  have  reached  the 
point  where  some  of  the  best  citi- 
zens of  the  community  are  worried 
about  their  effect  on  the  minds  of 
the  school  children  in  attendance. 

Something  should  now  be  done  by 
the  School  Committee  to  protect  the 
pupils  who  attend  these  perform- 
ances, and  it  is  my  opinion  that  the 
most  effective  way  to  ensure  such 
protection  is  to  bring  the  matter 
to  the  attention  of  the  various 
owners  and  managers  of  motion  pic- 
ture and  vaudeville  houses  through- 
out the  city. 

Mr.  Winthrop  Ames,  Harvard  grad- 
uate, and  pre-eminent  artistic  theatri- 
cal producer,  in  an  interview  recent- 
ly declared  that  neither  of  his  two 
children  would  see  the  inside  of  a 
theatre  until  they  passed  the  dan- 
gerous age.  He  states  that  the 
movies  are  not  too  good,  but  that  the 
real  trouble  lies  in  the  theatre  itself 
where  entertainers,  in  some  in- 
stances, appear  to  have  no  check  on 
their  remarks  and  jests  or  on  how 
far  they  may  go.  New  York  is  now 
taking  up  the  cudgels,  not  only  to 
protect  its  adults,  but  its  school  chil- 
dren from  those  producers  and  actors 
who  evidently  have  very  little  cr  no 
regard  for  the  effect  of  their  drama 
or  motion  pictures  on  the  community. 

I  am  recommending  that  this  Com- 
mittee instruct  its  Superintendent  to 
communicate  with  the  owners  and 
managers  of  motion  picture  and 
vaudeville  houses  throughout  the 
city  and  call  to  their  attention  the 
menace  that  confronts  the  pupils  in 
the  public  schools  by,  the  license 
taken  by  performers  and  entertain- 
ers. I  believe  that  full  co-operation 
will  be  accorded  if  the  matter  is 
brought  home  clearly  to  the  owners 
and  managers. 

Let  Boston  lead  the  way  in  this  de- 
serving crusade. 

The  recommendation  of  Mr.  Sulli- 
van for  reference  to  the  Superin- 
tendent was  adopted.

1 XV  INSTIGATION    OF    COST    OF 
SHOPS      FOR      INTERMEDIATE 
SCHOOLS. 

Mr.  Sullivan  made  the  following 
statement: 

I  understand  that  about  $100, 00d 
is  being  appropriated  this  year  for 
intermediate  shops.  The  Business 
Manager,  in  his  Annual  Report  of 
192G,  has  referred  to  the  extraordi- 
nary increase  in  school  expenditures 


over  a  period  of  ten  years,  totalling 
millions,  and  in  commenting  on  the 
several  reasons  for  this  increase,  in- 
cludes  the  following: 

.  .  "the  growth  of  junior  high 
school  education  with  the  trade  work 
connected  therewith,  namely,  the  em- 
ployment of  trade  teachers  and  the 
equipping  and  maintaining  of  cost'.y 
machine  shops,  sheet  metal  sh  ips, 
electrical  shops  and  printing  shops. 
It  is  significant  that  in  the  year 
]91G  there  were  75  woodworking 
shops  and  17  trade  shops  in  opera- 
tion and  that  in  the  year  1925  the 
numbers  were  74  woodworking  shops 
and  57  trade  shops.  There  is  also 
the  element  of  costly  construction  in 
connection  with  these  shops.  Eleven 
additional  shops  are  scheduled  for 
September,  1926." 

Continuing  Mr.  Sullivan  said: 

An  honest  feeling  of  public  criti- 
cism has  reached  the  acute  stage 
not  only  in  this  community  but  in 
neighboring  cities  as  well.  In  Brook- 
line,  for  example,  a  real  investiga- 
tion has  been  made  and  the  feel- 
ing there  is  against  the  introduc- 
tion of  manual  training  because  of 
the  tremendous  cost  of  junior  high 
school   shops. 

Mr.  Sullivan  offered  the  follow- 
ing motion: 

That  the  Business  Manager  be 
instructed  to  bring  in  to  this  Com- 
mittee, at  his  early  convenience,  an 
exhaustive  report  of  the  expendi- 
tures for  junior  high  school  shops, 
which  report  shall  cover  a  period 
of  years  and,  if  possible,  go  back 
to   1916. 

In  connection  with  the  motion, 
the  Superintendent  stated  that  he 
has  already  appointed  a  committee 
consisting  of  three  heads  of  de- 
partments, to  make  a  very  thorough 
investigation  of  the  costs  of  inter- 
mediate and  high  school  shop 
equipment,  such  investigation  to  in- 
clude a  study  of  the  cost  of  in- 
struction and  supervision.  The 
committee  will  also,  in  its  study, 
consider  the  costs  of  equipment  and 
instruction  in  other  cities  of  size 
and  conditions  similar  to  Boston. 

The  Superintendent  suggested 
that,  if  agreeable  to  Mr.  Sullivan, 
his  motion  be  amended  to  provide 
that  the  Business  Manager  shall 
work  in  collaboration  with  this  com- 
mittee of  three  heads  of  depart- 
ments appointed  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, rather  than  as  a  separate 
committee. 

Mr.  Sullivan  accepted  the  amend- 
ment and  the  motion,  as  amended, 
passed. 

INVESTIGATION  OF  COST  OF 
FURNISHING  ATHLETIC 
EQUIPMENT    AND    MATERIAL. 

Mr.  Sullivan  asked  that,  inasmuch 
as  the  matter  of  furnishing  athletic 
equipment  and  material  to  pupils  in 
high  and  intermediate  schools  is  an 
educational  as  well  as  a  financial 
problem,  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment   be    requested    to    consider    the 
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whole  proposition,  and  in  accordance 
with  his  suggestion  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment for  consideration  and  early 
report.

REPORT  ON  NON-ENGLISH  LEC- 
TURES AND  DISCUSSIONS  I>> 
SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Superintendent,  undei 
date  of  Apr.  25,  192<6,  submitting  a 
report  on  the  orders  passed  at  the 
meeting  of  Mar.  21,  1927  (see  p.  72), 
as  follows: 

"ORDERED,  That  the  Superin 
tendent  is  hereby  requested  to  re- 
port to  this  Board  at  his  early  con- 
venience, as  to  non-English  lectures 
talks  or  oral  discussions  of  any  kind 
which  have  taken  place,  which  are 
taking  place  and  which  are  con 
templated  in  public  school  buildings 
and  be  it  further 
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-ORDERED,  That  the  Superin- 
tendent, as  a  result  of  .is  investiga- 
tion, recommend  to  this  Board  a 
definite  policy  as  to  further  contin- 
uance of  said  non-English  lectures. 
talks    or    other    oral    discussions." 

The  Superintendent  reported  that 
immediately  following-  the  pas- 
sage of  the  above  orders,  he 
held  a  conference  with  Mr.  Jo- 
seph F.  Gould,  Director  o£  Eve- 
ning Schools,  and  with  Mr.  James 
T.  Mulroy,  Director  of  the  Extend- 
ed Use  of  the  Public  Schools.  Mr. 
Michael  J.  Downey,  Assistant  Super 
intendent  in  charge  of  these  two 
departments,  also  was  present.  From 
the  testimony  of  Mr.  ^ould,  it  ap- 
pears that  in  no  instances  is  .he 
use  of  a  foreign  language  permitted 
in  any  of  the  evening  schools,  in 
Americanization  classes,  or  in  any 
of  the  activities  under  his  direction 
Mr.  Mulroy  stated  that  in  a  few  'in- 
stances, in  the  evening  centers,  an- 
nouncements are  made  in  a  foreign 
tongue,  and  that  very  rarely  an  au 
dress  by  a  foreign  speaker  is  givei;. 
In  order  that  we  may  have  in.  the 
files  a  very  definite  statement  nth 
reference  to  these  activities  in  the 
centers,  the  Superintendent  sent  the 
following  communication  to  Mr.  Mu.- 
roy  under  date  of  March  31: 

"Will  you  kindly  prepare  for  me 
a  brief  statement  relative  to  the  ex- 
tent to  which  foreign  languages  are 
used  by  outside  speakers  or  by 
school  employees  in  the  evening  cen- 
ters. 

"In  our  recent  interview,  I  ander 
stood  that — 

1.  Occasional  announcements  are 
made  in  Yiddish  at  the  Black- 
stone   center. 

2.  Occasional  announcements  in 
Italian  are  similarly  made  at 
the   Michelangelo   center. 

3.  Occasionally,  remarks  or  ad- 
dresses in  a  foreign  language 
are  made  at  the  centers,  such 
as  the   Sarah  Greenwood. 

"Will  you  kindly  reaffirm  "1"  and 
"2"  above,  and  elaborate  "3"  to  in- 
clude specifically  all  instances  that 
have  come  to  your  attention  of  ad- 
dresses or  remarks  in  a  foreign 
language   during   the   past   year. 

"Furthermore,  I  understood  that 
you  were  to  instruct  your  managers 
to  report  to  you  forthwith  in  the 
future  every  instance  of  the  use  of 
a  foreign  language  by  any  speaker 
other  than  a  manager,  associate 
manager,  or  some  employee  of  the 
center." 

In  response  thereto,  Mr.  Mulroy 
replied,  under  date  of  April  4,  as 
follows: 

"Replying  to  your  letter  of  March 
31,  1927,  in  which  you  request  a 
statement  relative  to  the  extent  to 
which  foreign  languages  are  used 
by  outside  speakers  or  by  school  em- 
ployees in   the  evening   centers: 

"1.  Occasional  announcements, 

that  might  not  be  understood  if  made 
in  English,   are   given  in  Yiddish  at 


the  William  Blackstone  School  Cen- 
ter by  one  of  the  staff. 

2.  Occasional  announcements  in 
Italian  are  similarly  made  in  the 
Michelangelo    School   Center. 

"3.  At  the  Michelangelo  School 
Center  in  conjunction  with  a  series 
of  historical  motion  pictures  entitled 
the  'Chronicles  of  America,'  explan- 
atory remarks  in  Italian  have  been 
made  between   the   reels. 

"At  this  same  school  center  an:  ad- 
dress! in  Italian  was  given  during 
the  present  season  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  North  American  Civic  League 
for  Immigrants  on  'Keeping  Your 
Child  in  School.' 

"At  the  Sarah  Greenwood  School 
Center  in  connection  with  a  free 
concert  given  by  a  Zion  organiza- 
tion, a  member  of  the  committee 
m  charge,  between  numbers,  urged 
the  audience  in  Yiddish  to  buy  union 
bread  only. 

"At  the  William  Blackstone 
bchool  Center  a  local  resident  de- 
livered an  address  in  Yiddish  on 
"Boston  and  its  Educational  Op- 
portunities." 

"Recently  I  issued  written  in- 
structions to  the  heads  of  school 
centers  hereafter  to  report  to  me 
forthwith  every  instance  of  the  use 
of  a  foreign  language  by  any  speak- 
er other  than  an  employee  of  the 
School  Centers."

Dear  Sir: 

Your  communication  to  me  states 
that  it  is  not  possible  for  the  School 
Committee  to  aid  in  reducing  the 
tax  rate  this  year  by  leaving  un- 
appropriated a  substantial  sum. 
Some  three  months  ago,  after  learn- 
ing of  the  huge  cash  surplus  of 
$739,000.00  remaining  after  closing 
the  School  Department  accounts 
for  the  year  1926,  I  sent  the  City 
Auditor  and  the  Budget  Commis- 
sioner to  consult  with  your  Business 
Manager.  They  told  him  that  the 
School  Committee  should  appro- 
priate only  such  amounts  as  it  could 
reasonably  expect  to  expend,  rather 
than  appropriate  all  the  law  allows. 

By  my  instruction  they  proposed 
that  the  School  Committee  should 
leave  a  part  of  this  $739,000.00  un- 
appropriated so  that  to  that  extent 
the  tax  rate  might  show  a  beneficial 
decrease.  The  entire  amount  of  this 
surplus,  however,  you  now  tell  mo 
the  Committee  is  about  to  appropri- 


ate. This  information  comes  after 
the  Mayor  has  cut  almost  $3,000,000.- 
00  from  the  City  Department  esti- 
mates. Inasmuch  as  I  had  expected 
the  School  Committee  to  aid  in  re- 
ducing the  tax  rate  this  year  I  must 
say  with  candor  that  your  communi 
cation  is  disappointing  and  diffisul' 
to  understand. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  following  statistics  which  arc 
exclusive  of  any  figures  for  new 
building    construction:

While    there    may    be    substantial 

reasons  advanced  for  the  rapidly  in- 
creasing expenditures  for  school 
maintenance,  they  are,  nevertheless, 
startling  in  amount.  It  does  not  ap- 
pear, however,  that  the  same  reason* 
can  be  advanced  for  making  appro- 
priations that  will  produce  a  cash 
surplus  of  almost  three-quarters  oi 
a  million  in  a  single  year.  It  is  this 
extraordinary  surplus  that  encour- 
ages me  to  hope  that  a  substantial 
saving  will  yet  be  made  in  the  ap- 
propriations of  the  School  Committee 
for  the  benefit  of  the  taxpayer. 

The  possible  appropriations  of 
the   School   Committee  for   the   year 

1927  are    approximately    as    follows:

Were  you  to  estimate  an  expen- 
diture $1,000,000.00  in  excess  of  last 
year,  there  would  still  remain  an 
amount  of  $428,000.00  that  might 
not  be  appropriated,  which  could 
be  added  to  the  tax  rate  reduction 
I  have  promised  to  make  this  year. 
The  attitude  of  the  public  towards 
school  expenditures  has  been  very 
liberal.  Unlike  other  city  officials, 
your  Committee  has  been  remark- 
ably free  from  the  petty  criticisms 
of  official  investigators.  Yet  an  an- 
nual increase  of  $1,000,000.00  in 
school  expenditures  is  so  disquiet- 
ing that  a  public  demand  for  econ- 
omy in  school  expenditures  may  he- 
come  general.  Until  then  I  believe 
it  is  only  reasonable  to  expect  from 
your  Committee  that  such  detailed 
study  of  your  budget  be  made  as  to 
effect  the  elimination  of  every  ex- 
penditure that  can  economically  b? 
made  without  injury  to  the  service. 
All  municipal  expenditures  have 
grown,  but  school  expenditures  hav? 
outstripped  the  rest.  Not  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  city  has  there  been  an  ex 
pansion  of  activities  like  those  under 
the  control  of  your  Committee.  Yet 
the    school    attendance    has    not    ap- 
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preciably  increased.     It  is  the  ways 
to  spend  that  multiply. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  half  a  million 
dollars  of  your  appropriating  powei 
need  not  be  used  this  year.  Youi 
financial  history  shows  that  if  you 
appropriate  all  the  law  allows  you 
will  have  a  sum  in  excess  of  three 
quarters  of  a  million  dollars  left  at 
the  end  of  this  year. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  mak- 
ing as  large  a  reduction  in  the  city 
tax  rate  as  possible,  I  request  that 
you  carefully  review  your  prelimm 
ary   estimates.

Dear  Sir: 

Your  communication  of  the  16th 
ultimo  has  been  received  and  given 
very  careful  consideration  by  the 
School  Committee,  and  in  reply 
thereto,  the  following  is  respectfully 
submitted: 

1.  In  my  communication  to  you 
under  date  of  April  13,  1927,  I  dis- 
cussed in  detail  the  reasons  for  the 
balance  remaining  at  the  end  of  the 
financial  year  1926,  and  advised  you 
that  the  Preliminary  Estimates  for 
the  financial  year  1927,  of  the  cost 
of  maintenance  of  the  schools,  based 
on  the  conditions  existing  on  Jan- 
uary 1,  1927,  but  containing  no 
provision  for  growth  or  expansion 
of  any  kind,  showed  a  balance  of 
$278,301.08  available  for  growth,  ex- 
pansion and  other  items.  You  were 
also  advised  that  this  balance  might 
be  increased  by  reductions  which 
could  be  made  before  the  budget  for 
the  year  is  adopted. 

2.  From  the  Preliminary  Estimates 
has  been  excluded  the  amount  of 
money  available  for  the  item  "Al- 
teration and  repair  of  school  build- 
ings, and  for  furniture,  fixtures,  and 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and 
for  fire  protection  for  existing  build- 
ings, and  for  improving  existing 
school  yards."  The  amount  for  this 
item,  under  existing  law,  is  $1,675.- 
362.39  for  the  current  year  and  it  is 
provided  for  in  a  separate  appropri- 
ation order  under  existing  procedure. 

3.  It  is  apparent  that  were  it  not 
for  the  balances  remaining  on  vari- 
ous items  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1926.  in  1927  it  would  be  necessary 
either  to  petition  for  additional  ap 
propriating  power,  or  curtail  activi- 
ties now  in  operation. 


4.  It  is  true  as  your  Honor  states 
that  wex-e  the  School  Committee  to 
estimate  an  expenditure  of  $1,000,000. 
in  excess  of  last  year,  there  would 
still  remain  an  amount  of  approxi- 
mately $428,000.00.  The  increase  in 
estimates  for  1927,  over  the  actual 
expenditures  for  1926  for  the  item 
"Salaries  of  Instructors,"  will  ap- 
proximate $1,000,000.00,  and  such  in- 
creased estimates  are  due  to  several" 
factors,  namely,  (a)  the  cumulative 
and  continuing  cost  of  the  general 
salary  increases  to  all  teachers  au- 
thorized on  September  1,  1925,  by  act 
of  the  Legislature  (see  paragraph 
7);  (b)  the  cost  of  vacancies  existing 
on  January  1,  1927  (see  paragraph 
6);  (c)  the  full  effect  of  the  cost  of 
the  salaries  of  all  teachers  and 
members  of  the  supervising  staff  ap- 
pointed during  the  year  1926;  (d) 
the  automatic  increase  for  those 
teachers  who  have  not  reached  the 
maxima  of  their  schedules;  (e)  the 
cost  of  operating  the  common  anni- 
versary of  September  first  for  all 
teachers  and  others  ascending  to  the 
maxima  of  their  schedules. 

5.  The  amount  still  remaining 
over  and  above  the  $1,000,000.00. 
the  reasons  for  the  use  of  which 
million  dollars  have  been  given  in 
the  paragraph  immediately  preced- 
ing in  items  lettered  from  (a)  to 
(e)  inclusive,  is  approximately,  as 
you  state,  $428,000.00.  This  sum  is 
needed  for  necessary  growth  and 
expansion  and  for  other  desirable 
items,  such  as  the  reduction  of  the 
quota  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  in  in- 
termediate schools  frolm  forty  to 
thirty-five. 

6.  In  the  Preliminary  Estimates 
is  included,  as  has  been  stated,  the 
cost  of  vacancies  which  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  advised  the 
Business  Manager  existed  through- 
out the  school  system  on  Januarv 
1,  1927.  The  cost  of  filling  these 
vacancies  reported  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, is  $346,707.00.  The  Super- 
intendent undoubtedly  will  recom- 
mend the  filling  of  all  of  these 
vacancies  during  the  year,  provid- 
ed qualified  candidates  shall  be 
found  on  the  various  eligible  lists 
for  appointment  to  the  school  serv- 
ice. While  the  total  amount  for 
these  vacancies,  viz.,  $346,707,  may 
not  be  an  actual  excess  cost  in  the 
estimates  for  1927  over  the  expendi- 
tures for  1926,  it  is  obvious  that  if 
such  vacancies  did  not  exist  the 
sum  specified  need  not  be  appropri- 
ated. 

7.  It  must  also  be  remembered  in 
connection  with  the  general  in- 
creases in  salaries  of  teachers  au- 
thorized on  September  1,  1925,  addi 
tional  appropriating  power  for  which 
was  secured  from  the  Legislature, 
that  prior  to  September  1,  1925,  a 
common  anniversary  was  not  in  op 
eration  for  teachers  ascending  on 
their  respective  salary  schedules,  sc 
that  it  was  not  possible  to  accurate 
ly  gauge  the  cost  of  such  general  in- 
creases    allowed    by     legislative    ap- 
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proval  and  action.  Necessarily  this 
increase,  which  has  cost  substantial 
ly  more  than  the  additional  appro 
priating  power  provided,  is  being  met 
from  funds  available  from  severa1 
sources, — such  as  substantial  in 
crease  in  average  valuations  during 
the  past  several  years. 


EXPENDITURES  FOR  -'LANDS,  PLANS 
AND  CONSTRUCTION  OF  SCHOOL 
BUILDINGS." 

8.  Your  Honor  is,  of  course,  aware 
that  while  the  School  Committee 
makes  appropriations  for  "Lands, 
Plans  and  Construction  of  School 
Buildings,"  and  for  "alteration  and 
repair  of  school  buildings,  and  for 
furniture,  fixtures,  and  means  of  es- 
cape in  case  of  fire,  and  for  fire 
protection  for  existing  buildings,  and 
for  improving  existing  school  yards,'' 
it  has  no  control  over  the  actual  ex- 
penditures. All  such  expenditures 
are  made  by  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission, a  commission  entirely  un- 
der Your  Honor's  control,  and  in 
this  connection  it  is  called  to  Your 
Honor's  attention  that  at  the  end  of 
the  financial  year  1926,  there  re- 
mained a  balance  unexpended  frcn-' 
Lands,  Plans  and  Construction  of 
School  Buildings  of  $1,810,696.99.  It 
is  further  to  be  noted  that  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission 
on  July  3,  1926,  informed  the  Schoo1 
Committee  that  a  total  sum  of  $5, 
998,804.45  was  required  for  lands, 
plans  and  construction  of  school 
buildings  during  1926,  and  appropria- 
tions were  made  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  cover  the  sum  specified 
viz.,  $5,998,804.45.  Of  this  appropria- 
tion the  huge  balance  of  $1,810,696.99 
remained  unexpended  at  the  close  of 
the  year  1926,  and  for  this  unex- 
pended balance  the  School  Commit- 
tee is  in  no  way  responsible.  Thus 
it  would  appear  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee that  at  least  one  million  and 
a  half  dollars  was  unnecessarily  pro- 
vided for  in  1926,  and  that  if*  sucn 
action  had  not  taken  place,  the  tax 
rate  for  the  year  1926  could  havr 
been  relieved  by  approximately 
eighty  cents  on  the  $1,000.  The  Com- 
mittee feels,  therefore,  that  it  is  lr 
no  way  responsible  for  the  large  bal- 
ance of  $1,810,696.99  remaining  at  the 
end  of  the  year  1926  from  an  appro 
priation  of  $5,998,804.45  for  lands, 
plans  and  construction  of  school 
buildings  during  that  year. 


F.XPENDITURES  FOR  "ALTERATION 
AND  REPAIR  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS, 
ETC,"  AND  INCREASES  IN  COSTS  OF 
REPAIRS  AND  CONSTRUCTION  OF 
SCHOOL    BUILDINGS. 

9.  The  appropriation  for  "Alteration 
and  Repair  of  School  Buildings, 
Etc.,"  for  the  year  1926  amounting 
to  $1,620,660.37  showed  a  balance  at 


the  end  of  that  year  of  $7,913.93. 
The  amount  available  for  the  cur- 
rent year  is  $1,675,362.39.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  the  appropriation  for  this 
item  is  being  expended  practically 
;ti  full  each  year  by  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission.  It  is  also  noted  that 
the  expenditures  for  "Alteration  and 
Repair  of  School  Buildings,  Etc.," 
have  increased  approximately  266 
per  cent,  since  1916,  and  that  this 
is  by  far  the  largest  percentage  of 
increase  of  any  of  the  items  that  go 
to  make  up  the  maintenance  cost 
of  the  public  school  system, 
and  over  this  expenditure  the 
School  Committee  has  no  control. 
The  cost  of  alterations  and  repairs 
of  school  buildings  and  the  cost  of 
lands,  plans  and  construction  of 
school  buildings  have  grown  tremen- 
dously in  recent  years.  Further- 
more, the  School  Committee  has  on 
occasions  been  obliged  to  make  ap- 
propriations for  land  takings  for 
schools  of  over  200  per  cent,  in  ex- 
cess of  the  assessed  valuations  of 
such  lands  at  the  time  of  the  tak- 
ings. 

10.  The  School  Committee  can 
only  reiterate  that  while  it  is  in 
complete  sympathy  with  the  desire 
of  your  Honor  to  keep  the  tax  rate 
for  the  year  1927  down  to  as  low  a 
figure  as  possible,  it  is  evident  that 
it  would  be  unwise  for  the  Commit- 
tee to  leave  unappropriated  a  sub- 
stantial amount  of  the  sums  made 
available  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
schools  under  existing  law.  The 
School  Committee  would  gladly  co- 
operate with  you  in  the  matter  of 
aiding  in  the  reduction  of  the  tax 
rate  if  it  could  determine  at  the 
present  time  that  such  a  substantial 
sum  could  be  left  unappropriated 
from  the  total  of  all  funds  available 
for  maintenance  of  the  school  sys- 
tem without  curtailing  the  activi- 
ties now  in  operation,  or  running 
the  risk  of  being  without  sufficient 
funds  to  properly  finance  the  sys- 
tem this  year,  and  in  the  year  1928. 
11.  The  School  Committee  does 
not  feel  that  it  should  in  any  way 
even  by  implication,  be  criticized  for 
coming  through  with  substantial  bal- 
ances from  its  appropriation  for  the 
year  1926  or  preceding  years;  nor 
should  it  be  criticized,  if  it  finds  it 
necessary  to  use  such  balances  dur- 
ing the  current  year,  as  is  provided 
for  under  existing  legislation. 

12.  With  the  exception  of  the  ad- 
ditional appropriating  power  allowed 
by  the  Legislature  to  meet  the  cost 
of  the  general  salary  increase  which 
took  effect  on  September  1,  1925, 
the  School  Committee  has  not  pe- 
titioned for  additional  appropriating 
power  to  maintain  the  school  sys- 
tem during  the  period  from  1921  to 
1927,  exclusive  of  the  items  "Lands. 
Plans  and  Construction  of  School 
Buildings"  and  "Alteration  and  Re- 
pair  of  School   Buildings,   etc." 

13.  Your  Honor  is  also  advised 
that  the  School  Committee  members 
individually  and  collectively  are 
concerned   not   only   witfh   school  ex- 
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penditures  but  with  the  effect  of 
such  expenditures  on  the  tax  rate. 
The  report  of  the  Business  Manager 
on  the  cost  of  public  school  educa- 
tion for  the  financial  year  1925, 
contains   the  following  paragraph: 

"It  is  evident  that  a  liberal 
'  policy  of  expenditure  is  neces- 
sary in  public  school  education 
and  the  taxpayers  ungrudging- 
ly make  possible  this  liberality, 
but  it  is  also  a  very  important 
function  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee to  keep  faith  witih  the  tax- 
payers by  taking  every  means 
]>ossible  to  study  the  various 
types,  phases  and  costs  of  pub- 
lic school  education,  to  the  end 
that  extravagances,  if  there  are 
any,  be  eliminated;  and  that  any 
new  policy  or  hobby  be  inspect- 
ed carefully  before  it  is  passed 
upon  and  becomes  a  fixture 
thereafter  in  cost  and  in  other 
directions." 

14.  The  School  Committee  is  en- 
tirely in  sympathy  with'  the  senti- 
ments expressed  in  the  foregoing 
paragraph  and  at  the  conferences 
and  meetings  the  members  constant- 
ly are  discussing  with  the  educa- 
tional authorities  the  necessity  for 
the  various  activities  in  operation 
in  the  public  school  system  as  well  as 
the  advisability  of  taking  on  new  ac- 
tivities. The  Committee  will  most  as- 
suredly keep  faith  with  the  tax- 
payers by  continuing  a  study  of 
these  problems,  with  a  view  to  af- 
fecting retrenchment  wherever  and 
whenever  possible.  The  cost  of  pub- 
lic school  education  throughout  the 
country  has  grown  in  recent  years 
through  the  adoption  of  new  educa- 
tional features  and  the  creation 
of  such  auxiliary  agencies  as  tend  to 
keep  pupils  in  school  in  order  that 
they  may  secure  as  much  education 
as  possible  before  becoming  wage 
earners.  By  far  the  greater  part  of 
the  increased  cost  of  public  school 
education  since  the  year  1916  has 
been  due  to  economic  conditions  cre- 
ated by  the  World  War.  As  an  illus- 
tration: A  grade  teacher  in  1927  re- 
ceived a  minimum  salary  which  is 
in  excess  of  the  maximum  salary 
paid  in  1916.  This  great  increase 
is  justified  by  the  decreased  pur- 
chasing power  of  the  dollar.  It 
should  not  be  overlooked,  when  con- 
sidering increases  in  school  expendi- 
tures, that  the  cost  of  doing  busi- 
ness and  the  cost  of  production 
throughout  the  country  have  grown 
tremendously  since  the  war  in  all 
lines  of  endeavor.  A  city  laborer 
employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  re- 
ceived $2.50  per  day  in  1916.  He  is 
now  receiving  $5.00  per  day — a  100 
per  cent  increase,  and  it  is  an  ac- 
knowledged fact  that  a  city  laborer 
with  a  family  has  a  hard  time  mak- 
ing both  ends  meet  on  a  salary  of 
$30.00  per  week.  There  is  now  a 
movement  on  foot  to  relieve  him 
and    his    family    by    increasing    his 


compensation.  This  is  further  evi- 
dence of  the  decreased  purchasing 
power  of  the  dollar  since  1916. 

15.  Realizing  the  need  for  re- 
trenchment all  along  the  line  in 
municipal  expenditures,  the  School 
Committee  is  now  making  its  own 
study  of  existing  activities,  to  the 
end  that  their  continuance  may  be 
justified  before  the  public  as  being 
in  the  interests  of  the  pupils,  or  if 
this  may  not  be  done,  modified  or 
discontinued. 

16.  The  purpose  of  this  reply  to 
your  Honor's  communication  of  the 
16th  ultimo,  however,  is  to  iriform 
you  that  the  School  Committee  does 
not  feel  that  because  it  has  been 
fortunate  during  the  past  two  years 
to  come  through  with  substantial 
balances  remaining  from  its  appro- 
priations, it  should  in  any  way  be 
criticized  for  such  action,  as  the 
demands  of  the  educational  system 
are  so  numerous  and  so  complex 
that  it  could  very  easily  have  used 
up  all  of  the  funds  available.  This 
the  Committee  has  not  done,  for 
the  reason  that  particularly  during 
the  past  two  years,  it  has  been  look- 
ing forward  to  financial  conditions 
in  future  years,  bearing  in  mind 
that  it  has  no  reserve  funds  to  draw 
on  except  those  created  by  increases 
in    average    valuations. 

17.  The  School  Committee  is  tak- 
ing effective  measures  to  run  the 
system  economically.  For  instance, 
an  engineer  and  a  bookbinder  have 
been  employed,  the  one  to  control 
the  expenditures  for  fuel,  light  and 
power,  and'  the  other  to  salvage 
school  books  either  through  minor 
repairing  or  through  contract  re- 
binding.  Principals,  teachers  and 
others  have  been  carefully  in- 
structed to  avoid  waste  in  the  use 
of  supplies  and  equipment  through- 
out the  entire  system.  The  savings 
through  this  kind  of  control  are 
noteworthy  and  are  in  line  with 
what  is  in  practice  in  up-to-date 
mercantile  institutions. 

18.  The  School  Committee  hopes 
that  the  information  set  forth  in 
this  communication  will  assure  your 
Honor  and  the  public  at  large  of  thj 
Committee's  attitude  towards  In- 
creasing taxes  and  its  desire  to-  co- 
operate in  keeping  down  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  public  school  sys- 
tem where  such  action  does  not 
seriously  interfere  with  or  jeopar- 
dize the  interests  of  the  pupils  in 
the  schools.  If  the  Committee  felt 
that  under  present  conditions  it 
could  leave  a  sum  of  $500,000  un- 
appropriated, it  would  gladly  do  so. 
The  financial  situation  this  year  and 
in  future  years,  insofar  as  can  be 
foreseen,  does  not  warrant  the  diver- 
sion of  such  a  substantial  sum  from 
the  funds  provided  by  the  statutes 
of  the  Commonwealth  for  use  in 
maintaining  the  public  school  sys- 
tem Were  the  School  Committee  to 
leave  the  sum  of  $500,000.  unap- 
propriated this  year  and  then  find  in 
the  closing  months  of  the  year  that 
it  needed  the  whole  or  part  of  such 
sum,   your  Honor   could   not  furnish 
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the  necessary  financial  relief,  for 
the  reason  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee receives  its  appropriating 
power  direct  from  the  Legislature 
and  no  reserve  fund  is  made  avail- 
able in  case  the  need  for  some  ad- 
ditional funds  should  arise  at  tin- 
end  of  the  year.  If  the  School  Com- 
mittee is  fortunate  enough  to  find 
at  the  end  of  the  current  year  that 
it  has  a  substantial  balance,  such  a 
balance  would,  probably,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  law,  be  devoted  to 
its  needs  for   the   year    1928. 

Further  detailed  information  in 
connection  with  this  letter  may  be 
obtained  by  reference  to  the  budget 
which  is  presented  herewith  to  your 
Honor.

Question  came  on  the  adoption  jf 
the  budget  and  the  annual  appropria- 
tion order  as  submitted  by  the  Busi- 
ness Manager  under  date  of  May  9, 
1927,  to  provide  for  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance of  the  public  schools;  for 
the  cost  of  administration  and  su- 
pervision: and  for  the  cost  of  sun- 
dry other  services  and  expenses  of 
the  public  schools,  for  the  financial 
year  1927,  exclusive  of  the  item  "Al- 
teration and  repair  of  school  build- 
ings, arid  for  furniture,  fixtures,  and 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and 
for  fire  protection  for  existing  build- 
ings, and  for  improving  existing 
school  yards;"  for  which  provision 
will  be  made  in  a  separate  appropri- 
ation  order. 

Mrs.  Barron:  Asked  that  action 
on  the  budget  be  deferred  until  the 
next  meeting,  in  order  that  she 
might  have  further  time  to  go  over 
the  estimates  in  some  detail,  since 
the  budget  in  complete  form  has 
only  come  to  the  School  Committee 
tonight,  and  inasmuch  as  it  involves 
the  expenditure  of  millions  of  dol- 
lars, should  have  very  serious  con- 
sideration. 

Dr.  Bogan:  Explained  that  the 
estimates  as  presented  provide  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  school  sys- 
tem as  in  effect  January  1,  1927, 
plus  provision  for  growth  and  ex- 
pansion as  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Apportionment.  Before 
any  expenditure  is  incurred  on  the 
items  of  suggested  expansion,  the 
Superintendent  will  present  such 
items  for  action  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Pointed  out  that 
acceptance  of  the  estimates  does 
not  in  any  way  bind  the  School 
Committee  to  particular  projects,  al- 
though provision  is  made  in  the 
said  estimates.  It  is  merely  per- 
missive legislation. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  The  budget  has  come 
to  the  Committee  tonight  for  the  first 
time  in  combined  form,  but  the  Com- 
mittee had  previously  given  careful 


consideration,  first,  to  the  prelimin- 
ary estimates  submitted  by  the  Busi- 
ness Manager  based  on  the  school 
system  as  of  January  1,  1927,  and, 
secondly,  to  the  estimates  of  costs 
of  recommended  extensions,  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  Board  of  Apportion- 
ment. These  two  budgetary  esti- 
mates were  then,  after  acceptance, 
by  the  School  Committee,  combined 
to  form  the  budget  now  before  the 
School  Committee.  The  adoption  of 
the  budget,  as  presented,  is  simply 
enabling  legislation  to  permit  the 
School  Committee,  if  it  shall  be 
found  desirable,  to  spend  monies  as 
therein  set  forth.  It  is  not  compell- 
ing legislation.  There  is  no  moral 
obligation  on  the  part  of  the  School 
Committee.  Personally,  has  spent 
many  hours,  in  addition  to  the  time 
spent  in  conferences  of  the  School 
Committee,  studying  the  estimates 
now  before  the  Committee  for 
action. 

Mr.  Gray:  Is  prepared  to  vote  this 
evening  on  the  acceptance  oif  the 
budget,  but  in  consideration  of 
Mrs.  Barron's  wishes,  is  willing  to 
postpone  action   for  one  week. 

Question  came  on  postponement 
of  action  on  the  adoption  of  the  bud- 
get. 

Postponement  was  refused,  Messrs. 
Bogan,  O'Hare  and  Sullivan  op- 
posed; Mrs.  Barron  and  Mr.  Gray 
in   favor. 

The  Board  then  took  up  the  an- 
nual estimates  and  appropriation 
order,  prepared  and  submitted  by 
the  Business  Manager  in  accordance 
with   the   rules,   as   follows:

To  the  School  Committee  of  the 
City  of  Boston: 
1.  In  compliance  with  the  Rules 
of  the  School  Committee  I  submit 
herewith  the  budget  and  annual  ap- 
propriation order,  with  detailed  esti- 
mates, to  provide  for  the  cost  of 
maintenance  of  the  public  schools; 
for  the  cost  of  administration  and 
supervision;  and  for  the  cost  of 
sundry  other  services  and  expenses 
of  the  public  schools,  for  the  finan- 
cial year  1927.  exclusive  of  the  item 
"Alteration  and  repair  of  school 
buildings,  and  for  furniture,  fix- 
tures, and  means  of  escape  in  case 
of  fire,  and  for  fire  protection  for 
existing  buildings,  and  for  improv- 
ing     existing      school      yards;"      for 
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which  provision  will  be  made  in  a 
separate   appropriation    order. 

2.  The  average  valuation  of  the 
city  for  the  three  years  1924,  1925 
and  1926,  with  all  abatements  al- 
lowed up  to  December  31,  192G,  as 
certified  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  is  $1,841,- 
057,566.16.  This  is  the  sum  upon 
which  all  app-opriations  by  the 
City  Council  and  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  the  financial  year  1927 
are  based. 

Under  existing  law  the  School 
Committee  is  authorized  to  appro- 
priate the  following  sums: 

(a)  Six  dollars  and  ninety-two  cents 
upon  each  one  thousand  dollars  of 
the  valuation  of  the  city  for  general 
school  purposes.  (Chapter  206  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1919,  chapter  249  of 
the  Special  Acts  of  1919,  chapter  641 
of  the  Acts  of  1920.  and  chapter  309 
of  the  Acts  of  1925). 

(b)  Ninety-one  cents  upon  each 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  valua- 
tion of  the  city  for  the  alteration 
and  repair  of  school  buildings,  and 
for  furniture,  fixtures,  and  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  for  fire 
protection  for  existing  buildings, 
and  for  improving  existing  school 
yards.  (Chapter  206  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1919,  chapter  524  of  the 
Acts  of  1920,  chapter  488  of  the  Acts 
of  1923,  and  chapter  153  of  the  Acts 
of  1926.) 

(c)  Fifteen  cents  upon  each  one 
thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  of 
the  city  for  organizing  and  conduct- 
ing physical  training  and  exercises, 
athletics,  sports,  games  and  play, 
and  for  providing  apparatus,  equip- 
ment and  facilities  for  the  same  in 
buildings,  yards  and  playgrounds 
under  the  control  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, or  upon  any  other  land 
which  the  committee  may  have  the 
right  to  use  for  this  purpose,  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  295  of  the 
Acts  of  1907.  (Chapter  206  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1919,  chapter  249  of 
the  Special  Acts  of  1919,  chapter  641 
of  the  Acts  of  1920  chair ter  309  of 
the  Acts  of  1925,  and  chapter  153  of 
the  Acts  of  1926.) 

(d)  Eleven  cents  upon  each  one 
sand  dollars  of  the  valuation  of 
the  city  for  the  employment  of  one 
supervising  female  nurse  and  so 
many  district  female  nurses  as,  in 
the  opinion  of  said  committee,  are 
necessary,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  357  of  the  Acts 
of  1907,  and  for  the  employment  of 
such  number  of  school  physicians 
as.  in  the  opinion  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, may  be  necessary,  and  for 
the  care  of  the  teeth  of  school  chil- 
dren. (Chapter  206  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1919.  chapter  249  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1919,  chapter  641  of 
the  Acts  of  1920,  chapter  309  of  the 
Acts  of  1925,  and  chapter  153  of  the 
Acts    of    1926.) 

(e)  Four  cents  upon  each  one  thou- 
sand dollars  of  the  valuation  of 
the  city  for  the  purpose  of  conduct- 


ing  educational  and  recreative  ac- 
tivities in  or  upon  school  property 
under  the  control  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, and  the  use  thereof  by  in- 
dividuals and  associations  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  chapter 
195  of  the  Acts  of  1912  and  chapter 
S6  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1916. 
(Chapter  206  of  the  Special  Acts  of 
1919,  chapter  641  of  the  Acts  of  1920, 
and  chapter  309  of  the  Acts  of  1925.) 

(f)  Seven  cents  upon  each  one 
thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  of 
the  city  for  the  payment  of  pensions 
to  members  of  the  teaching  or  sup- 
ervising staff  of  the  public  schools 
of  the  city,  and  to  persons  who  were 
annuitants  of  the  Boston  Teachers' 
Retirement  Fund  at  the  time  when 
chapter  589  of  the  Acts  of  1908  took 
effect,  and  other  teachers  who  had 
retired  prior  to  said  time,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  said 
chapter  589,  chapter-  537  of  the  Acts 
of  1909,  chapter  617  of  the  Acts  of 
1910,  chapter  569  of  the  Acts  of  1912 
and  acts  in  amendment  thereof,  and 
of  the  provisions  of  chapter  206  of 
the  Special  Acts  of  1919.  (Chapter 
206  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919.) 

(g)  Three  cents  upon  each  one 
thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  of 
the  city  for  promoting  the  Ameri- 
canization and  better  training  for 
citizenship  of  foreign-born  persons. 
(Chapter  206  of  the  Special  Acts  of 
1919,  and  chapter  309  of  the  Acts  of 
1925.) 

(h)  Three  cents  upon  each  one 
thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  of 
the  city  for  vocational  guidance. 
(Chapter  206  of  the  Special  Acts  of 
1919,  and  chapter  309  of  the  Acts  of 
1925.) 

(i)  The  unexpended  balance  for  the 
financial  year  1926. 

(j)  The  excess  of  income,  if  any, 
for  the  financial  year  1926  over  that 
estimated. 

(k)  The  estimated  income  for  the 
financial   year   1927.

4.  The  appended  table  shows  the 
estimated  cost  of  maintenance  of 
the  Boston  Public  Schools;  the  cost 
of  administration  and  supervision; 
and  the  cost  of  sundry  other  serv- 
ices and  expenses  for  the  financial 
year  1927.  The  table  also  shows 
the  expenditures  for  the  financial 
year  1926  and  the  increases  in  the 
several  items,  year  1927  over  year 
1926.  The  items  "Alteration  and  re- 
pair of  school  buildings,  and  for 
furniture,  fixtures,  and  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  for  fire 
protection  for  existing  buildings, 
and  for  improving  existing  school 
yards"  and  "Pensions  to  Teachers" 
are    excluded. 

5.  Reference  to  the  table  shows  an 
increase  in  appropriations  for  the 
financial  year  1927  over  the  expendi- 
tures for  the  financial  year  1926  of 
$1,442,385.74.  About  seventy  per 
cent,  of  the  increase,  or  $1,011,590.90, 
comes  in  the  item  'Salaries  of  In- 
structors (principals,  teachers,  mem- 
bers   of    the    supervising    staff    and 


others)."  The  extraordinary  in- 
crease in  this  item  is  due  to  several 
factors   as   follows: 

(a)  The  cumulative  and  confin- 
ing cost  of  the  general  salary 
increases  to  all  teachers  author- 
ized to  take  effect  on  September 
1,  1925,  by  act  of  the  Legislature. 
(Chapter   309  of  the  Acts  of  1925.) 

(b)  The  large  number  of  vacan- 
cies (245)  reported  by  the  Superin- 
tendent to  the  Business  Manager 
as  existing  on  January  1,  1927,  to 
be  filled  sometime  during  the  year. 
The  cost  of  filling  these  vacancies 
reported  by  the  Superintendent,  is 
$346,707. 

(c)  The  full  effect  of  the  cost  of 
salaries  of  all  teachers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  supervising  staff  ap- 
pointed  during   the   year  1926. 

(d)  The  automatic  increase  for 
those  teachers  who  have  not 
reached  the  maxima  of  their 
schedules. 

(e)  The  continuing  cost  of  opera- 
ting a  common  anniversary  of 
September  1  for  all  teachers  and 
others  ascending  to  the  maxima  of 
their  schedules. 

(f)  The       appointments       recom- 
mended on     the     basis     of  growth 
and  expansion  of  the  school  sys- 
tem. 

6.  The  increases  in  the  other  items 
exclusive  of  "Salaries  of  Instructors 
(principals,  teachers,  members  of 
the  supervising  staff  and  others)" 
are  normal  and  due  to  growth  and 
other  necessary  adjustments. 

7.  It  would  certainly  appear,  from 
information  now  at  hand,  that  in 
the  year  1928  it  will  be  necessary 
for  the  School  Committee  to  petition 
for  additional  appropriating  power 
for  maintenance  of  the  school  sys- 
tem as  a  going  concern,  unless  at 
the  end  of  the  financial  year  1927 
there  is  a  balance  remaining,  as 
there  was  at  the  end  of  the  financial 
year  1926,  on  the  various  appropria- 
tion items,  of  sufficient  size  to  pre- 
clude the  possibility  of  such  action. 

8.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  most  de- 
sirable to  proceed  during  a  financial 
year  along  the  lines  of  retrench- 
ment, wherever  possible,  in  order 
that  a  balance  or  surplus  may  be 
available  for  use  the  following  year. 
Most  assuredly  it  is  better  to  plan 
for  a  balance  at  the  end  of  a  finan- 
cial year  amounting  to  at  least  three 
per  cent,  of  the  total  of  the  appro- 
priations, than  it  is  to  come  through 
without  a  balance  or  with  a  deficit. 
It  is  not  possible  at  the  beginning 
of  a  financial  year  to  forecast  with 
any  degree  of  accuracy  the  amount 
of  balance  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A 
balance  of  any  substantial  size  un- 
der present  conditions  is  largely  due 
to  two  factors,  to  wit:  The  delayed 
filling  of  the  large  number  of  va- 
cancies reported  by  the  Superintend- 
ent (see  item  (b)  under  paragraph  5); 
and     the    delayed     appointments     of 
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teachers  and  others  provided  for  on 
the  basis  of  growth  and  expansion  of 
the  system. 

9  The  money  available  for  ap- 
propriation for  new  school  buildings, 
lands,  yards  and  furnishings,  for  the 
year  1927,  vizM  $3,000,000  and  the 
amount  available  for  "Alteration 
and  repair  of  school  buildings  and 
for  furniture,  fixtures,  and  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  for  fire 
protection  for  existing  buildings, 
and  for  improving  existing  school 
yards,"  viz..  $1,675,362.39  are  provid- 
ed  for  in  separate  appropriation  or- 
ders by  the  School  Committee,  but. 
the  expenditures  under  these  ap- 
propriations, such  appropriations 
totaling  $4,675,362.39,  are  made  by 
the  Schoolhous'?  Commission,  a  de- 
partment under  control  of  the 
Mayor. 

10.  It  may  be  readily  ascertained 
that  the  sum  of  $14,862,793.05  is 
therefore  available  to  meet  the  cost 
of  maitnenance  of  the  public 
schools;  the  cost  of  administration 
and  supervision;  and  the  cost  of 
sundry  other  services  and  expenses 
of  the  public  schools,  during  the 
financial  year  1927,  and  to  provide 
for  necessary  growth  and  expansion 
in  the  school  system  during  such 
year.     The  item,  "Alteration  and  re- 


pair of  school  buildings  and  for  fur- 
niture, fixtures  and  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire,  and  for  fire  protec- 
tion for  existing  buildings,  and  for 
improving  existing  school  yairds,"  as 
stated  has  been  excluded,  as  it  is 
provided  for  in  a  separate  appro- 
priation order. 

11.  I  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  accompanying  order  appropria- 
ting the  sum  of  $7,259,293.05,  being 
the  amount  necessary  in  addition  to 
the  amount  ($7,603,500.00)  appropri- 
ated "on  account"  at  the  meeting  of 
April  4.  1927,  to  provide  for  the  cost 
of  maintenance  of  the  public 
schools;  for  the  cost  of  administra- 
tion and  supervision;  and  for  the 
cost  of  sundry  other  services  and 
expenses  of  the  public  schools,  for 
the  financial  year  1927,  exclusive  of 
the  maintenance  item  "Alteration 
and  repair  of  school  buildings,  and 
for  furniture,  fixtures,  and  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  for  fire 
protection  for  existing  buildings,  and 
for  improving  existing  school 
yards."  The  total  of  the  appropria- 
tions for  the  year  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  is  therefore,  $14,862,- 
793.05.

In  connection  therewith  the  Chair- 
man  made   the  following   statement: 

The  School  Committee  regrets 
that  it  is  compelled  to  budget  in  one 
sum  the  administrative  expenses  of 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission.  No 
other  municipal  budget  is  handled 
in  this  manner  and  the  Committee 
believes  that  the  law  should  be 
amended  next  year  so  as  to  provide 
that  the  Schoolhouse  Commission 
shall  be  required  to  submit  a  bud- 
get for  administrative  purposes  to 
the  School  Committee  which  shall 
show  the  details,  personnel  em- 
ployed, the  salaries  paid,  and  other 
necessary  administrative  items.  Ap- 
propriating the  administrative  ex- 
penses of  the  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sion in  one  sum,  gives  the  public  no 
information  and  defeats  the  purpose 
of  a  municipal  budget. 

Early  this  year,  the  Business 
Manager  informed  the  School  Com- 
mittee that  it  should  not  be  obliged 
to  pass  an  unltemized  budget  for 
administrative  expenses  of  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission;  that  such 
expenses  should  show  the  details, 
as  do  all  budgets. 

The  Committee  therefore  is  pass- 
ing such  a  budget  against  its  best 
judgment,  but  evidently  is  obliged 
to  pass  it  under  existing  law  in  its 
present  form  without  the  necessary 
details.

(3)  Buildings  which  are  heated 
and  ventilated  by  the  type  of  sys- 
tem commonly  known  as  a  unit 
system   of  heating  and   ventilation. 

Class  B — (1)  Buildings  heated  by 
steam  or  hot  water,  but  without 
fans,  engines  or  motors  for  the 
main  ventilation. 

(2)  Buildings  heated  wholly  by 
furnaces,  but  with  fans  and  mo- 
tors for  the  main  ventilation  by 
the  plenum  system. 

(3)  Buildings  heated  by  furnaces 
or  stoves  and  without  fans  for  the 
main  ventilation. 


Buildings  in  which  there  are  in- 
stalled tiwo  types  of  heating  and 
ventilating  apparatus  of  substan- 
tially equal  importance  shall  be 
classified  according  to  the  superior 
type  of  such  apparatus. 

The  classifications  of  buildings 
shall  not  be  raised  above  that  deter- 
mined by  the  main  heating  and  ven- 
tilating plant  in  consequence  of  the 
type  of  such  apparatus  installed  in 
sanitaries  or  in  additions  to  the  main 
building  containing  not  more  than 
three  rooms.

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NAMING    OF    NEW    SCHOOLS. 

Mi-.  Gray,  for  the  Committee  on 
Naming  of  School  Buildings,  offered 
the  following: 

ORDERED.  That  the  new  five 
room  building  on  Wren  Street,  in 
the  Robert  Gould  Shaw  District,  is 
hereby  named  the  Randall  G.  Morris 
School,  in  memory  of  Randall  G. 
Morris,  a  member  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  twenty-four  niembeis  dur- 
ing the  year  1902.  Mr.'  Morris  was 
one  of  the  original  members  of  the 
Finance  Commission  appointed  by 
Mayor  Fitzgerald.  He  was  a  director 
of  the  Massachusetts  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
(Children,  and  one  of  the  organizers 
of  the  Boston  City  Club.  For  many 
years  he  was  president  of  the  Faulk- 
ner Hospital  Association,  and  was  a 
director  in  many  of  the  charitable 
associations  of  the  city.  Locally  he 
was  one  of  the  organizers,  and  later 
the  president  of  both  the  Highland 
Club  and  the  Citizens'  Association  of 
West  Roxbury.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  West  Roxbury  Congregational 
Society  and  for  more  than  thirteen 
successive  years  was  an  active  and 
influential  member  of  the  govern- 
ing board.  He  was  deeply  interested 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  city, 
especially  in  those  of  his  own  com- 
munity.      , 

Passed  unanimously  under  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rules. 

Mr.  Gray,  for  the  Committee  on 
Naming  of  School  Buildings,  offered 
the    following: 

ORDERED,  That  the  new  eight 
room  building  in  the  Henrj  Grew 
District,  Hyde  Park,  ultimately  to 
become  an  intermediate  school,  is 
hereby  named  the  William  Ellery 
Channing  School,  in  memory  of 
William  Ellery  Channing  (1780- 
1S42).  This  leader  of  liberal  thought 
in  Boston  was  a  grandson  of  Will- 
iam Ellery  of  Rhode  Island,  a  sign- 
er of  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence. For  many  years  he  was  the 
minister  of  the  Federal  Street  (now 
the  Arlington  Sti'eet)  Church.  He 
was  the  gentle  pioneer  of  the  theo- 
logical controversy  which  separated 
the  Unitarian  churches  from  the  ol£ 
order  of  Calvinistic  orthodoxy.  H? 
took  an  early  part  in  the  American 
Peace  Movement,  in  temperance  re- 
form, and,  although  opposed  to  the 
methods  of  the  extreme  Aoolition- 
ists,  was  a  vigorous  and  persuasiv? 
antagonist  of  slavery.  His  purity 
of  character  and  life  won  him  a 
high  place  in  the  affection  of  his  con- 
temporaries. The  keenness  of  his 
mind    and    the    breadth    and    warmth 


of  his  sympathies  gave  to  his  many 
writings  a  quality  which  has  made 
them  permanent  in  the  literatures 
of  the  subjects  to  which  they  relate. 
Passed  unanimously  under  a  sus- 
pension  of  the  rules. 


GIFT      TO      BOSTON      FLOATING 
HOSPITAL. 

Mr.  Gray  staied  that  at  the  grad- 
uating exercise'-  of  the  Central 
Evening  High  School  on  Thursday 
evening,  June  2,  1927,  the  president 
of  the  feradaatmg  class  presented 
him  with  a  check  in  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100)  to  be  contrib- 
uted to  the  fund  for  the  Boston 
Floating  Hospital,  and  in  presenting 
the  gift  made  the  following  state- 
ment: 

"Those  of  us  who  read  this  morn- 
ing's ■  local  papeis  were  confronted 
with  the  news  that  the  Boston 
Floating  Hospital  had  been  destroy- 
ed by  fire. 

"In  the  hope  that  the  good  work 
done  by  this  nospital  may  not  be 
lost  for  the  future,  we  trust  it  shall 
soon    be    rebuilt 

"A  few  moments  prioi  to  our  en- 
trance into  the  hall  here  tonight  a 
collection  was  taken  among  the 
members  of  our  class.  I  have  the 
pleasure  of  presenting  this  check 
for  $100  to  Mr.  Gray  of  the  School 
Committee,  as  trustee,  co  be  donated 
either  to  the  rebuilding  of  this  hos- 
pital or  to  whatever  purpose  con- 
nected with  the  hospital  the  trustee 
(Mr.   Gray)   sees  fit." 

Mr.  Gray,  as  a  member  and  on  be- 
half of  the  School  Committee,  ac- 
cepted the  gift.  He  has  since  made 
inquiries  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Hos- 
pital and  is  informed  that  it  is  the 
intention  to  rebuild  the  boat,  if  it 
shall  be  found  possible,  otherwise, 
to  provide  a  new  boat  for  the  pur- 
pose in  order  that  the  good  work 
may  be  continued. 

The  gift  of  the  graduating  class 
of  the  Central  Evening  High  School 
was  accepted  by  unanimous  vote; 
the  'Secretary  was  instructed  to 
thank  the  class  for  this  prompt  and 
senerous  response  to  a  public  need 
which  must  prove  inspiring  and 
stimulating  to  other  public-spirited 
citizens;  and  Mr.  Gray  was  author- 
ized to  turn  over  the  check  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Boston  Floating 
Hospital.

Proceedings  of  School  Committee. 


June   8,   1927. 

A  special  meet'.ng  of  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston 
was  held  in  the  Administration 
Building-,  15  Beacon  Street,  at  5.23 
o'clock  P.  M.,  the  Chairman  presid- 
ing. 

Present:  Mrs.  Barron,  Messrs.  Bo- 
gan,   Gray,   O'Hare   and   Sullivan. 


ANNUAL     APPROPRIATION     OR- 
DER. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the 
meeting  was  called  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  the  communication 
from  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  under 
date  of  May  21,  1927,  returning 
without  his  signature,  the  appropria- 
tion order  of  the  School  Committee, 
dated  May  9,  1927,  amounting  to 
57,259,293.05. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the 
communication  was  omitted,  inas- 
much as  each  member  of  the  Board 
was  familiar  with  the  contents. 

The    communication    was    ordered 
spread  upon  the  records  as  follows: 
City   of   Boston 
Office  of  the  Mayor 
City  Hall 

May  21,  1927 
To  the  School  Committee  of  the  City 

of  Boston: 

I  return  herewith  appropriation 
order  of  the  School  Committee,  Jaced 
May  9,  1927,  amounting  to  $7,259,- 
293.05,  without  my  signature,  for  the 
reason  that  I  believe  the  appropria- 
tions voted  by  your  Honorable  Com- 
mittee are  at  least  $500,000  in  excess 
of  the  necessary  requirements  for 
the   fiscal   year. 

Nearly  a  month  before  the  adop- 
tion of  your  appropriation  order  I 
communicated  to  you  unaer  date  of 
April  16th  upon  the  subject  of  school 
appropriations  'or  the  year,  and  1 
think  it  would  have  been  a  wise 
procedure  for  you  to  have  consid- 
ered this  matter  with  me  prior  to 
the  passage  of  your  vote.  Early  in 
the  year  I  called  to  your  attention  the 
questionable  policy  of  appropriating 
money  without  recourse  to  sound 
budgetary  procedure,  and  requested 
the  City  Auditor  and  the  Budget 
Commissioner  to  discuss  informally 
with  your  Business  Agent  the  ad- 
visability of  reduced  impropriations. 
Inasmuch  as  their  conference  indi- 
cated the  need  of  further  considera- 
tion of  this  subject,  I  communicated 
with  you  as  stated  above  on  April 
16th,  and  pointed  out  the  extraordin- 
ary  increase   in   school   expenditures 


during  the  last  five  years  as  well 
as  the  mounting  surplus  at  the  end 
of  each  year. 

A  study  of  the  appropriations  and 
expenditures  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee for  the  past  five  years,  as  well 
as  the  surplus  remaining  at  the  end 
of  each  of  these  years,  indicates 
that  in  recent  years,  School  Commit- 
tee appropriations  have  been  made 
with  a  view  to  having  substantial 
balances  carriod  forward  to  the  new 
vear,  which  under  the  law  may  be 
added  to  your  appropriating  power. 
As  you  undoubtedly  know,  mainten- 
ance appropriations  should  be  ba.ied 
upon  the  estimated  expenditures  for 
the  year.  Any  other  procedure  is 
contrary  to  sound  municipal  finance. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  four 
members  of  your  Committee  voted 
for  the  appropriations  and  that  one 
member  is  recorded  as  not  voting. 
A  fair  inference  is,  that  at  the  time 
the  vote  was  taken,  at  lenst  one 
member  doubted  the  wisdom  of  ap- 
propriating too  much  money.  This 
is  encouraging.  It  woull  be  more 
encouraging  to  know  that  the  other 
four  members  voted  a*  they  did  only 
after  they  had  been  thoroughly  con- 
vinced that  the  appropriations  voted 
for  the  expenses  of  the  year  were 
not  to  produce  a  surplus,  so  large, 
as  to  be  indefensible. 

This  surplus  last  year  amounted 
to  $739,000  raised  in  large  part  from 
the  tax  levy  of  last  year,  but  utilized 
for  school  maintenance  this  year. 
At  the  end  of  this  year  if  your  bud- 
get becomes  a  law  there  will  again 
appear,  as  you  admit  in  your  com- 
munication to  me  under  date  of  May 
9,  a  large  surplus  included  in  this 
year's  tax  levy,  to  be  utilized  for 
school  maintenance  in  the  year  1928. 
This  policy  offers  a  temptation  to 
overstate  the  needs  of  the  School 
Committee  in  every  item  of  its  main- 
tenance. It  is  time  to  correct  this 
procedure,  and  as  a  help  -thereto  I 
submit  herewith  certain  facts,  fig- 
ures and  comments  that  I  trust  will 
prove  of  value  to  you  in  considera- 
tion of  this  veto,  which  :s  intended 
to  assist  you  in  adopting  a  new  ap- 
propriation order  that  will  more 
nearly  approximate  the  proper  ex- 
penditures for  the   year   1927. 

The  increase  in  average  day  and 
evening  school  attendance  has  been 
negligible  in  recent  years,  as  is 
shown  by  the  follo-.'ihg: 

Average  Day 
Year  and  Evening 

1923-24   125,733 

1924-25 125,837 

1925-26   126,568 

The  figures  for  1926-27  are  not  yet 
available. 

The    rapidity    of    increased    school 
costs  (exclusive  of  new  building  con- 
struction) is  shown  by  the  following: 
Tear  Expenditures 

1923-24 $12,421,826.16 

1924-25 13,131,300.13 

1925  (11  months) 12,769,323.05 

1926 15,118,502.40 
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These  expenditures  .show  a  trend 
in  rising  c<  sts  that  is  positively 
alarming,  against  a  negligible  in- 
crease in  average  attendance.  The 
taxpayer  may  well  demand  the  rea- 
sons for  an  increase  of  a  million 
dollars  a  year  in  maintenance  costs 
as  shown  aiboye.  and  it  will  be  your 
privilege  to  comply  wiith  his  demand. 

I  wonder  how  you  can  ever  ex- 
plain the  story  told  in  your  own 
words  on  page  VII  of  your  budget, 
wherein  you  show  "increases  in  ap- 
propriations for  1S'2T  over  expendi- 
tures for  1926'-  of  $1,442,3.85.74  ex- 
clusive of  the  appropriations  for 
Pensions  to  Teachers  and  Alterations 
and  Repairs,  etc. 

The  reasons  advanced  by  you  for 
the  increase  of  $1,O11,i590.i90  in  the 
item  "salaries  of  instructors"  are  so 
lacking  in  detail  as  to  be  valueless. 
From  an  examination  of  the  Audi- 
tor's records  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
expenditures  in  this  item  for  four 
months  of  the  current  year  as  com- 
pared with  the  same  months  of  last 
year  show  an  increase  of  $188,457.24, 
and  on  this  basis  would  represent  ap- 
proximately $565,000  increase  for  the 
year.  This  accounts  for  a  little 
more  than  one-half  of  your  million 
dollars  under  the  item  of  salaries 
of  instructors.  How  you  "ccount  fo  • 
the  other  one-half  million  it  is  im- 
possible for  me  to  determine,  and  I 
think  likewise  impossible  for  you. 

The  additional  half  million  can  be 
accounted  for  only  under  the  salary 
increases  and  appointments.  On  the 
basis  of  the  first  four  .aonths  of  this 
year  for  salaries  of  instructors  you 
will  have  spent  at  the  end  of  the 
year  $897,779  less  than  the  amount 
appropriated  by  you  for  this  pur- 
pose. Deducting  $130,000  for  salary 
increases  estimated  by  you  as  neces- 
sary for  this  purpose  when  you  ap- 
peared before  the  Legislature,  you 
will  have- a  balance  of  $567,779  to  be 
devoted  to  new  appointments  for  the 
last  four  months  of  the  year.  In 
order  to  utilize  this  enormous  sum 
for  this  purpose  it  will  be  necessary 
for  you  to  actually  appoint  a  num- 
ber of  teachers  equal  to  16  per  cent, 
of  your  entire  teaching  force.  This 
on  the  face  of  it  is  ridiculous.  Your 
estimate  of  $130,000  is  grossly  exag- 
gerated. Indeed,  it  is  my  opinion 
that  a  reasonable  figure  coverins' 
both  salary  increases  and  appoint- 
ments would  be  liberally  represented 
by  the  sum  of  $150,000  for  the  las: 
four  months  of  the  year.  Add 
$150,000  to  the  sum  of  $565,000  ap- 
proximate increase  for  the  year  and 
you  will  have  $715,000  against  the 
increase  of  over  one  million  dollars 
estimated  by  you,  or  a  difference  in 
round  numbers  of  $300,000,  which  I 
believe  represents  a  moderate  state- 
ment of  excess  momy  which  ycu  do 
not  need. 

The  foregoing  figures  are  clearly 
indicative  of  an  inflation  in  the  ap- 
propriations    necessary     for     school 


maintenance  during  the  current 
year.  I  do  not  think  that  you  should 
desire  such  an  inflation  although  it 
may  produce  an  attractive  sum  for 
future  use.  I  am  sure  that  a  careful 
consideration  of  the  discussion  that 
has  been  going  on  for  a  long  time 
of  the  relief  of  taxation  and  a  care- 
ful consideration  of  every  item  of  ex- 
penditure will  emphasize  to  you  the 
importance  of  a  thorough  examina- 
tion of  your  budget  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  from  it  such  sums  as  may 
appear  to  be  unnecessary. 

Your  tabulation  on  page  VII 
further  shows  that  the  appropriation 
for  "Supplies,  Equipment,  and  Inci- 
dentals," exceeds  by  $153,603.04  the 
expenditures  of  last  year.  Keeping  in 
mind  that  the  average  school  attend- 
ance has  not  appreciably  increased 
for  several  years,  it  would  r,eem  .ha: 
$100,000  of  this  amount  could  wed 
be  saved  and  still  allow  over  $53,000 
for  increased  expenditures.  You  also 
show  an  increased  appropriation  of 
$99,764.31  over  the  expenditures  of 
last  year  for  "Fuel  and  Light. " 

From  this  there  should  be  a  saving 
of  at  least  $70,000  and  still  allow  for 
increased  expenditures  of  approxi- 
mately $30,000  for  "Fuel  and  Light." 
In  view  of  your  own  experience  dur- 
ing the  last  three  years  I  doubt  if 
any  increase  in  "Fuel  and  Light" 
will  be  necessary. 

The  $30,000  remaining  of  the 
$500,000  which  I  deem  in  excess  of 
your  requirements  should  be  saved 
from  the  other  t.noropriation  items, 
without  unduly  curtailing  the  neces- 
sary activities  of  the  Pchool  Com- 
mittee. Were  this  saving  of  $50?, 000 
to  be  accomplished  on  the  appropria- 
tions already  made  by  you,  it  would 
still  leave  available  in  your  present 
budget  $942,000  in  excess  of  your  ex- 
penditures for  the  same  purposes 
last  year. 

You  were  in  doubt  last  year  about 
a  remaining  balance  which  at  the 
end  of  the  year  appeared  as  a  sur- 
plus of  $739,000.  On  April  13  last 
you  stated  that  you  would  be  glad 
to  co-operate  with  me  in  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  tax  rate  if  you  could 
determine  that  a  substantial  sum 
could  be  left  unappropriated,  and 
you  again  expressed  a  doubt  that 
there  would  be  a  remaining  balance 
On  May  9  last  you  were  no  longer 
in  doubt,  as  your  letter  and  the  ac- 
companying budget  provide  tor  an- 
other substantial  surplus  for  1928 
appropriations.  This  year  I  believe 
the  surplus  will  equal  three-quarters 
of  a  million  dollars.  I  have  shown 
you  where  your  appropriations  are 
too  high  (by  $500,000.  This  great 
sum  does  not  belong  among  the  bur- 
dens of  the  1927  taxpayers.  It  should 
be  promptly  removed  from  your  ap- 
propriations. 

In  your  letter  of  May  9  you  speak 
of  having  no  reserve  fund  upon 
which  drafts  may  be  made  in  case 
of  necessity.  This  reference  lacks 
force  from  the  fact  that  tnere  are 
large  reserves  throughout  your  esti- 
mates.    Your  surplus  in   the  eleven 
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months'  year  of  1  ;•  2 3  was  $5S9,000. 
In  1926  it  rose  to  $739,000.  By  this 
two  years'  record,  as  well  as  by  a 
study  of  the  present  budget,  it  ap- 
pears that  even  with  a  $500,000  re- 
duction, which  I  recommend,  you 
will  still  have  reserves  so  ample  that 
a  surplus  will  result. 

The  School  Committee  has  been 
given  an  unusual  grant  of  power  by 
the  Legislature.  It  not  only  makes 
but  adopts  its  own  budget  and  by  a 
vote  of  four  of  its  five  members  may 
pass  a  budget  notwithstanding  the 
objection  of  the   Mayor. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  public  that 
the  School  Committee  shall  be  given 
great  freedom  in  carrying  on  its  im- 
portant work,  and  that  every  proper 
school  activity  shall  be  fully  sup- 
ported. Such  a  pohcy  demands  a 
budget  which  provides  for  no  more 
than  the  year  for  which  it  makes 
provision.  If  it  does  more  than  this 
it  tends  to  defeat  rather  than  to  aid 
the  Committee  by  encouraging  un- 
wise expenditures  and  ill-advised 
changes  in  plans  which  ought  to  be 
carefully  made  and  consistently  fol- 
lowed. 

Please  be  assured  that  I  deeply  ap- 
preciate the  profound  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility that  must  be  yours  in 
the  performance  of  so  high  a  ducy 
as  supervising  the  school  system  of 
a  great  city.  I  am  not  unmindful 
of  your  difficulties  and  have  always 
endeavored  to  assist  you  in  meaning 
them.  In  this  spirit  I  transmit  this 
communication  with  an  expression 
of  the  hope  that  you  may  give  fur- 
ther consideration  to  your  appropria- 
tions for  the  current  year,  and  that 
you  may  be  able  to  present  to  me 
thereafter  a  budget  which  I  may  ap- 
prove.

As  the  members  responded  to  the 
roll  call,  each  member  made  a  state- 
ment in  connection  therewith,  'men 
statements  were  ordered  spread  up- 
on the  records,  as  follows: 

Mrs.  Barron:  On  May  the  9th 
when  the  Budget  was  adopted  by 
the  votes  of  four  members  of  the 
School  Committee  I  did  not  vote, 
because  I  did  not  believe,  as  I  stated 
on  that  date,  that  I  had  had  suffi- 
cient time  to  thorougly  digest  the 
Budget.  Inasmuch  as  the  Budget 
called  for  so  large  an  expenditure — 
almost  15  million  dollars — I  felt  that 
this  matter  should  have  more  care- 
ful attention.     Since  the  9th  of  May 


I  have  given  the  Budget  very  care- 
ful study  and  1  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  from  my  analysis  of  the 
figures  in  said  Budget  that  the  ap- 
propriations which  were  voted  on 
May  9th  are  in  excess  of  the  actual 
probable  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  ' 
year  1927.  To  adopt  the  Budget  as 
submitted  would  mean  that  with 
only  a  small  increase  in  school  popu- 
lation, our  expenditures  in  1927  would 
exceed  those  in  1926  by  $1,442,385.74. 

I  think  it  will  be  agreed  that  a 
conservative  estimate  would  show 
that  the  School  Committee  under  the 
Budget  as  submitted  would  have  a 
balance  of  at  least  half  a  million 
dollars  at  the  end  of  1927.  I  do  be- 
lieve that  we  should  allow  about  a 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  for  a 
margin  of  safety  because  of  emer- 
gencies that  may  arise,  but  I  think 
that  it  is  a  great  injustice  to  the 
taxpayer  to  take  out  of  his  pocket  in 
1927  a  sum  of  money  which  we 
never  can  use  in  1927.  It  has  been 
stated  by  our  Business  Manager 
that  the  law  contemplates  the  use  of 
balances,  if  any  there  should  remain, 
and  that  therefore  the  S.hovl  Com- 
mittee would  be  justifioi  in  provid- 
ing such  a  surplus.  Although  I  have 
confidence  in  and  respect  for  the 
judgment  of  our  Business  Manager 
who  has  done  a  mqst  painstaking 
piece  of  work.  I  must  disagree  with 
him.  The  Law  states:  "Any  balance 
of  an  appropriation  so  made  by  the 
school  committee  i-emaining  unex- 
pended at  the  close  of  yn  ■  financial 
year  .  .  .  shall  be  added  to  the 
amount  which  the  school  committee 
is  hereby  authorized  to  appropriate 
for  the  financial  year  next  ensuing." 

I  believe  that  the  Law  contem- 
plates the  use  of  balances  because 
of  human  inability  to  estimate  ex- 
actly to  the  dollar  what  expenditures 
would  be  made  in  any  given  year.  I 
cannot  believe  that  the  Law  should 
be  interpreted  to  mean  that  the  tax- 
payer should  be  taxed  in  one  year  for 
what  cannot  possibly  be  used  in  that 
year,  but  solely  for  the  purpose  ->f 
providing  a  surplus  to  take  care  of 
the  following  year.  In  short,  our 
Budget  for  1927  provides  for  a  mini- 
mum surplus  of  at  least  one-half  a 
million  dollars  to  serve  no  purpose 
whatsoever  in  the  year  1927.  Inas- 
much as  the  school  children  are  nor 
to  be  benefited  by  this  sum  I  think 
it  is  unjust  that  this  amount  come 
out  of  the  taxpayer  for  no  other 
purpose  than  to  be  kept  in  the  banfc 
for  safe  keeping  as  a  surplus  for 
something  that  we  may  need  in  1928. 
I  believe  that  this. is  an  unwise  fin- 
ancial policy. 

If  the  tax  limit  in  1928  is  not  suf- 
ficient for  our  needs,  we  ought  f.o 
go   to   the   Legislature. 

It  is  fundamentally  unsound  to 
charge  the  taxpayer  in  1927  for  ex- 
penditures in  1928.  Our  Budget  pro- 
vides over  a  million  eleven  thousand 
dollars  as  an  increase  in  appropria- 
tions in  1927'  for  salaries  of  instruc- 
tors over  same  expenditures  for 
1926.        I     believe     from     an     analy- 
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sis  of  the  figures  that  we  will  have 
a  surplus  of  about  $350,000  in  this 
one  item. 

In  voting  to  sustain  the  veto  of 
the  Mayor,  I  wish  to  state  that  this 
in  no  way  will  affect  the  building 
program  or  the  alteration  and  repair 
of  school  buildings,  nor  the  furnish- 
ing of  said  school  buildings,  inas- 
much as  the  Budget  referred  to  ap- 
plies to  the  cost  of  maintenance  of 
the  Boston  Public  Schools  exclusive 
of  the  above  items.  I  believe  that 
it  also  will  in  no  way  curtail  our 
educational  program  in  the  schoob, 
and  I  also  feel  that  it  has  no  con- 
nection with  the  raising  of  the  sala- 
ries of  our  teachers  because  it  has 
been  admitted  by  all  the  members  of 
our  Committee  that  in  order  to  give 
a  general  salary  increase  it  will  be 
necessary  in  1928  to  petition  the 
Legislature  and  that  therefore  a  re- 
duction of  our  Budget  at  this  time 
will  in  no  way  affect  all  these 
projects. 

I  believe  that  education  is  one  of 
the  most  important  elements  in  our 
civilization;  that  civilization  pro- 
gresses, as  education  progresses, 
and  if  there  were  the  slightest  doubt 
in  my  mind  that  the  reduction  of  our 
Budget  as  voted  this  year  would 
curtail  in  any  way  our  educational 
program  for  1927,  I  should  not  take 
the  risk  of  recommending  a  smaller 
budget.  I  believe  that  our  educa- 
tional system  will  not  he  impaired 
or  impoverished,  because  under  the 
budget  as  presented,  no  educational 
activities  will  be  eliminated  because 
of  a  reduction,  but  the  surplus  which 
has  been  provided  for  1928  will  be 
eliminated.  There  are  manv  new 
projects  in  mv  opinion  wireh  are 
necessary  for  a  more  efficient  con 
duct  of  the  schools,  but  nevertheless 
on  examining  ne  Budget  for  1927 
said  projects  have  not  been  included. 
These  many  ,v  ithy  projoc-.s  calling 
for  additional  expenditures  aro  now 
under  consideration. 

It  is  quite  true  that  the  School 
Committee  has  been  proceeding 
very  slowly  and  cautiously  with 
new  projects  because  of  its  consid- 
eration for  the  taxpayer  as  well  as 
the  children  in  the  school.  It  would 
be  impossible  to  adopt  in  1927  the 
many  improvements  in  the  schools 
which  we  desire.  This  is  due  in 
same  instances  to  lack  of  physical 
accommodations,  such  as  would  be 
required  in  the  reduction  of  the  size 
of  elementary  classes:  also  because 
we  are  not  yet  prepared  to  actually 
introduce  into  the  schools,  on  a 
working  basis  for  the  entire  system 
some  of  the  many  fine  projects  we 
desire.  Therefore,  it  would  be  un- 
wise to  set  aside  in  1927  money  for 
those  things  which  cannot  go  into 
effect  in  1927  and  simply  keep  it  in 
the  bank  for  safekeeping  until  such 
time  as  we  can  use  said  money.  In 
order  to  be  just  to  the  taxpayer  it 
appears  to  me  that  we  should  only 
appropriate  in  1927  the  money  which 


we  can  reasonably  use  in  said  year. 
allowing  a  margin  of  safety  of  about 
a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars.  No 
matter  how  worthy  the  projects 
which  we  will  introduce  in  192S  may 
be.  I  believe  it  is  our  duty  if  we 
have  not  sufficient  money  in  1928 
to  petition  the  Legislature  in  1928 
for  a  higher  tax  limit  and  not  make 
provision  in  19_>7  for  1928.  I  have  full 
confidence  in  the  Legislature  of 
our  State  that  if  our  program  is 
presented  to  them  that  they  will  be 
very  glad  to  give  us  a  higher  tax 
limit  in  1928,  especially  when  we 
can  show  with  what  caution  we,  the 
School  Committee,  have  proceeded 
and  what  consideration  we  have 
had  of  the  taxpayer. 

Mr.  Gray:  The  fact  that  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  has  returned  the 
Committee's  appropriation  order  ot 
May  9,  1927.  without  his  signature 
because  in  his  opinion  the  appropria- 
tions therein  voted  were  in  excess 
of  the  necessary  requirements  of 
the  fiscal  year,  is  without  doubt  a 
matter  which  calls  for  the  most 
careful  and  earnest  consideration  by 
the  Committee.  Could  His  Honoi 
have  been  present  at  the  various  de- 
liberations of  the  Committee  on  this 
very  important  question  I  am  sure 
he  would  have  been  convinced  of  the 
sincerity  and  earnestness  which  has 
animated  the  Committee  throughout 
in   its  consideration  of  the   question. 

Since  the  Committee  as  such  has 
submitted  to  His  Honor,  both  by  let- 
ter and  in  person,  detailed  state- 
ments of  the  facts  relating  to  the 
matter  of  school  costs  and  the  in- 
crease therein  over  the  last  few 
years,  it  is  presumably  unnecessary 
to  go  into  particulars  on  that  phase 
of  the  question  at  this  time.  The 
immediate  question  has  to  do  with 
the  unexpended  cash  balance  which 
it  appears  likely  the  Committee  will 
have  at  the  end  of  1927,  and  whether 
or  not  the  Committee  should  leave 
unappropriated  this  year  a  sum 
which  would  be  the  equivalent  of 
at  least  a  substantial  portion  of  this 
probable  balance.  If  the  Committee 
holds  off  or  delays  action  on  many 
of  the  matters  now  before  it  the 
Business  Manager  of  the  Committee 
estimates  that  the  unexpended  bal- 
ance at  the  end  of  1927  will  be  be- 
tween $500,000  and  $600,000.  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  estimates  the  bal- 
ance to  be  in  excess  of  $700,000  and 
has  requested  the  Committee  to 
leave    unappropriated  $500,000. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  regret  that  I  am 
unable  to  acquiesce  in  His  Honor's 
request  and  I  shall,  therefore,  vote 
to  approve  the  Committee's  appro 
priation  order  dated  May  9,  1927.  Th<- 
reasons  for  my  vote  are  as  follows: — 

1.  This  Committee  is  charged  with 
administering  the  schools.  A  very 
responsible  part  of  its  duty  there 
fore  is  to  make  sure  that  it  has  on 
hand  funds  available  to  carry  out 
such  policies,  etc..  as  it  deems  desii- 
able.  Consequently,  the  Committer 
should,  in   my  opinion,  so  budget  its

receipts  and  expenditures  as  to  have 
a  reasonable  sum  in  reserve.  The 
Committee  ended  the  year  1926  with 
a  Ibalanee  of  approximately  $700,000. 
This  sum  therefore  became  available 
for  use  in  1927  and  has  been  ap- 
propriated for  that  purpose.  Since 
the  estimated  balance  at  the  end  of 
1927  is  between  $500,000  and  $600,000 
it  is  at  once  apparent  that  had  it  not 
been  for  the  $700,000  balance  at  the 
end  of  1926  the  Committee  would 
have  found  itself  without  sufficient 
funds  to  carry  out  its  present  pro- 
gram. Consequently,  were  the  Com- 
mittee, to  leave  unappropriated  the 
$500,000  requested  by  the  Mayor,  the 
Committee,  on  its  own  estimates, 
would  seriously  jeopardize  its  ability 
to  carry  out  such  policies,  etc.,  as  it 
might  deem  desirable  and  hence 
would   be   unfaithful   to    its   trust. 

2.  The  School  Committee  obtains 
its  appropriating  power  from  the 
Legislature  and  the  law  provides 
that  unexpended  balances  (not  other- 
wise specifically  required)  shall  be 
added  to  the  amount  which  the  Com- 
mittee is  authorized  to  appropriate 
for   the  next   ensuing   year. 

It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the 
law  contemplates  the  using  of  bal- 
ances by  the  Committee.  The  ap- 
propriating power  which  the  Com- 
mittee is  given  by  the  Legislature 
is  based  on  a  three-year  average  of 
valuations.  Consequently,  any  year 
in  which  the  valuations  are  in- 
creased the  Committee  is  able  to  ap- 
propriate more  funds.  The  result  is 
that  the  Committee  is  able  to  meet 
the  normal  increase  in  the  cost  of 
running  the  schools  without  con- 
stant recourse   to  the  Legislature. 

In  this  connection  it  is  significant 
that  the  Committee  has  been  to  the 
Legislature  only  once  since  1921, 
and  that  was  for  a  particular  pur- 
pose, namely,  a  general  salary  in- 
crease for  which  the  Legislature'.s 
authorization  is  virtually  a  prere- 
quisite. The  result  of  this  system 
by  which  the  School  Committee  is 
able  to  appropriate  funds  is  that 
the  year  in  which  the  valuations 
have  been  greatly  increased  the 
Committee  will  have  available  more 
funds  to  appropriate.  This  was  the 
case  in  1927,  and  is  one  of  the  rea- 
sons why  we  expect  to  corcui  out 
with  a  substantial  balance  at  the 
end  of  that  year.  For  the  year  1928. 
just  the  opposite  is  true,  for  I  am  in- 
formed the  increase  will  not  be  so 
large  and  consequently  the  addi- 
tional funds  at  our  disposal  will  oe 
smaller  in  amount.  On  the  whole  it 
seems  to  me  that  the  law  and  the 
practise  contemplate  that  the  Com- 
mittee shall  end  the  fiscal  year  with 
a  oalance  which  may  range  from  a 
small  to  a  large  sum  and  that  it 
was  by  no  means  intense1  that  a 
balance  accruing  in  one '  or  more 
years  should  thereupon  be  left  un- 
appropriated in  the  following  year. 

3.  The  Committee  is  fully  aware 
of  and  has  been  greatly  concerned 
over  the  increasing  cost  of  running 
the  schools.  So  much  so  that  many 
items  calling  for  increased  expenses 


have  been  voted  down  for  that  very 
reason,  while  action  upon  others  has 
been  postponed  pending  more  defi- 
nite figures  as  to  funds  available. 
For  example,  the  Committee  has 
postponed  action  on  petitions  from 
teachers  for  salary  increases  and  on 
such  other  important  matters  as  re- 
ducing the  number  of  pupils  per 
teacher  in  elementary  and  inter- 
mediate schools.  There  also  appears 
to  be  need  that  better  supervision  be 
given  to  classroom  instruction.  These 
and  otoher  items  of  very  great  im- 
portance the  Committee  has  delayed 
acting  Uipon  because  of  its  desire  to 
live  within  its  means  and  carry  over 
at  the  end  of  the  year  a  balance  suf- 
ficient to  enable  a  new  Committee  in 
1928  to  start  with  a  free  hand. 

If  there  should  be  left  unappro- 
priated this  year  the  amount  which 
the  Mayor  has  requested,  recourse 
to  the  Legislature  for  additional 
funds  would  be  inevitable,  whereas, 
there  is  good  reason  to  suppose  that 
if  we  come  out  with  a  substantial 
balance  at  the  end  of  the  year  it 
would  not  be  necessary  for  the  new 
Committee  in  1928  to  ask  the  Legis- 
lature for  additional  appropriating 
power  for  current  expenses.  This 
seems  to  me  a  very  strong  argument 
for  leaving  no  sums  unappropriated 
this  year. 

In  short,  Mr.  Chairman,  it  seems 
to  me  that  the  law  and  the  system 
on  which  we  appropriate  contem- 
plate our  coming  out  from  time  to 
time  with  a  substantial  balance  to 
be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  schools 
in  the  succeeding  year;  that  were 
we  to  leave  unappropriated  the  sum 
requested  by  His  Honor  the  Mayor. 
we  might  well  find  ourselves  at  the 
end  of  the  year  without  sufficient 
funds  to  carry  on  in  1928  the  school 
system  as  a  going  concern;  and  fin- 
ally, that  were  we  to  leave  this 
money  unappropriated  this  year  it 
appears  virtually  conclusive  that  we 
would  thus  compel  the  new  Commit- 
tee in  1928  to  ask  the  Legislature  for 
additional  appropriating  power  for 
current  expenses  . 

At  the  conference  between  the 
Mayor  and  the  School  Committee,  it 
was  suggested  that  it  might  be  pos- 
sible for  the  Committee  to  leave  un- 
appropriated, at  least  a  portion  of 
the  sum  requested  by  the  Mayor,  pro- 
vided His  Honor  would  assure  us  or 
his  cooperation  before  the  Legisla- 
ture if,  by  having  left  this  money  un- 
appropriated, the  Committee  found 
itself  in  need  of  funds  for  current  ex- 
penses. The  suggestion,-  however 
was  not  acceptable  to  His  Honor. 

Having  in  mind,  Mr.  Chairman. 
that  without  the  $700,000  balance  at 
the  end  of  1926,  we  would  not  have 
had  sufficient  funds  to  carry  out 
our  program  for  1927,  it  seems  to  me 
the  school  system  will  need  in  1928 
whatever  balance  may  be  on  hand 
at  the  end  of  the  current  year. 
Consequently,  a  vote  to  leave  any 
sums  unappropriated  this  year — 
which  is  in  effect  a  vote  to  reduce 
any  balance  which  may  be  on  hand 
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at  the  end  of  1927 — in  my  opinion 
gains  for  the  taxpayers  only  a  tem- 
porary advantage  while  it  may  well 
have  a  harmful  effect  on  the  prog- 
ress of  the  school  system  in  1928. 

There  is  one  further  observation 
which  I  should  like  to  make.  His 
Honor  has  in  substance  stated  that 
the  Committee  is  singularly  free 
from  interference  in  making  up  its 
budget.  I  feel,  and  I  am  sure  the 
other  members  feel  as  I  do,  that  the 
Committee  not  only  should  welcome 
an  investigation  of  its  budget,  but 
that  It  does  welcome  investigation 
both  as  to  its  budget  and  any  of  its 
other  acts  or  decisions.  In  my 
opinion  what  the  Committee  needs 
more  than  anything  else  today,  is  a 
more  active  interest  on  the  part  of 
the  people  in  the  running  of  the 
schools,  to  the  end  that  the  Com- 
mittee may  know  and  hence  may 
better  carry  out  the  wishes  of  those 
whom  it  represents. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  I  just  want  the  pub- 
lic to  know  that  I  am  as  interested 
as  any  one  of  the  Committee  to  re- 
trench wherever  possible.  Never 
will  I  vote  to  save  money  at  the 
sacrifice  of  the  education  of  the  in- 
dividual child  in  this  city.  If  we  do 
not  sustain  this  budget  tonight,  the 
precedent  here  established  is  bad  be- 
cause each  year  the  School  Commit- 
tee will  have  to  ask  the  Legislature 
for  a  tax  limit,  as  does  the  Mayor. 
The  Board  of  five  here  have  fixed 
tax  limits  specified  by  law.  The 
Mayor's  tax  limit,  as  specified  by 
law,  is  $6.52,  established  years  ago 
and  each  year  he  has  to  go  to  the 
Legislature  and  ask  that  that  be 
augmented. 

The  tax  limit  fixed  this  year  by 
the  Legislature,  in  amendment  to 
that  document  of  $6.'S2,  which  is 
law,  is  $13.00,  and  if  we  do  not  pass 
our  budget  here  tonight,  future  Com- 
mittees must  go  to  the  Legislature 
each  year  to  establish  a  tax  rate. 
In  regard  to  salaries:  I  wanted  to 
go  to  the  Legislature  this  year  for 
money  and  was  voted  down. 

The  budget  as  presented  to  us  is 
not  the  sole  work  of  the  Business 
Manager.  It  is  a  compilation  of  his 
best  efforts,  the  best  efforts  of  our 
Superintendent,  and  the  best  i  _orts 
of  our  Board  of  Apportionment  com- 
prising our  Assistant  Superintend- 
ents. 

If  we  are  to  continue  to  go  ahead 
and  advance  as  a  growing  concern 
— looking  after  the  individual  child 
— if  we  reduce  this  budget  $500,000 
this  year,  we  shall  have  to  ask,  or 
our  successors  will  have  to  ask, 
next  year  for  $1,000,000  to  operate 
next  year.  We  save  today's  tax- 
payer t-  enty-four  to  twenty-six 
cents  per  thousand  dollars  of  taxa- 
tion, and  next  year  and  in  the  years 
succeeding  we  penalize  him  between 
forty-eight  and  fifty-two  cents.  To 
me  this  is  pennywise  and  pound- 
foolish,  because  if  we  go  ahead  as 
we  are  we  will  not,  according  to  the 


best  estimates  in  our  possession, 
have  to  ask  next  year  for  anything. 
In  other  words,  we  will  not  have  to 
increase  the  burdens  for  next  year 
and  for  succeeding  years. 

Tonight,  I  feei  that  despite  all 
that  has  been  said  for  and  against 
the  School  Committee  budget  for 
1927,  I  must,  in  conscience,  vote  for 
its  passage  as  I  have  done  previous- 
ly. The  School  Committee,  in  mak- 
ing its  budgets  in  successive  years, 
does  so  vith  aa  eye  always  to  the 
future  and  this  present  School 
Committee  makes  no  exception  to 
that  well-founded  rule  The  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  is 
a  continuing  corporation  despite 
changes  in  che  personnel  of  its 
membership.  The  Committee  al- 
ways has  endeavored,  at  least 
while  I  have  been  a  member  of  it, 
to  look  ahead  and  see  what  the  suc- 
ceeding Commit tet  will  face  in  a 
financia1  way. 

Undoubtedly,  che  passage  of  this 
budget  tonight  anticipates  a  sub- 
stantial oalance  at  the  end  of  1927. 
My  reasons  for  justifying  appropri- 
ations of  money  with  an  almost  ab- 
solute assurance  that  there  will  be 
a  balance,  are  as  follows: 

First,  that  the  Oomimdttee  of  1928 
will  start  off  the  year  with  a  reason- 
able assurance  that  they  can  carry 
on  present  enterprises  and  grow  ana 
expand  normally  without  additional 
appropriating  power  for  this  increase 
and  expansion.  If  we  turn  back  a 
large  sum  of  money  this  year,  or  do 
not  appropriate  to  the  limit  allowed 
us  by  the  Legislature,  I  feel  equai^ 
centadn  that  the  Committee  next  year 
will  have  to  ask  for  additional  ap- 
propriating power  to  carry  on  its 
normal  program.  If  we,  however,  do 
pass  the  budget,  which  we  have  pre- 
viously voted  to  pass,  the  School 
Committee  next  year  will  only  have 
to  petition  the  Legislature  for  ad- 
ditional appropriating  power  if  they 
decide  to  put  into  effect  a  new  and 
more  costly  salary  schedule. 

The  only  large  item  in  our  budget 
from  which  money  could  be  safely 
set  aside  is  the  item  of  salaries  of 
instructors.  Boston  is  still  paying 
lower  average  salaries  than  most 
cities  of  her  size  in  this  country.  A 
slight  salary  increase  could  be  given 
this  year  to  all  the  various  groups 
of  teachers,  but  M  this  were  dione, 
succeeding  School  Committees  would 
have  difficulty  in  meeting  these  ob- 
ligations assumed  in  19.27.  For  this 
reason,  for  group  increases  for  1927, 
I  feel  constrained  to  let  the  present 
salary  schedule  remain  effective. 
If,  however,  the  Committee  of  1'928 
desires  to  more  nearly  equalize  Bos- 
ton salaries  in  the  teaching  profes- 
sion with  those  of  other  cities  of  the 
country,  by  making  a  full  appropria- 
tion this  year,  the  Committee  of 
1928  would  have  to  ask  the  Legisla- 
ture for  only  a  slight  increase  in 
appropriating  power.  The  large  bal- 
ance this  year  is  not  an  absolute  bal- 
ance from  the  budget  of  1927,  but  a 
cumulative  balance  which  has  grown 
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to  its  present  size  by  the  accretion 
of  various  balances  from  years  past. 
This  balance  is  largely  due  to  the 
large  increase  in  valuation  during 
the  last  few  years  which  has  aver- 
aged about  sixty  millions  of  dollars 
annually.  If  in  1928,  as  we  may 
well  suppose,  the  increased  valua- 
tion is  but  thirty  millions  of  dollars, 
the  School  Committee  of  that  year. 
for  ordinary  expansion  and  growth 
will  begin  to  feel  the  effect  of  this 
smaller  increase   in   valuation. 

Wo,  the  School  Committee,  feel 
.•in'  responsibility  to  the  individual 
taxpayer  and  to  the  rentpayer  of 
Boston  who  is  carrying  the  burden- 
some cost  of  schools  and  school  op- 
erations. Wf  are  not  endeavoring 
to  see  how  large  a  load  we  can  place 
oi»  the  taxpayers'  or  rentpayers' 
shoulders,  but  we  are  trying  to  see 
how  well  we  can  educate  the  individ- 
ual child.  The  citizens  of  Boston 
have  not.  in  numbers,  spoken  to 
me  in  a  critical  way  of  the  in- 
creased school  costs  because  evident- 
ly these  citizens  realize  that  we  are 
trying  to  do  more  and  more  for  the 
children  of  Boston  in  an  education- 
al way. 

This  question  of  budget  is  not  a 
question  of  personal  antagonism  be- 
tween the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  the  School  Committee  of  the 
same  city,  but  merely  a  question  of 
the  policy  in  financing  our  school 
system.  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion 
that  the  passing  of  this  budget  to- 
night even  though  it  is  over  the 
Mayer's  veto,  is  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  children  of  Boston  and 
their   parents,   the   taxpayers. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  First  I  wiish  to  enter 
into  the  records  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee meeting  a  comparative  analy- 
sis of  the  annual  balances  of  1916  to 
date,  as  follows:

Permit  me  to  felicitate  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Committee  on  their  very 
excellent  and  eloquent  dissertations. 
Their  very  eloquence  makes  my  task 
the  easier  as  the  ground  has  been 
well  covered.  The  fact  remains  that 
we  "will  have  a  substantial  balance 
of  $600,000  at  the  end  of  this  year. 
It  does  not  require  any  lengthy  dis- 
cussion to  point  out  the  sanity  of 
this  statement.  We  will  have  a  bal- 
ance of  over  half  a  million  dollars 
There  is  no  question  but  what  the 
tax  rate  is  overly  burdensome.  Real 
izing  that  our  first  duty  is  to  the 
schools,  the  members  during  their 
respective  tenures  of  office  have 
functioned  with  the  primary  end  in 
view   of   the   welfare   of   the   schools 


and  the  children.  This  realization  ac- 
tuated each  and  every  member  in 
L926,  yet  withal  we  have  a  balance 
of  $668,226.51.  A  balance  of  $668  - 
2'2i6.'91,  though  the  legimiaite  needsi  of 
the  schools  and  the  school  children 
were   adequately   cared   for. 

Each  member  of  this  Committee 
has  expressed  his  firm  belief  in  the 
policy  of  sane  retrenchment  and  sen- 
sible economy.  We  know  as  indi- 
viduals and  as  School  Committee 
members,  that  a  measured  pocket- 
book  is  an  excellent  guide  tpwarrt 
economy.  We  know  further  that  a 
big  balance  is  a  trying  temptation 
toward  extravagance.  I  say  we  have 
conducted  the  schools  with  the  maxi- 
mum return  to  the  child  and  to  the 
community  according  to  the  best  of 
our  ability  in  the  year  1926,  and  yet 
we  have  come  through  with  the  big 
balance  of  $668,226.51. 

We  are  not  going  to  go  bankrupt, 
nor  does  it  necessarily  follow,  as  Mr. 
O'Hare  would  infer,  that  this  Com- 
mittee must  go  to  the  Legislature 
this  year  and  each  year  thereafter 
merely  because  we  refuse  at  this 
time  to  override  the  Mayors  veto, 
merely  because  we  refuse  this  time 
to  appropriate  to  the  legislative 
limit. 

We  may  and  probably  will  come 
through  with  a  handsome  surplus 
with  over  a  half  million  dollars  after 
all  the  legitimate  n°eds  of  the 
schools  and  school  children  shall 
have   been   served   well. 

My  vote  to  sustain  the  Mayor's 
veto  is  a  vote  to  translate  into  ac- 
tion our  common  intention  to  co- 
operate intelligently  and  actively 
with  the  chief  executive  of  this  city 
in  lowering  the  tax  rate  of  this 
city. 

There  is  no  check  like  a  monetary 
check.  My  action  in  sustaining  the 
Mayor's  veto  in  no  way  determines 
the  amount  that  is  to  be  left  unap- 
propriated. This  amount  will  be 
determined  after  a  careful  survey  in 
the  reconsideration  of  the  budget, 
curtailing  and  dispensing  where  we 
may  without  affecting  injuriously 
the  welfare  of  the  child. 

The  legislature  fixes  our  appro- 
priating power  and  its  limit.  It 
says  we  may  appropriate  up  to  the 
limit  fixed.  It  does  not  necessarily 
follow  that  we  should  appropriate  to 
this    limit. 

Mr.  O'Hare  says  that  he  has  not 
been  approached  by  critical  tax- 
payers. I  must  hold  otherwise.  I 
have  been  approached  many  times 
by  intelligent,  interested  citizens 
complaining  against  the  extrava- 
gance of  the  School  Committee.  .1 
am  not  attempting  to  temporize  with 
the  taxpayers,  nor  with  the  Mayor; 
that  is  not  my  attitude.  My  attitude 
and  action  are  based  on  common 
sense.  Note  the  balances  set  forth 
herein;  note  also  the  fact  that  we 
will  have  in  all  probability  a  balance 
of  more  than  half  a  million  dollars 
next  year;  note  further  the  fact  that 
the   taxpayers   are  demanding  a   re-

duction  in  the  tax  rate;  note  further 
that  we  have  in  our  system  without 
question  certain  educational  activi- 
ties which  might  well  be  eliminated. 
not  only  with  financial  saving,  but 
with    educational   benefit. 

I  say  that  we  should  sustain  the 
Mayor's  veto  at  this  time  to  the  end 
that  we  may  go  over  our  budget. 
carefully,  thoroughly  and  exhaustive- 
ly with  the  end  in  view  of  retrench- 
ment and  economy  without  injurious 
hurt  to  the  educational  rights  of 
the  school  children  of  the  Bo&ton 
Public  Schools. 

I  vote  to  sustain  the  Mayors  veto. 

Dr.  Bogan:  I  have  read  very  care- 
fully the  communication  from  His 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  under  date  of 
May  21,  1927,  returning  the  appro- 
priation order  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, dated  May  9,  1927,  without 
his  signature,  for  the  reason  that  he 
believes  the  appropriations  voted 
are  in  excess  of  the  necessary  re- 
quirements for  the  fiscal  year. 

In  1919  the  appropriating  power 
of  the  School  Committee  was  codi- 
fied in  Chapter  206  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1919.  Section  4  of  said  Chap- 
ter 206  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919 
provides  that  any  balance  of  an  ap- 
propriation made  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee remaining  unexpended  at  the 
close  of  any  financial  year,  and  not 
needed  to  carry  out  the  require- 
ments of  any  statute,  gift,  trust,  or 
special  appropriation,  shall  be  added 
to  the  amount  which  the  School 
Committee  is  authorized  to  appro- 
priate for  the  financial  year  next 
ensuing.  It  is  evident  therefore,  that 
the  law  contemplates  the  using  of 
balances  by   the   School   Committee. 

Under  the  statutes,  the  Mayor 
petitions  the  Legislature  each  fiscal 
year  for  a  certain  tax  limit,  which 
ne  believes  will  be  needed  to  operate 
the  departments  under  his  control, 
exclusive  of  schools.  The  School 
Committee  is  not  expected  to  peti- 
tion each  year  for  a  tax  limit,  bu' 
is  expected,  except  under  extraordi- 
nary conditions,  to  carry  the  school 
system  on  the  basis  of  its  appropri- 
ating power  which  takes  in  the 
funds  from  the  tax  levy,  the  funds 
from  unexpended  balances  of  the 
preceding  year,  the  estimated  income 
for  the  year  and  the  excess  of  in- 
come one  year  over  the  other,  if 
any. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee has  been  proceeding  carefully 
under  its  appropriating  power.  As 
previously  pointed  out  the  School 
Committee  has  not  petitioned  for 
additional  appropriating  power  for 
genera]  school  purposes  during  the 
period  from  1921  to  date,  with  the 
exception  of  the  additional  appro- 
priating power  allowed  by  the  Leg- 
islature to  meet  the  cost  of  the  gen- 
eral salary  increase  which  took  ef- 
fect September  1,  1925.  This  petition 
had  the  support  of  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  at  that  time,  the  Boston  Fin- 
ance   Commission,    the    Chamber    of 


Commerce  and  other  organizations; 
all  of  these  organizations  believing 
that  it  was  in  the  interests  of  the 
pupils  in  the  public  schools  to  pay 
such  salaries  as  would  retain  ef- 
ficient teachers  in  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic   Schools. 

While  it  is  true  that  if  retrench- 
ment is  practised  this  year  that  the 
School  Committee  may  come 
through  the  year  with  a  substantial 
balance,  it  is  also  evident  that  witli 
the  increase  in  average  valuation  on 
which  appropriations  are  based  com- 
ing down  to  normal  in  1928,  such 
balance  will  toe  absolutely  needed 
for  school  purposes  in  1928. 

The  educational  experts  in  the  sys- 
tem have  several  times  during  the 
year  1926  and  this  year,  presented 
to  the  School  Committee  projects 
which  they  believe  are  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  efficient  conduct 
of  the  public  schools.  These  recom- 
mendations have  come  from  the  Su- 
perintendent, the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents and  the  Board  of  Appor- 
tionment, and  many  of  them  are 
now  before  the  School  Committee  or 
to  come  up  for  consideration  at  a 
later  date.  If  the  School  Committee 
were  disposed  to  spend  money  freely,  i 
all  of  these  projects  would  have  been 
adopted  at  very  substantial  cost,  but 
it  is  only  fair  to  the  Committee  to 
say  that  it  has  been  proceeding  very 
cautiously,  bearing  in  mind  the 
financial  effect  of  such  projects  on 
future  years. 

For  instance,  there  are  before  the 
School  Committee  at  the  present 
time  a  great  many  petitions  from 
groups  of  teachers  for  adjustment 
of  salaries.  It  has  been  the  policy 
of  the  School  Committee  to  reply  to 
these  requests  that  they  will  be 
given  careful  consideration  whenev- 
er financial  conditions   warrant. 

There  is  a  demand  for  the  upward 
extension  of  high  school  education 
to  include  one  or  two  years  of 
college  work  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding for  higher  education  for  a 
large  group  of  boys  and  girls. 

The  recommendation  has  been 
made  to  convert  the  Boston  Clerics  J 
School  for -Girls  into  a  junior  college 
for  girls. 

The  School  Committee  has  been  in- 
formed by  the  educational  experts 
that  the  number  of  pupils  to  a  teach 
er  in  the  elementary  schools  should 
be  reduced  to  40,  and  that  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  to  a  teacher  in  inter- 
mediate schools  should  be  reduced  to 
35.  Tentative  approval  has  been 
given  to  the  proposition  in  inter- 
mediate schools,  but  as  yet  no  action 
has  been  taken. 

There  is  also  the  insistence  that 
better  supervision  be  given  to  class- 
room instruction.  It  has  been  stated 
that  the  teaching  loads  of  heads  of 
departments  in  high  schools  is  too 
heavy  and  that  it  should  be  reduced 
in  order  to  afford  such  heads  of  de- 
partments the  opportunity  to  super- 
vise the  teachers  under  their  control, 
thereby  making  the  instruction  of 
the  boys  and  girls  in  the  high  schools 
produce  better  results.

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I  am  referring  briefly  to  these 
projects  that  I  have  heard  discussed 
with  the  School  Committee  simply 
to  show  that  the  Committee  has 
been  proceeding  cautiously  in 
financing  the  school  system.  Never- 
theless, it  is  agreed  that  there  are 
certain  desirable  projects  calling  for 
various  substantial  additional  ex- 
penditures that  must  be  given  con- 
sideration. I  refer  particularly  to 
the  insistence  that  the  time  has 
come  to  reduce  the  quota  of  pupils 
to  a  teacher  if  instruction  is  to  be 
given  along  effective  lines,  to  the 
pupils   in    the   public   schools. 

Looking  forward  to  the  financial 
situation  in  1928  and  realizing  that 
there  is  a  reorganization  of  the 
School  Committee  on  January  1, 
192S,  it  is  my  recommendation  that 
no  sum  be  left  unappropriated,  in 
view  of  the  information  set  forth 
in  this  communication  to  the  effect 
that  there  are  very  many  desirable 
projects  that  the  present  School 
Committee  and  the  School  Commit- 
tee in  192S  may  wish  to  place  in 
operation  at  the  earliest  possible 
date. 


The  Chairman  asked  if  the  Busi- 
ness Manager  desired  »to  make  a 
statement  and  in  response  the  Busi- 
ness Manager  made  the  following 
statement: 

Ever  since  this  controversy  started 
with  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  I  have 
on  several  occasions  recommended  to 
your  Committee  that  it  leave  no 
sums  unappropriated  this  year,  re- 
gardless of  the  possibility  of  a  bal- 
ance of  five  or  six  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  remaining  at  the  end  of 
the  year 

The  budget  actually  represents 
the  combined  judgment  of  the  Super- 
intendent, the  Business  Manager, 
and  the  Board  of  Apportionment. 
Realizing  that  we  may  have  a  sub- 
stantial balance  at  the  end  of  1927, 
it  has  been  my  opinion  all  along 
that  this  Committee  should  in  no 
way  jeopardi-  '  the  School  Committee 
of  1928  by  leaving  unappropriated 
sums  varying  from  $250,000  to 
•5500,000. 

The  history  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  the  past  when  controver- 
sies of  this  nature  have  arisen  be- 
tween the  Mayor  and  the  School 
Committee,  shows  that  the  Commit- 
tee has  consistently  refused  to  leav; 
sums  unappropriated,  because  each 
Committee  took  into  consideration 
the  effect  of  such  action  upon  fol- 
lowing financial  years.  I  have 
stressed  in  my  communications  to 
your  Board  that  the  Mayor  is 
obliged  to  go  to  the  Legislature  each 
year  and  have  the  tax  limit  fixed 
for  city  departments  under  his  con- 
trol. I  know  from  my  experience 
before  the  Legislature,  and  your 
Superintendent  knows,  that  the  Leg- 
islature does  not  expect  the  School 
Committee    to    go    up    each    year    to 


have  a  limit  fixed.  The  School 
Committee  has  not  been  to  the  Leg- 
islature since  1921  for  additional 
appropriating  power,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  that  needed  for  the  gen- 
eral increase  in  salaries  of  teachers 
allowed  on  September  1,  1925.  In 
short,  we  have  been  living  within 
our  tax  limit  appropriations,  plus 
the  money  available  from  our  esti- 
mated income  and  the  money  avail- 
able from  our  unexpended  balances. 
In  my  opinion,  the  diversion  of 
$250,000  to  $500,000  from  your  funds 
this  year  will  endanger  the  finan- 
cial situation  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee in   1928. 


Mr.  Sullivan;  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  Business  Man- 
ager a  question.  Do  you  believe  the 
time  has  come  when  this  School 
Committee  may  well  curtail  sub- 
stantially the  items  now  in  this 
budget? 

Business  Manager:  I  would  not 
care  to  answer  this  because  1  think 
it   is  an   educational   problem. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Let  me  put  it  this 
way.  Then  your  statement  given 
just  now  is  merely  the  statement 
of  a  business  manager,  assuming 
that  everything  as  set  forth  in  this 
budget     is    sound     educationally. 

Business  Manager:  I  do  not  think 
that  comes  within  my  province,  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  items  are  sound 
educationally.  My  talk  is  wholly 
based  on  finances,  regardless  of  the 
educational  features  of  your  budget. 
My  recommendation  right  along  has 
been  based  on  the  premise  that  in 
leaving  substantial  sums  unappro- 
priated you  are  jeopardizing  the 
financial  situation  of  the  School 
Committee  in  1928. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Your  opinion  is 
merely  an  opinion  concerning  the 
financial  aspect  of  the  budget  and 
not  the  educational  values  contained 
therein. 

Business   Manager:     Yes. 


Dr.  Bogan:  I  will  make  this  addi- 
tional statement.  As  of  January 
1st,  this  Board  agreed  that  every- 
thing now  in  the  budget  should  re- 
main. Then  the  items  of  growth 
and  expansion  were  taken  up  with 
the  Board  of  Apportionment,  and  all 
the  items  that  went  into  the  present 
budget  were  agreed  to  by  this  Com- 
mittee. Some  thirty  additional  items 
of  growth  and  expansion  were 
brought  in  before  the  School  Com- 
mittee, but  because  of  lack  of  money 
available  this  year,  they  were 
turned   down. 


Mr.  Sullivan:  I  just  want  to  get 
the  Business  Manager  clear.  Mr. 
Business  Manager:  Then  you  pass 
no  opinion  at  all  on  anything  in  this 
budget  except  the  routine  matters, 
such  as  salaries. 
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Business  Manager:  I  pass  no  opin- 
ion on  the  educational  value  of  any 
item    in    this   budget. 

.Mr.  O'Hare  offered  the  following: 
ORDERED,  That  the  sum  oi 
$o,000,000.00  be  appropriated  on  ac- 
count in  order  that  there  shall  be  no 
holdup  -jn  teachers'  salaries,  the 
sub-division  of  ;tems  under  the  or- 
der to  be  determined  later. 

At  Mr.  O'Hare  s  request,  the  order 
was  lak!  over  fo-  action  at  a  special 
meeting'  to  be  held   next  Monday. 


The  Business  Manager  pointed 
out  that  it  -..-ill  be  necessary  before 
August  l,  to  determine  the  total 
amount  of  money  that  will  be  re- 
quired for  the  maintenance  of  the 
schools  for  the  current  year  in  or- 
der that  necessaiy  certification  may 
be  made  to  the  Board  of  Assessors 
by  that  date.

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Business  Manager,  under 
date  of  June  13,  1927,  stating  that 
pending  final  determinations  by  the 
Committee  of  the  amounts  to  be  al- 
lowed for  the  financial  year  1927 
to  cover  the  cost  of  maintenance  of 
the  Boston  Public  Schools;  the  cost 
of  administration  and  supervision, 
and  the  cost  of  sundry  other  serv- 
ices and  expenses,  exclusive  of  the 
item  "Alteration  and  repair  of  school 
buildings,  and  for  furnitvre,  fixtures, 
and  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire, 
and  for  fire  protection  for  existing 
buildings,  and  for  improving  exist- 
ing school  yards"  it  is  necessary  to 
make  appropriations  "on  account" 
in  addition  to  the  appropriations  "on 
account"  made  at  the  meeting  of 
April  4,    1927. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
320  of  the  Acts  of  1S89  the  School 
Committee,  pending  the  adoption  of 
the  budget  for  the  year  and  the  pass- 
ing of  the  appropriation  orders  con- 
nected therewith,  may  make  expen- 
ditures which  shall  not  he  in  excess 
of  one-third  of  the  total  expendi- 
tures for  the  financial  year  immedi- 
ately  preceding. 

The  Business  Manager  recom- 
mends the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order  making  appropria- 
tions "on  account"  for  all  items 
of  maintenance,  with  the  exception 
of  the  item,  "Alteration  and  repair 
of  school  buildings,  and  for  furni- 
ture, fixtures,  and  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire,  and  for  fire  protec- 
tion for  existing  buildings,  and  for

ATTENDANCE  AT  CONVENTION 
OF  THE  AMERICAN  LEGION. 
Mr.  O'Hare  offered  the  following: 
ORDERED,  That  any  employee  of 
the  School  Committee  who  is  a  mem- 
ber in  good  standing  of  an  American 
Legion  Post  and  who  actually  at- 
tends the  American  Legion  Conven- 
tion in  France  in  1927,  shall  be  al- 
lowed not  more  than  six  weeks' 
leave  of  absence  between  Sept.  1  afnd 
Oct.  15.  1927.  no  deduction  in  salary 
to  be  made  for  said  leave  of  absence 
for  the  first  four  weeks  of  said 
leave,  and  deduction  beyond  the 
four  weeks'  period  of  said  leave  to 
be  made  at  the  present  "half  pay" 
rate,  as  provided  in  section  33S.  par- 
agraph 4,  of  the  regulations. 

Question  came  on  the  passage  cf 
the  order,  and  in  connection  there- 
with the  following  statements  were 
made: 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  am  voting  against 
the  order  introduced  by  Mr.  O'Hare 
because  I  do  not  think  that  any  pref- 
erence should  be  given  to  the  vet- 
erans in  the  employ  of  the  School 
Committee.  If  I  am  correctly  in- 
formed, the  American  Legionnaires 
or  war  veterans  in  other  branches 
of  the  service,  municipal  and  State, 
are  no:  to  be  permitted  the  dispen- 
sation proposed  in  Mr.  O'Hare's 
order.  I  feel  that  the  employees  of 
the  School  Committee  who  are  vet- 
erans are  in  better  positions,  gen- 
erally speaking,  than  employees  in 
similar  capacities  in  other  govern- 
mental positions.  I  feel  that  we 
cannot  afford,  in  the  light  of  the 
situation  as  it  exists,  to  grant  this 
dispensation.  I  am  a  member  of  the 
American  Legion,  but,  as  I  have 
said,     since    neither    federal,     state 


nor  municipal  employees  who  are 
legionnaires  are  to  be  given  the  dis- 
pensation now  proposed,  I  find  my- 
self unable  to  vote  in  favor  of  Mr. 
O'Hare's   order. 

Mr.  Gray:  I  shall  vote  against  the 
order.  I  do  this  with  regret  because, 
having  served  in  the  American  Ex- 
peditionary Forces  and  being  a 
member  of  the  American  Legion,  I 
appreciate  what  this  trip  means. 
The  Committee  has  been  informed 
that  other  city  and  state  employees 
are  not  to  be  granted  the  privilege 
of  leave  of  absence  without  loss  of 
pay,  or  with  part  pay,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  attendiing  the  convention. 
In  view  of  this  fact,  I  am  voting  in 
the  negative. 

Mrs.  Barron:  I  am  voting  in  the 
negative  for  the  reasons  already  ex- 
pressed by  Mr.  Sullivan  and  Mr. 
Gray. 

Dr.  Bogan:  I  am  voting  in  the 
negative  for  the  reasons  already 
stated  by  Mr.  Sullivan  and  Mr. 
Gray.  I,  too,  am  a  member  of  the 
American  Legion  and  of  the  Veter- 
ans of  Foreign  Wars.  For  these 
reasons  I  would  like  to  see  the  vet- 
erans given  the  opportunity  if  it 
could  be  done,  but  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  municipal,  state  and  fed- 
eral employees  are  not  to  be  granted 
the  dispensation,  I  do  not  believe 
that  this  department  should  be 
called  upon  to  allow  its  employees 
the  privilege  of  leave  of  absence  to 
attend  the  convention  without  loss 
of  pay  or  with  part  pay.  '  Apart 
from  the  question  whether  leave  for 
the  purpose  with  pay  or  with  part 
pay,  could  be  granted  legally,  I  do 
not  believe  that  we  should  use  the 
taxpayers'  money  to  allow  men  or 
women  extended  leave  of  absence  on 
full  pay  or  part  pay  for  the  purpose. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  It  goes  without  say- 
ing that  I  am  voting  in  favor  of  the 
order  which  I  have  introduced.  If 
the  permission  were  granted  there 
would  be  very  few  in  the  service 
who  could  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity,  either  with  full  pay  or 
part  pay.  The  number  would  be  so 
small  that  it  would  in  no  way  em- 
barrass the  administration  or  seri- 
ously interfere  with  the  running  of 
the  schools. 

The  Chairman  declared  the  order 
lost,  four  members  ha  ring  voted  in 
the  negative.

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Board  of  Apportionment, 
under  date  of  June  13,  1927,  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  an  accom- 
panying order  providing  an  addition- 
al    appropriation     by     transfer     to 


cover  the  additional  cost  of  a  land 
and  building  item  previously  au- 
thorized. 

Placed  on  file. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing, 
the  Chairman  made  the  following 
statement: 

The  School  Committee  regrets  the 
necessity  for  this  additional  appro- 
priation for  the  Mahler  Road  site 
and  has  long  delayed  action,  hoping 
that  some  other  solution  might  be 
found.  It  seems  now  that  there  is 
no  alternative  unless  the  Committee 
is  willing  to  abandon  the  site  which 
has  been  taken  and  meet  the  cost 
of  the  damages  which  will  be  more 
than  $100,000.  according  to  the  state- 
ments of  the  architect  and  the  con- 
tractor, filed  by  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission. 

On  May  18,  1925,  an  appropriation 
in  the  sum.  of  $13,000  was  made  for 
the  purchase  of  land,  as  asked  for 
by  the  Schoolhouse  Commission.  On 
March  15,  1926,  appropriation  in  the 
sum  of  $154,500  was  made  for  "plans 
and  construction"  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission. 
May  10,  1926  the  sum  of  $9,700  was 
transferred  from  the  appropriation 
for  the  Mahler  Road  site,  that 
amount  being  reported  by  the  School- 
house  Commission  as  available  for 
transfer  on  account  of  reduction 
in  estimate  and  postponement  of 
purchase  of  equipment  for  the  build- 
ing. 

Under  date  of  May  12,  1927,  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission  requested 
an  additional  appropriation  of  $60,- 
000,  reporting  that  "upon  exposing  to 
view  the  underlying  soil  it  was  found 
that  its  condition  made  it  necessary 
for  the  Board  to  change  the  form  of 
construction,  making  this  a  job 
where  piles  have  to  be  driven.  This 
additional  appropriation  is  therefore 
necessary  to  cover  the  extra  work 
on  the  foundations  of  this  proposed 
building." 

It  seems  to  the  School  Commit- 
tee that  reasonably  adequate  knowl- 
edge of  the  condition  of  the  land 
selected  should  have  been  in  the 
possession  of  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission before  the  taking  was  com- 
pleted. Had  this  been  done  there 
would  be  now  no  need  for  additional 
appropriation  because  the  contract 
would  not  have  been  awarded  until 
decision  was  reached  as  to  the  suita- 
bility of  the   land. 

There  appears  to  be  now  but  two 
alternatives: 

1.  Abandon  the  site  and  pay  dam- 
ages of  over  $100,000  according  to 
the  figures  filed  by  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission,  or 

2.  Provide  for  additional  $60,000 
asked  for,  in  order  to  permit  of  the 
driving  of  piles  and  immediate 
progress  on  the  erection  of  the 
building. 

If  the  first  proposition  were  de- 
cided upon,  there  would  be  an  ex- 
penditure in  excess  of  $100,000  plus 
the  cost  of  land,  with  no  school 
building.      The    second    proposition 
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will  mean  an  additional  outlay  of 
$60,000  but  will  give  a  school  build- 
ing to  meet  the  immediate  needs  of 
the  section.  The  Board  of  Appor- 
tionment reports  that  there  is  no 
other  suitable  available  site  in  that 
section  of  West  Roxbury.  Conse- 
quently, the  Committee  reluctantly 
agrees  to  this  additional  appropri- 
ation.

The  budget  showing  the  detailed 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  maintenance 
of  the  public  schools,  of  the  cost  of 
administration  and  supervision;  and 
of  the  cost  of  sundry  other  services 
and  expenses  of  the  public  schools 
for  the  financial  year  1927,  exclusive 
of  the  item  "Alteration  and  repair  of 
school  buildings,  and  for  furniture, 
fixtures,  and  means  of  escape  in  case 
of  fire,  and  for  fire  protection  for 
existing  buildings,  and  for  improving 
existing  school  yards,"  adopted  at 
the  meeting  of  May  9,  1927.  called 
for  appropriations  totalling  $14,862.- 
793.05.  (See  minutes  of  meeting  of 
May  9,  1927,  for  complete  details). 

On  May  21,  1927,  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  vetoed  this  budget  under 
authority  provided  in  section  2  of 
chapter  206  of  the  Special  Acts  of 
1919,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  2.  The  votes  of  the 
school  committee  making  appropria- 
tions as  aforesaid  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  orders  or  votes 
of  the  city  council  appropriating 
money,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  provisions  of  law  in  respect 
to  approval  by  the  mayor,  except 
that  a  vote  of  four  of  the  members 
of  the  school  committee,  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays,  shall  be  necessary  to 
pass  such  appropriations  over  the 
veto  of  the  mayor." 

At  the  meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee held  on  June  8,  1927,  the  veto 
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<>f  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  was  sus- 
tained.  (Sec  minutes  of  meeting  of 
June  8,  1927  for  complete  details). 

At  the  conference  of  the  School 
Committee  held  on  June  13,  1927, 
the  Business  Manager  was  instruc- 
ted to  reduce  the  total  estimates  of 
the  budget,  amounting  as  heroin 
stated  to  $14,862,793.05,  by  the  sum 
of  $200,000.  Carrying  out  such  in- 
structions, I  suggest  that  the  sub- 
item  under  Gen  ral  School  Purposes, 
viz.,  "Salaries  of  Instructors  (princi- 
pals, teachers,  members  of  the  u- 
pervising  staff  and  others)"  which 
sub-item,  in  the  budget  with  detailed 
estimates  adopted  at  the  meeting  of 
May  9,  1927,  called  for  a  total  appro- 
priation of  $11,43  4,562.00,  be  changed 
to  read  $11,234,562.00.  As  a  result 
of  such  action  the  total  of  the  origi- 
nal estimates,  viz.,  $14,862,793.05,  is 
reduced  to  $14,662,793.05. 

The  appropriations  made  "on  ac- 
count" at  the  meeting  of  April  4, 
1927,  and  at  the  meeting  of  June 
13,  1927,  total  $8,603,500.00.  Taking 
into  consideration  the  information 
submitted  in  the  foregoing  para- 
graphs, I  am  recommending  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order 
which,  together  with  the  two  appro- 
priations "on  account"  mentioned, 
provides  for  appropriations  for  the 
financial  year  1927  totaling  $14,662;- 
793.05  to  cover  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance of  the  public  schools;  the 
cost  of  administration  and  super- 
vision; and  the  cost  of  sundry  other 
services  and  expenses  of  the  public 
schools,  exclusive  of  the  item  "Al- 
teration and  repair  of  school  build- 
ings and  for  furniture,  fixtures,  and 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and 
for  fire  protection  for  existing  build- 
ings, and  for  improving  existing 
school  yards."

As  the  members  responded  to  the 
roll  call,  each  member  made  a  state- 
ment in  connection  therewith,  which 
statements  were  ordered  spread 
upon  the  records,  as  follows: 

Mr.  Gray:  Under  existing  law  the 
affirmative  vote  of  four  of  the  five 
members  of  the  Committee  is  neces- 
sary to  pass  an  appropriating  order. 
At  the  meeting  on  May  9,  four  mem- 
bers voting  in  the  affirmative  arid 
one  member — Mrs.  Barron — not  vot- 
ing, the  appropriation  order  in  ques- 
tion was  passed.  Under  that  order, 
which  I  shall  hereafter  refer  to  as 
the  budget,  the  Committee  voted  to 
appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  schools 
for  the  year  1927  all  sums  which  the 
Committee  by  law  is  authorized  to 
appropriate. 

The  budget  thus  adopted  by  the 
Committee  was  subsequently  vetoed 
by  the  Mayor  with  the  request  from 
His  Honor  that  the  Committee  re- 
vise its  estimates  so  as  to  leave  un- 
appropriated the  sum  of  $500,000. 
To  pass  the  budget  over  the  Mayor's 
veto  four  affirmative  votes  are  again 
necessary.  At  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  June  8  the  Chairman, 
Mr:  O'Hare  and  I  voted  in  favor  of 
the  original  budget,  or  in  other 
words,  voted  to  override  the  Mayor's 
veto.  The  other  two  members,  Mrs. 
Barron  and  Mr.  Sullivan,  voted  to 
sustain  the  veto,  with  the  result  that 
the  budget  as  adopted  on  May  9 
failed  of  passage. 

If  the  situation  thus  presented, 
viz.,  that  of  a  minority  blocking  the 
wishes  of  the  majority,  is  unusual 
in  School  Committee  annals,  the  fact 
remains  that  the  Legislature  in  pro- 
viding that  four  affirmative  votes 
were  necessary  to  the  passage  of  the 
budget  must  have  intended  that  in 
a  matter  of  such  great  importance, 
involving  as  it  does  many  millions 
of  dollars,  more  unanimity  was  de- 
sirable than  is  to  be  found  in  the 
expression  of  a  bare  majority.  In 
effect  the  Legislature  has  directed 
that  where  an  honest  and  sincere 
difference  of  opinion  has  arisen  as 
is  the  case  here  the  members  shall 
get  together  and  adjust  their  differ- 
ences. 

Under  the  law  we  are  required  to 
notify  the  Board  of  Assessors  before 
August  1  of  the  total  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  for  all  school  purposes. 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  not  in  favor  of 
revising  our  budget  or  of  leaving 
any  sums  unappropriated  this  year. 
My  reasons  for  this  were  stated  in 
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detail  at  the  meeting-  on  June  8  and 
it  is  unnecessary  at  this  time  to  re- 
iterate them.  I  understand  that  you 
and  Mr.  O'Hare  hold  the  same 
opinion  that  you  expressed  at  that 
meeting.  Mrs.  Barron  and  Mr.  Sulli- 
van, oil  the  other  hand,  remain 
equally  convinced  that  a  con- 
siderable sum  should  be  .".fit  un- 
appropriated this  year.  In  other 
words,  we  are,  putting  it  frankly,  at 
a  deadlock. 

If  all  of  us  persist  in  our  views  no 
budget  will  be  adopted  this  year.  The 
teachers  will  not  be  paid.  The 
schools  will  not  run.  This  is  unthink- 
able. There  should  be  and  there  must 
be  some  common  meeting  ground. 
The  personal  satisfaction  of  adher- 
ing to  one's  vote  as  originally  cast 
must  yield  to  the  more  important 
duty  with  which  we  are  charged, 
namely,  the  running  of  the  schools 
to  the  best  of  our  joint  ability.  With 
this  in  mind  there  is,  in  my  opinion, 
onlv  one  thing  to  do  and  that  is  to 
hgree  upon  a  sum  to  be  left  unappro- 
priated. The  Mayor  has  requested 
that  this  sum  be  $500,000.  This  fig- 
ure in  my  judgment  is  excessive  and 
I  could  not  vote  to  leave  any  such 
amount  unappropriated.  In  our  de- 
liberations on  this  matter  both  Mrs 
Barron  and  Mr.  Sullivan  have  shown 
their  appreciation  of  the  difficulties 
of  the  situation  and  it  is  a  desire  on 
their  part  to  co-operate  to  the  best 
interests  of  all  concerned  which  has 
prompted  them  to  agree  tentatively 
on  the  sum  of  $200,000  as  the  amount 
to  be  left  unappropriated  this  year. 
In  view  of  that  fact  I  am  ready 
under  the  circumstances  tc  vote  in 
favor  of  a  budget  which  leaves  this 
amount — $200,000 — unappropriated. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  am  voting  for  the 
budget  as  now  presented.  As  Mr. 
Gray  has  so  well  expressed  it,  this 
was  a  situation  where  it  was  im- 
perative that  there  be  a  common 
meeting  ground  of  minds,  and  a 
compromise  effected.  I  feel,  and 
have  felt  for  some  time,  that  too 
much  money  is  being  spent  by  the 
School  Committee.  I  feel  that  we 
might  leave  unappropriated  a  sum 
greater  than  $200,000,  but  in  order 
to  insure  the  continuance  of  educa- 
tion here  in  Boston,  I  have  joined 
in  the  compromise  effected,  namely 
the  withholding  from  appropriation 
of  the  sum  of  $200,000. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  Because  I  believe  in 
the  original  budgetary  items  in  toto, 
I  cannot  subscribe  to  this  appro- 
priation order  which  reduces  our 
total  amount  to  be  appropriated  for 
1927  by   $200,000. 

Mrs.  Barron:  At  the  meeting  of 
May  9,  I  did  not  vote  for  the  budget 
as  submitted  by  our  Business  Man- 
ager because,  as  I  had  stated  pre- 
viously, I  had  grave  doubt  as  to  the 
advisability  of  voting  for  a  budget 
which  included  a  surplus  which 
could   not   be   entirely   used   in    1927. 


On  further  consideration,  I  reached 
the  conclusion,  which  was  agreed  to 
by  the  Business  Manager  and  other 
mem-bers  of  the  Committee,  that  the 
passing  of  the  budget  as  originally 
submitted  would  mean  a  surplus  of 
approximately  $600,000.  I  do  not 
believe  in  appropriating  money 
which  admittedly  can  not  be  used 
in  any  one  year. 

I  would  not  vote  to  withhold  from 
appropriating  $200,000  as  I  am  vot- 
ing tonight,  if  I  felt  that  such  ac- 
tion would  in  any  way  limit  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  school  system  or  han- 
dicap the  Superintendent  in  its  ad- 
ministration. I  am  voting  for  the 
reduction  of  $200,000  because  I  am 
convinced  that  with  this  reduction 
we  will  still  have  a  surplus  of  some 
#400,000  at  the  close  of  the  current 
year.  I  am  convinced  that  in  1927, 
even  with  this  reduction,  we  will  be 
able  to  carry  on  desirable  projects. 
I  believe  that  if  we  are  obliged  to 
go  to  the  Legislature  in  1928  for  ad- 
ditional appropriation  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  schools  and  the  car- 
rying through  of  necessary  addi- 
tional activities  we  will  be  given  ad- 
ditional appropriating  power,  be- 
cause I  have  confidence  in  the  jus- 
tice of  the  Legislature.  •    * 

Dr.  Bogan:  At  the  meeting  of  the 
School  Committee  on  May  9,  with 
three  of  my  associates  I  voted  to 
adopt  tihe  budget  for  the  year  1927. 
I  voted  for  the  appropriation  order 
which  was  based  upon  the  bud- 
getary items  submitted  by  the 
Business  Manager  after  conferences 
with  the  educational  officials.  Again 
at  the  meeting  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee on  June  8,  when  the  Committee 
had  under  consideration  the  commun- 
ication from  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
vetoing  the  budget  of  the  School 
Committee,  I  voted  with  two  of  my 
associates  to  pass  the  original  bud- 
get over  the  veto  of  the  Mayor. 
With  reference  to  the  proposition 
that  a  substantial  sum  be  left  un- 
appropriated, in  view  of  a  prospec- 
tive balance  this  year,  I  said,  "Look- 
ing forward  to  the  financial  situa- 
tion in  1928  and  realizing  that  there 
is  a  reorganization  of  the  School 
Committee  on  January  1,  1928,  it  is 
my  recommendation  that  no  sum 
be  left  unappropriated,  in  view  of 
the  information  set  forth  in  this 
communication  to  the  effect  that 
there  are  very  many,  desirable  pro- 
jects that  the  present  School  Com- 
mittee and  the  School  Committee  in 
1928  may  wish  to  place  in  opera- 
tion at  the  earliest  possible  date." 

I  have  not  changed  my  opinion 
in  the  slightest.  I  am  still  firmly 
of  the  opinion  that  the  budget  as 
originaly  presented  should  be  adopt- 
ed and  that  no  sum  should  remain 
unappropriated.  Since,  however,  the 
votes  of  four  of  the  five  members 
of  the  Committee  are  necesary  to 
override  the  Mayor's  veto,  and  since 
it  is  impossible  to  secure  more  than 
three  votes  for  this  purpose,  I  am 
unable  to  carry  out  my  wishes.  The 
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schools  must  function,  the  teachers 
must  be  paid,  the  bills  must  be 
settled,  and  all  this  is  impossible 
without  the  adoption  of  the  budget. 
In  order  that  the  schools  may  be 
open  for  our  children  during  the 
remainder  of  the  present  financal 
year  I  reluctantly  yield  and  vote 
for  the  budget,  leaving  unappropn 
ated  $200,000  of  the  amount  whicn 
may  be  raised  by  law  for  mainte- 
nance of  schools. 

Mr  O'Hare:  If  the  theory  of  ap- 
propriating with  knowledge  before- 
hand that  there  will  be  a  balance  at 
the  end  of  the  year  is  not  sound,  as 
i*  claimed  by  some  students  of  mu- 
nicipal finance,  then  this  present  re- 
duction  of  $200,000  is  not   sound. 

We  all  feel  certain  that  even  now 
with  the  above-mentioned  reduction 
we  will  have  a  balance  at  the  end 
of  1927  of  (between  $350,000  and 
$450,000.  This  reduction,  therefore, 
is  not  accomplishing  the  standard 
set_namely,  appropriating  only  the 
exact  amount   needed. 

I  believe  that  the  original  budget 
as  passed  is  the  proper  one,  because 
my  theory  of  school  finance  takes 
into  ■  consideration  not  only  this 
Committee  of  11927,  but  also  the 
Committee  of  1928.  As  a  continu- 
ing body,  even  with  changes  in  per- 
sonnel I  feel  that  reduction  of  ap- 
propriating power  is  a  very  bad 
precedent. 

And  surely  a  half-way  stand  ot 
appropriating  with  a  knowledge  be- 
forehand of  a  slightly  decreased  sur- 
plus cannot  stand  the  acid'  test  of 
either  view  of  school  finance. 

Mrs.  Barron:  I  am  voting  for  the 
budget  which  will  possibly  leave  a 
substantial  balance  this  year  be- 
cause I  believe  that  to  properly  ad- 
minister our  schools  we  must  allow 
a  margin  of  safety.  I  am  not  vot- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  leaving  a  sur- 
plus of  $400,000  for  1928.  I  am  vot- 
ing for  this  surplus  in  order  to  allow 
provision  for  new  projects  which 
may  be  introduced,  and  to  provide 
for  possible  emergencies  which  may 
arise  during  the  year  in  order  to 
protect  our  schools.

APPROVAL    OF    MINUTES. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting  was  omitted,  the 
Board  approving  them  as  printed. 


ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION 
ORDER. 

The  following  communication  was 
received: 

OFFICE     OF    THE     MAYOR 
CITY  HALL 

July   6,   1927. 
To  the  School  Committee  of  the  City 

of   Boston: 

I  return  herewith  Appropriation 
Order  of  the  School  Committee 
dated  June  21,  1927,  with  my  ap- 
proval, after  reducing  the  total 
amount  $150,000  for  the  reason  that, 
in  my  opinion,  certain  amounts 
voted  are  in  excess  of  the  actual  re- 
quirements for  the  current  financial 
year. 

The  reductions  in  the  items  of  the 
Appropriation   Order  are  as   follows: 

Salaries   of   Instructors.  .  .$100,000.00 

Salaries    of    Officers 10,000.00 

Fuel   and   Light 30,000.00 

Supplies,    Equipment     and 

Incidentals    10,000.00 

$150,000.00 

In  my  veto  communication  to  you 
on  May  21,  I  submitted  certain  facts 
and  figures  based  on  four  months' 
expenditures  that  indicated  a  sur- 
plus at  the  end  of  the  year  in  excess 
of  $500,000.  Your  action  in  support- 
ing my  veto  clearly  showed  that  at 
least  two  members  of  your  Commit- 
tee agreed  with  me  that  the  original 
appropriations  were  excessive  and 
would  produce  a  surplus  which  would 
not  be  expended  until  the  year  1928. 

In  support  of  my  contention,  I 
quote  one  member  of  your  Honorable 
Committee  as  follows:  "On  further 
consideration.  I  reached  the  conclu- 
sion, which  was  agreed  to  by  the 
Business  Manager  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee,  that  the  pass- 
ing of  the  budget  as  originally  sub- 
mitted would  mean  a  surplus  of  ap- 
proximately   $600,000.     I    do   not   be- 


lieve in  appropriating  money  which 
admittedly  cannot  be  used  in  any 
one  year." 

Another  member  of  your  Commit- 
tee is  quoted  as  follows:  "I  feel, 
and  have  felt  for  some  time,  that 
too  much  money  is  being  spent  by 
the  School  Committee.  I  feel  that 
we  might  leave  unappropriated  a 
sum  greater  than  $200,000,  but  in 
order  to  insure  the  continuance  of 
education  here  in  Boston,  I  have 
joined  in  the  compromise  effected, 
namely  tne  withholding  from  appro- 
priation   of    the    sum    of    $200,000." 

Other   members    of    your    Commit- 
tee have  stated  in  meeting  that  they 
were  aware   that   the  appropriations 
voted    would   produce   a   surplus   be- 
yond   the    probable    expenditures    of 
the  year  and  that  they  believed  that 
this  procedure  was  proper.     It  may 
be   of   interest   to   these   other   mem- 
bers   to    learn    that    their   action    in 
appropriating    more   than    the   prob- 
able   expenditures    of     the    current 
financial  year  was  in  direct  conflict 
with   Section    109   of   the    Rules   and 
Regulations   of   the   School   Commit- 
tee, which  provides  in  paragraph  2: 
"He    (Business     Manager)    shall 
annually    prepare    and    submit    to 
the   School   Committee  at   the  last 
regular  meeting  in  February  or  as 
soon    thereafter    as    may    be    prac- 
ticable,   an   itemized   appropriation 
order   prepared   under   the   instruc- 
tions  of   the   School   Committee   to 
cover   the   expenses   of   the    school 
system    for    the    current    financial 
year  with  the  detailed  estimates  of 
the   pirofbaMe  cost    of   the   several 
items." 
Thus    it   appears    that    the    School 
Committee  have  no  authority  for  in- 
tentionally  voting   appropriations   so 
as   to    produce   a   surplus    to    be    ex- 
pended in  the  following  year.     Such 
procedure  is  of  course  unsound  and 
unwise. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  my  veto 
has  caused  two  admissions  to  be 
made  by  your  Honorable  Body;  first 
— that  on  the  basis  of  your  original 
appropriation  order  a  surplus  of 
$600,000  would  result,  and  second — 
that  a  majority  of  your  Committee 
deliberately  voted  to  establish  a  sur- 
plus  for   use   next   year. 

In  support  of  my  opinion  that 
your  original  appropriations  would 
produce  a  surplus  in  excess  of  $500,- 
000  which  you  admit  might  reach 
$600,000,  I  respectfully  submit  the 
following  tabulation:

The  above  figures  should  be  inter- 
esting to  you.  As  you  well  know 
there  will  be  substantial  reductions 
in  expenditures  due  to  the  summer 
vacation,  which  should  be  consid- 
ered in  analyzing  the  figures  for  the 
first   six   months. 

As  a  result  of  my  veto  you  re- 
duced your  original  appropriations 
$200,000.  I  have  made  a  further 
reduction  of  $150,000.  This  total  of 
$350,000,  in  my  opinion,  should  be 
$500,000,  but  not  having  detailed  in- 
formation such  as  you.  should  pos- 
sess, I  refrain  from  further  reduc- 
tion. I  am  convinced,  however,  that 
the  appropriations  as  reduced  are 
more  than  ample  to  take  care  of 
all  the  requirements  for  the  finan- 
cial  year.

As  the  members  responded  to  the 
roll  call,  they  made  the  following 
statements: 

Mrs.  Barron:  At  the  meeting  of 
June  21.  1927,  in  order  to  effect  a 
compromise,  because  I  was  willing 
to  go  half  way  with  the  other  mem- 
bers, I  voted  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  order  making  the  $200,000  re- 
duction, though  1  had  suggested  a 
larger  reduction.     It  seems  futile  at 


the  present  time  to  ask  for  a  larger 
reduction  inasmuch  as  the  matter 
has  been  fully  discussed  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  and  an  agree- 
ment for  more  than  the  $200,000  re- 
duction could  not  be  obtained.  I  am 
consequently  voting  for  the  passage 
of  the  order  as  adopted  at  the  meet- 
ing of  June  21,  1927. 

Mr.  Gray:  I  am  voting  for  the  or- 
der as  passed  at  the  meeting  of 
June  21,  1927,  making  a  reduction 
of  $200,000  in  estimates  for  the  rea- 
sons Which  I  stated  at  that  time. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  I  believe  in  the  orig- 
inal budget  and  not  in  the  budget 
reducing  the  total  expenditures  in 
the  sum  of  $200,000,  as  provided 
under  the  terms  of  the  order  passed 
at  the  meeting  of  June  21,  1927. 
Consequently  I  will  be  recorded  this 
evening  as  not  voting  on  the  ques- 
tion. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  On  May  9,  1927,  I 
voted  for  the  budget  as  then  pre- 
sented and  for  the  passage  of  the 
order  carrying  the  budget  into  ef- 
fect, for  procedure  purposes.  I  then 
felt  and  still  feel  that  the  appro- 
priation order  permits  of  too  great 
expenditures,  particularly  in  the 
face  of  the  present  tax  rate.  On 
June  8,  1927,  I  voted  to  sustain 
His  Honor's  veto.  At  the  meeting 
of  June  21,  1927,  in  order  to  effect 
a  compromise,  I  voted  to  leave  un- 
appropriated the  sum  of  $200,000. 
As  I  have  said,  that  action  was  a 
compromise  on  the  part  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  and  was  the 
best  compromise  that  could  then  be 
effected.  I  consequently  stand  by 
my  previous  action.

6. — The  whole  number  of  teachers 
to  which  the  Boston  Trade  School 
is  entitled,  exclusive  of  the  prin- 
cipal, vice  principal,  and  shop  su- 
perintendent, and  the  amount  of 
teaching  to  be  allotted  to  the  several 
teachers  shall  be  determined  by 
standards  stated  in  terms  of  teach- 
ing units  (pupil  periods  per  week  of 
instruction  in  ondinary  academic 
subjects,  as  follows: 

(a)  During  the  first  week  of 
October,  or  on  some  other  date  fixed 
by  the  superintendent,  the  principal 
shall    report    to    the    superintendent, 
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in  such  manner  as  the  superintend- 
ent may  determine,  the  number  of 
teaching  units  of  instruction  given 
by  each  teacher  in  his  school. 

(b)  The  standard  number  of 
teaching  units  of  instruction  in 
academic  subjects  shall  be  seven 
hundred  sixty-eight  pupil  periods 
per  week,  based  on  twenty-four 
periods  of  teaching  per  week,  with 
thirty-two  pupils  in  each  class. 

7. — Modifications  of  the  above 
standards  shall  be  made,  as  follows: 

(a)  Ordinary  academic  work  is 
called  "A"  work;  laboratory  instruc- 
tion in  science  is  called  "B"  work; 
instruction  in  shop  work  and  draw- 
ing is  called  "C"  work. 

(b)  The  number  of  teaching  units 
to  be  credited  for  "A"  work  is  to  be 
secured  by  multiplying  the  number 
of  pupil  periods  by   .875. 

(c)  The  number  of  teaching  units 
to  be  credited  for  "B"  work  is  to  be 
secured  by  adding  to  the  number  of 
pupil  hours  eight  for  every  labora- 
tory period  in  which  the  class  is  di- 
vided into  two  sections,  and  thirteen 
for  every  laboratory  period  in  which 
the  class  is  not  so  divided;  and  multi- 
plying the  result  thereof  by   .875. 

(d)  The  number  of  teaching  units 
to  be  credited  for  "C"  work  is  to  be 
secured  by  multiplying  the  number 
of    pupil    hours    by   1.12    {1.12X.875). 

8. — The  number  of  teachers  to 
which  the  Boston  Trade  School  is  en- 
titled shall  be  computed  as  follows: 

(a)  The  number  of  pupil  periods  of 
instruction  of  each  teaciher,  as 
shown  in  the  report  called  for  in 
paragraph  6  (a),  shall  be  entered  in 
me  appropriate  column.  The  number 
of  teaching  units  to  be  credited  to 
the  school  shall  be  entered  in  the 
next  column.  The  standard  nuncber 
of  pupil  periods  in  "A"  work — 768 
shall  be  entered  in  the  next  column. 
Deviation  from  this  standard  shall 
be  entered  in  the  fourth  column  and 
shall  be  marked  X  or  — ,  according 
as  the  credit  for  each  teacher  is 
greater  or  less  than  the  standard. 

(b)  The  difference  between  the 
totals  obtained  as  footings  of  the 
second  and  third  columns;  that  is, 
between  the  totals  of  credits  in 
teaching  units,  and  the  totals  of 
standard  numbers  of  pupil  periods, 
will  show  whether  the  teaching 
force  of  the  school  is  more  or  less 
than  adequate. 

(c)  The  number  of  additional 
teachers  to  which  the  school  is  en- 
titled shall  be  determined  by  di- 
viding the  plus  balance  by  768 — the 
standard  for  men  teachers. 

(d)  The  number  of  teachers  in 
excess  shall  be  determined  by  di- 
viding the  minus  balance  by  768 — 
the    standard    for    men     teachers.

Question  came  on  the  adoption  of 
the  ten  orders  establishing  a  general 
salary  schedule  for  the  year  ending 
Aug.  31,  1928,  which  orders  were 
passed  collectively  by  the  following 
vote: 

YEAS — Mrs.  Barron,  Messrs,  Bo- 
gan,   Gray,   O'Hare   and   Sullivan — 5. 

NAYS— 0. 

In  connection  with  the  adoption 
of  the  salary  schedule,  the  follow- 
ing statements   were  made: 

Mr.  Gray:  While  I  have  not  found 
myself  able  to  agree  with  every  item 
covered  by  the  salary  schedule,  it 
seems  scarcely  necessary  to  go  into 
each  item  in  detail  at  this  time. 
Consequently,  with  this  reservation, 
I  vote  in  favor  of  the  schedule.  I 
wish  to  state,  however,  that  it  is1  to 
me  a  source  of  keen  regret  that  the 
schedule  does  not  carry  the  salary 
increase  recommended  by  the  Board 
of  Apportionment  for  the  group 
headed  by  the  junior  masters  and 
the  group  headed  by  the  head  mas- 
ters. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  want  to  be  record- 
ed also  as  regretting  the  fact  that 
the  schedule  does  not  carry  a  rec- 
ommendation for  an  increase  for 
the  group  of  junior  masters  and 
sub-masters.  I  think  it  is  a  serious 
error  not  to  recognize  by  an  increase 
this  meritorious  service. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  The  question  of  sala- 
ries of  teachers  is  always  a  vexa- 
tious problem.  Five  people  get  to- 
gether and  do  the  best  they  can, 
to  my  mind.  This  year  the  School 
Committee,  by  a  vote  of  4  to  1, — I 
representing  the  minority, — decided 
not  to  go  to  the  Legislature  for 
additional  funds  for  general  salary 
evaluation  and  increase.  Therefore, 
I  felt  this  year  that  no  ■groups 
numerically  large  could  be  raised 
without  causing  -serious  dispropor- 
tion in  the  working  of  the  salary 
schedule.  The  only  group  I  voted  for 
this  year  was  an  increase  of  $120. 
for  a  group  of  two  armorers.  Their 
salary  was  $2,160  and  they  go  to 
$2,280,  and  I  do  that  without  qualm 
of  conscience  because  these  men 
take  care  of  all  the  military  equip- 
ment of  the  schools.  I  do  not  think 
they  are  being  overpaid:  they  are 
not  a  teaching  group.  I  feel  that 
the  salary  schedule  as  adopted,  with- 
out additional  appropriation,  is  as 
fair  a  proposition  as  we  can  get, 
and   I  assent  to   it. 

Mrs.  Barron:  I  also  assent  to  the 
salary  schedule  but  with  regret  that 
we  could  not  raise  all  groups  in  our 
service.  It  is  my  keen  desire  that 
the  women  directors,  each  one  of 
whom  is  receiving  less  than  any 
man  director,  should  receive  an  in- 
crease; but  inasmuch  as  the  ma- 
jority of  the  School  Committee  felt 
that  this  would  be  a  group  increase, 
this    increase    was    not   given.      May 
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I  express  my  opinion  as  to  the 
junior  masters.  I  would  have  been 
delighted  to  give  the  junior  masters 
an  increase  if  wo  could  have  given 
an  increase  to  the  women  who  do 
exactly  the  same  work  and  receive 
less  pay.  Under  present  conditions 
the  women  high  school  teachers  re- 
ceive a  minimum  of  $1728  with  an 
annual  increase  of  $96,  and  a  maxi- 
mum of  $2976,  as  against  the  junior 
masters  who  receive  a  minimum  of 
$2016,  with  an  annual  increase  of 
$144,  and  a  maximum  of  $3600,  so 
there  already  is  more  than  $600  dif- 
ference between  the  salaries  of  the 
women  high  school  teachers  and  the 
men  high  school  teachers.  To  raise 
the  salary  of  junior  masters  at  this 
time  and  thus  further  increase  the 
difference  between  the  salaries  of 
the  corresponding  rank  for  women 
— that  of  assistant — would,  it  seems 
to  me,  be  decidedly  unfair  to  the 
women  and  tend  to  dissatisfaction 
and  disturbance  of  the  morale  of  the 
service. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents' 
study  of  salary  schedules  of  other 
cities  of  corresponding  size  through- 
out the  country  led  that  Board  this 
year  to  recommend  substantial  in- 
creases in  our  salary  schedule,  but 
because  of  the  lack  of  funds  it  was 
not  possible  to  adopt  these  recom- 
mendations this  year. 

I  believe  that  in  this  report  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  recom- 
mended— and  bear  in  mind  that 
their  recommendations  were  based 
on  a  scientific  study  of  salaries  and 
fact-ratios — the  same  number  of  ad- 
ditional increments  for  high  school 
women  as  was  recommended  for 
junior  masters.  If  we  could  give 
the  high  school  women  and  other 
women's  ranks  in  the  service  as 
substantial  an  increase  at  this  time, 
I  most  certainly  would  vote  to  give 
the  junior  masters  a  corresponding 
increase. 

Since  we  cannot  sive  it  to  the 
women,  I  cannot  in  fairness  vote  to 
give  it  to  any  group  or  groups  of 
men. 

Dr.  Bogan:  I  feel  that  no  group 
should  be  given  salary  increase  this 
year.  As  Mr.  O'Hare  has  stated, 
the  only  group  which  has  been 
given  an  increase  on  this  year's 
schedule  is  the  one  consisting  of  two 
individuals.  I  am  therefore  voting  in 
favor  of  the  salary  schedule  as  pre- 
sented.

UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  order  laid  over  at  the  meeting 
of  June  21,  1927  (see  p.  163),  amend- 
ing section  80,  paragraph  XL  of  the 
rules,  providing  a  definition  of  su- 
pervisory experience,  was  taken  up 
and  passed. 


In  response  to  reference  to  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  for  study 
and  report,  of  the  advisability  of 
caring  for  habitual  truants  with 
special  reference  to  truants  now 
committed  to  the  Middlesex  County 
Training  School  (meeting  of  June 
28,  1926,  see  p.  72),  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  reported  that  it  has 
considered  the  suggestion  that  Bos- 
ton establish  and  maintain  its  own 
training  school  for  truants  and 
other  juvenile  delinquents  who  are 
now  committed  by  the  courts  to  the 
Middlesex    County    Training    School. 

The  policy  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee has  been  to  minimize  commit- 
ments to  training  schools  and  for 
this  purpose  maintains  the  Dis- 
ciplinary Day  School.  During  the 
year  just  closed,  out  of  an  enrol- 
ment of  226  boys  only  18  were  com- 
mitted to  the  Middlesex  County 
Training  School.  There  are  at  pres- 
ent only  35  boys  at  that  institu- 
tion. 

If  Boston  were  to  conduct  a  train- 
ing school,  many  boys  who  are  now 
saved  by  the  Disciplinary  School 
would  be  sent  by  the  courts  direct- 
ly to  the  proposed  training  school, 
and  the  good  work  now  done  by  the 
Disciplinary  School  would  become 
less  and  less  with  the  lapse  of  years. 

To  construct  and  maintain  a  Bos- 
ton training  scftool  would  require 
an  outlay  of  money  which  as  com- 
pared with  the  present  low  cost 
would  be  almost  prohibitive.  To 
purchase  a  suitable  site,  to  con- 
struct and  equip  suitable  buildings, 
to  pay  the  salaries  of  superintend- 
ent, and  workers,  would  necessitate 
an  initial  outlay,  and  an  annual  ex- 
penditure which  would  seem  unwar- 
ranted considering  the  small  num- 
ber of  boys  to  be  served.  As 
to  the  institution  at  Chelmsford, 
its  equipment,  personnel,  methods 
of  discipline,  and  general  suit- 
ability for  confinement  of  juve- 
nile delinquents:  the  Chief  Attend- 
ance Officer  and  the  Assistant  in 
Charge  of  the  Disciplinary  School 
are  in  constant  communication  with 
the  institution,  visit  it  frequently 
and  commend  it  highly.  The  As- 
sistant Superintendent  in  Charge  has 
personally  inspected  the  buildings, 
and  has  conferred  with  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  school,  discussing 
in  great  detail  the  treatment  of  the 
boys,  the  method  of  discipline  and 
parole,   and   the   general   conduct   of 
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the  school.  On  his  visitation  he 
found  the  grounds  spacious,  the 
buildings  well  ventilated,  clean  and 
sanitary,  the  food  wholesome,  the 
entire  atmosphere  good,  and  the 
boys  as  contented  as  could  be  ex- 
pected. 

The  treatment  the  boys  receive  i* 
on  the  whole  as  good  as  may  be  ex 
pected  in  such  an  institution,  and 
the  Boston  authorities  feel  that 
they  have  no  reasonable  ground  for 
complaint. 

Finally,     the     Board     of     Superin- 


tendents reported  that  in  its  judg- 
ment it  is  inadvisable  at  this  time 
tJ  recommend  the  establishment  of 
a  training  school  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  a 
copy  ordered  sent  each  member  of 
the  Committee.

TRIAL   EDUCATION    IN    THE 

SCHOOLS.

The  great  expansion  of  industrial 
education  in  our  school  system  dur- 
ing the  last  decade  in  our  day  and 
evening  schools  is  responsible  for 
the  accompanying  resolve  for  defi- 
nite  information. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Superin- 
tendent be  requested  to  report  as 
early  as  is  possible  on  the  following 
points: 

(1)  How  many  of  our  pupils,  train- 
ed in  industrial  classes,  are  being 
absorbed  in  the  trades  for  which 
they  are  being  educated? 

(2)  Are  our  courses  of  study  meet- 
ing the  requirements  of  the  varied 
trade  standards,  both  from  the  em- 
ployers' standpoint  and  also  from  the 
journeymen's  viewpoint? 

(3)  Are  our  costs  mounting  to  a 
point  where  the  cost  of  education  of 
the  individual  pupil  in  industrial 
education  is  burdensome? 

•  (4)  Do  we  or  should  we  have  ac- 
tive consulting  boards  in  each  trade, 
comprising  both  employers  and  em- 
ployees, who  can  aid  in  the  forma- 
tion of  courses  of  study  and  who  can 
also  aid  in  the  question  of  supply 
and   demand   in   the  various   trades? 

These  queries  are  made  with  the 
view  of  getting  our  industrial  edu- 
cation in  close  touch  with  industry, 
its  needs  and  its  demands. 

The  preamble  was  placed  on  file 
and  the  resolve  adopted.

In  connection  with  the  foregoing 
nominations  for  appointment  as  Ad- 
visers of  Girls,  the  following  state- 
ments were  made: 

Mr.  Gray:  I  am  opposed  to  the 
appointment  of  eight  Advisers  of 
Girls  not  because  I  do  not  believe  in 
Advisers,  but  because  of  the  ex- 
pense involved,  which  will  be  some 
twenty  or  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars a  year.  1  believe  that  this  is 
too  much  money  to  spend  for  the 
purpose,  because,  as  I  view  it.  ap- 
pointments of  Advisers  are  in  the 
nature  of  an  experiment.  I  believe 
that  we  should  go  more  slowly  in 
trying  out  this  experiment.  1  ap- 
preciate that  in  The  Teachers  Col- 
lege the  appointment  of  an  Adviser 
of  Women  has  worked  out  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  concerned,  but  to 
my  mind,  that  does  not,  of  neces- 
sity, prove  that  Advisers  will  be 
equally  satisfactory  in  the  high 
schools.  I  am  opposed  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  eight  advisers  on  the 
ground  that  in  trying  out  what  I 
believe  to  be  an  experiment,  we 
should  appoint  perhaps  three  or  four, 
or  even  five,  for  which  the  budget 
provides,  but  not  eight  at  this  time. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  I  am  voting  for  the 
appointment  of  eight  Advisers  of 
Girls  in  mixed  and  girls'  high  schools. 
I  am  doing  so  because  Boston  has 
taken  a  definite  stand  in  training 
and  educating  the  whole  child  so  far 
as  we  may  do  so.  Today  we  are 
doing  our  utmost  to  see  that  the 
child's  physical  well-being  is  main- 
tained; always  in  Boston  we  have 
tried  to  educate  the  intellect  to  its 
power  of  absorption.  Under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  Burke  some  few 
years  ago  we  started  character  train- 
ing in  order  to  help  the  children  of 
all  denominations,  from  homes  of 
all  kinds  and  classes.     We   are   now 
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taking  another  step  forward  in  the 
moral  training  and  supervision  of  the 
young.  The  appointment  of  an  Ad- 
viser of  Women  was  tried  out  in 
The  Teachers  College  and  Advisers 
have  been  employed  extensively  in 
secondary  schools  throughout  the 
country.  To  my  mind,  appointments 
of  Advisers  are  not  experiments,  but 
actual  necessities.  I  am  whole-heart- 
edly behind  this  type  of  work  and  1 
consequently  approve  the  appoint- 
ments of  eight  women  to  the  rank. 
Mrs.  Barron:  I  appreciate  the 
words  of  Mr.  Gray  and  his  in- 
terest in  economy.  I  am  support- 
ing as  whole-heartedly  •  as  Mr. 
O'Hare  the  appointment  of  these 
eight  Advisers  because  I  understand 
that  Advisers  may  no  longer  be 
considered  in  the  light  of  an  experi- 
ment The  Superintendent  has 
gone  into  the  matter  carefully  and 
I  understand  from  him  that  he  does 
not  regard  the  appointments  as  ex- 
perimental because  Advisers  have 
been  used  elsewhere  throughout  the 
country  in  large  school  systems.  I 
understand  that  it  is  planned  that 
Advisers  shall  have,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  principal,  general  su- 
pervision of  discipline  and  problem 
cases,  manners  and  morals,  social 
usages  and  social  activities.  But 
primarily  and  fundamentally  I  am 
for  the  appointment  of  Advisers  for 
the  reasons  given  by  Mr.  O'Hare — 
to  strengthen  the  moral  fibre  of  the 
girls,  and  furthermore  I  am  strong- 
ly in  favor  of  Advisers  in  mixed 
schools,  as  well  as  girls'  schools, 
and  if  we  were  to  appoint  but  five 
Advisers  this  evening,  we  would  be 
giving  an  Adviser  to  some  mixed 
schools  and  none  to  others.  I  be- 
live  an  Adviser  is  just  as  necessary 
in  a  mixed  school  as  in  a  girls' 
school,  consequently,  I  am  support- 
ing the  Superintendent  in  his  nom- 
ination of  eight  Advisers,  and  I  sug- 
gest, Mr.  Chairman,  that  you  call 
upon  the  Superintendent  to  ex- 
press his   opinion. 

Dr.  Bogan:  In  voting  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  eight  Advisers  as 
nominated  by  the  Superintendent,  I 
am  doing  so  because  I  believe  Ad- 
visers no  longer  may  be  considered 
as  an  experiment.  When  we  placed 
the  Adviser  of  Women  in  The 
Teachers  College  the  appointment 
might  well  he  considered  an  ex- 
periment, but  it  has  proved  eminent- 
ly satisfactory.  If  an  Adviser  is 
needed  m  The  Teachers  College  it 
is  surely  needed  in  the  high  schools 
where  the  -  girls  are  younger  and 
more  in  need  of  guidance.  I  agree 
with  Mrs.  Barron  as  to  the  need  of 
Advisers  in  mixed  schools,  and  if 
eight  Advisers  are  appointed  at  this 
meeting  it  will  mean  that  Advisers 
will  go  to  three  mixed  high  schools. 
I  am  especially  in  favor  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  Advisers  because  of 
information  which  has  come  to  me 
from  parents  during  the  past  six 
months  which  has  convinced  me  of 
the    need    of    such    a    person.      I   be- 


lieve that  the  appointments  made 
this  evening  will  be  of  great  benefit 
to  the  schools  and  of  especial  ben- 
efit to  the  individual  girls  concerned. 
Superintendent:  I  have  lit- 
tle to  add  to  what  has  been 
said.  We  are  featuring  moral 
instruction  and  this  action  to- 
night is  merely  another  step 
in  that  direction.  There  are  so  many 
problems  arising  in  the  high  schools 
where  the  young  women  need  a  con- 
fidante— some  person  whom  they  may 
approach  to  talk  over  various  ques- 
tions which  concern  them  most  in- 
timately. It  jeems  to  me  that  this 
is  an  action  which  has  been  too  long 
delayed.  I  am  convinced  that  noth- 
ing is  more  needed  in  our  high 
schools  today  than  women  of  fine 
character  and  sufficient  experience, 
and  with  a  heart,  who  will  guide 
and  direct  our  young  women  in 
social,  moral  and  confidential  prob- 
lems. In  a  way,  it  is  an  experiment 
with  us,  but  throughout  the  country, 
in  school  systems  generally,  Advisers, 
have  been  found  necessary  in  the 
high  schools.  If  I  could,  I  would 
prefer  to  appoint  an  Adviser  to  every 
high  school  in  the  city,  but  I  believe 
that  these  appointments  tonight  will 
be  an  entering  wedge  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  others  at  a  later  date.

REQUEST  OF  SCHOOLHOUSE 
C  O  M  M  1  S  S  ION;  ADDITIONAL 
APPROPRIATION,  WASHING- 
TON SCHOOL  ADDITION  AND 
NEW  SCHOOL,  LONGFELLOW 
DISTRICT. 

Mr.  Gray  made  the  following 
statement: 

Mr.  Chairman:  There  is  before 
us  a  communication  from  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission,  request- 
ing us  to  appropriate  $46,400  in  ex- 
cess of  the  original  estimates  for 
the  construction  of  the  addition  to 
the  Washington  School,  and  $52,000 
additional  for  the  erection  of  the 
new  school  in  the  Longfellow  dis- 
trict. In  this  connection  I  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  order: — 

ORDERED:  That  before  this 
Committee  acts  upon  these  requests 
from  the  Schoolhouse  Commission 
the  Commission  be  asked  to  recon- 
sider with  the  architect  and  the  con- 
tractor the  respective  plans  and 
specifications  to  determine  if  it  is 
not  possible — while  maintaining  the 
high  standards  which  our  schools 
must  possess  for  the  safety  ant. 
health  of  the  children — to  construct 
the  addition  to  the  Washington 
School  and  to  erect  the  new  school 
in  the  Longfellow  District  more 
economically. 

The  introduction  of  this  order  is 
not.  and  is  not  intended  to  be,  in 
any  sense  a  reflection  on  the  School- 
house  Commission.  On  the  con- 
trary, I  present  it  solely  in  a  sincere 
attempt  to  co-operate  with  the  Com- 
mission— who  have  always  indicated 
their  willingness  to  co-operate  with 
us — in  their  great  and  responsible 
task   of  building  the  schools. 

I  realize  that  under  the  law  the 
part  which  the  School  Committee 
is  empowered  to  play  in  the  building 
of.  the  schools  is  in  substance  the 
designation  of  the  locality  and  the 
appropriation  of  the  money  to  pay 
the  bills.  The  power  to  appropriate, 
however,  carries  with  it  rights  as 
well  as  responsibilities,  and  as  I  view 
it,  the  person  who  pays  the  bills  has 
the  right  to  be  assured  from  time 
to  time  that  the  bills  are  as  low  as 
— in  our  case — the  standards  of 
safety  and  health   will  permit. 

I  am  well  aware  that  the  chiet 
reason  for  the  deficit  in  the  Wash- 
ington School  addition  is  due  to  the 
faulty  construction  of  that  school, 
which  took  place  many  years  ago 
and  long  before  the   present   School- 


house  Commission  came  into  office. 
I  am  also  advised  that  the  cost — in- 
cluding the  additional  sum  requested 
—of  the  school  in  the  Longfellow 
District  compares  not  unfavorably 
with  other  schools  which  have  re- 
cently been  constructed,  and  I  appre- 
ciate also  that  certain  changes  over 
the  original  plans  for  that  school 
were  requested  by  our  Superintend- 
ent. The  point  I  am  aiming  at, 
however,  is  not  whether  there  are 
good  reasons  for  the  additional  ex- 
penditure, but  whether  by  the  ap 
plication  of  the  strictest  economy 
the  proposed  expenditures  cannot  be 
considerably  reduced. 

I  do  not  know  who  is  the  architect 
or  who  is  the  contractor  for  the 
Longfellow  District  school,  but  I 
have  been  told  that  in  some  of  our 
other  schools  much  has  been  spent 
on  elaborate  entrances,  paneling 
and  ceiling  work.  I  would  not  re 
duce  by  a  penny  the  cost  of  items 
which  are  vital  to  the  safety  and  the 
welfare  of  the  children,  but  I  am  con- 
vinced that  items  not  within  that 
category,  items  that  may  be  called 
"trimmings,"  should  be  pared  down 
to  the  lowest  possible  cost.  I  trust 
it  may  be  possible  to  do  sometlrr.'g 
along  these  lines  in  the  new  school 
in  the  Longfellow  District,  and  hence 
to  reduce  very  considerably  the  $52,- 
000  of  new  money  requested  by  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission. 

For  these  reasons  I  present  this 
order.  I  hope  the  Committee  wili 
adopt  it,  for  to  do  so  will  in  mv 
judgment  both  assure  the  people  of 
the  concern  we  have  long  felt  ever 
the  cost  of  the  schools  and  at  the 
same  time  assist  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  in  putting  on  pressure 
for  more  economical  construction 
No  one  wants  the  schools  built  more 
cheaply  in  the  sense  of  inferior 
quality  or  construction,  but  everv 
one  wants  them  built  more  econom- 
ically in  the  sense  that  the  cost 
of  items  not  essential  to  the  safety 
and  welfare  of  the  children  shall  b"- 
reduced    to   the    lowest   minimum. 

The  order,  as  introduced  by  Mr. 
Gray,    passed.

RECONSIDERATION  OF  ACTION 
APPROVING    APPOINTMENT  OF 

ADVISERS    OF    GIRLS. 

Mr  Sullivan  moved  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  action  of  the  Board  of  the 
previous  meeting  approving  the  ap- 


pointment of  eight  advisers  of  girls, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  was  un- 
avoidably absent  from  that  meeting, 
and  in  connection  with  his  motion 
made  the  following  statement: 

It  was  and  still  is  my  firm  con- 
viction that  the  appointment  of  so- 
called  advisers  of  girls  constitutes  a 
dangerous  precedent  and  has  no 
place  in  our  school  system.  The 
counselling  and  advising  of  the 
youth  in  the  personal  and  intimate 
life  aspects  is  primarily  a  parental 
prerogative  and  must  depend  upon 
the  influence  of  the  church  and 
home. 

Although  these  particular  appoint- 
ments may  prove  worth  while  in 
some  aspects,  they  constitute  a 
transgression  in  principle  and  in 
theory  of  the  parental  function.  It 
is  true  that  we  are  striving  for  a 
closer  unity  of  school  and  home,  and 
for  a  livelier  co-operation  between 
parent  and  teacher.  However,  in  our 
pursuit  of  the  ideal  relationship  be- 
tween school  and  home  we  must 
ever  be  alert  to  hold  inviolate  the 
lines  of  demarcation  and  the  respec- 
tive jurisdictions  of  each.  The  home 
must  respect  the  function  of  the 
school  and  the  school  must  respect 
the  function  of  the  home.  The 
teacher  must  respect  the  function 
of  the  parent  and  the  parent  must 
respect  the  teacher's  function.  It 
is  just  as  regrettable  and  unpardon- 
able for  a  teacher  or  so-called  ad- 
viser to  attempt  to  usurp  the  paren- 
tal sphere,  as  it  is  for  a  parent  to 
attempt  to  usurp  tne  teacher's  place 
in  the  classroom.  Moreover,  if  the 
appointment  of  advisers  is  predicat- 
ed on  the  assumption  that  parents 
in  instances  neglect  their  obligations 
to  properly  counsel  and  advise  their 
children  and  that  consequently  there 
is  an  abuse  of  this  parental  preroga- 
tive, the  relief  does  not  lie  with  the 
educational  authorities.  The  parent 
cannot  delegate  this  authority  and 
this  duty  to  the  school  officials.  Nor 
does  any  abuse  thereof  on  the  part 
of  the  parents  constitute  a  delega- 
tion of  such  authority  to  the  School 
Committee. 

These  so-called  advisers  are  re- 
garded quite  naturally  as  interlopers 
and  as  trespassers  upon  the  domain 
of  the  home.  Some  good  may  flow 
from  the  appointment  of  so-called 
advisers,  but  their  presence  in  our 
school  system  is  so  fraught  with 
peril  as  to  render  them  undesirable 
and    unwelcome. 

The  home,  fortified  in  its  inspir- 
ing influence  by  the  example  of  de- 
voted teachers,  will  continue  to  ful- 
fill its  sacred  obligations  of  counsel 
to   the  youth. 

Mr.  Gray:  I  second  Mr.  Sullivan's 
motion,  and  in  that  connection  I 
merely  wish  to  say  that  I  opposed 
the  appointment  of  the  eight  advis- 
ers at  the  last  meeting,  at  which 
time  I  gave  my  reasons,  and  having 
done  so,  I  do  not  think  it  is  neces- 
sary to  give  them  again.  I  second 
Mr.    Sullivan's  motion. 
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Question   came  on    the  passage  of 
the    motion    for   reconsideration. 
The  motion  was  lost. 

Mr.  Sullivan  asked  for  a  roll  call 
on  his  motion  for  reconsideration 
of  the  action  of  the  Board  of  the 
previous  meeting  appx^oving  the  ap- 
pointment of  eight  advisers  of  girls. 

A  roll  call  was  ordered  and  in 
connection  therewith,  the  following 
statements   were  made: 

Mr.  O'Hare:  This  seems  to  be  the 
time  and  place  to  take  a  definite 
stand  on  the  question  of  Advisers  of 
Girls  in  our  high  schools  in  Boston. 

For  years  the  aim-all  and  end-all 
of  education  in  public  schools  of 
this  country  and  other  countries  was 
merel-  to  tsach  the  child  facts  for 
the  brain  to  absorb,  catalogue,  and 
use  later  in  life,  if  called  upon,  to 
the  limit  of  the  individual  child's 
ability.  In  other  words,  public 
school  education  had  for  its  ob- 
jective merely  the  dealing  with  the 
intellectual  or  mind  side  of  chil- 
dren's growth. 

Later  on  in  Boston  there  came 
into  being  physical  education,  look- 
ing after  the  child's  development 
physically  to  parallel  his  intellectual 
growth.  '  In  this  field  of  endeavor 
calisthenics  in  the  schoolroom,  or- 
ganized and  free  play  in  the  school- 
yards at  recess  time,  the  great  work 
of  the  playgrounds  under  trained 
teachers,  the  supervised  work  of  :he 
boy,  both  in  the  upper  grades  of  the 
elementary  :  :hool  and  the  High 
schools  into  teams,  and  still  later 
the  work  for  team  play  among  the 
girls  in  the  higner  grades  of  the 
elementary  school  and  in  the  high 
school  came  into  being.  Then  fol- 
lowed the  period  where  the  school 
doctor  and  the  school  nurse  added 
their  knowledge  to  safeguarding  the 
growing  child's  better  physical  be- 
ing— a  great  work  with  never  ending 
possibilities, — still  growing  and  go- 
ing ahead. 

A  few  years  since,  under  the  lead- 
ership of  our  Superintendent  and 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  head  masters,  mas- 
ters, and  teachers,  we  brought  into 
being  in  the  Boston  Public  Schools 
a  course  in  citizenship  and  charac- 
ter training.  The  aim  here  has  been 
and.  is  to  inculcate  into  the  child's 
heart  and  mind  not  only  the  ability 
to  differentiate  between  right  and 
wrong  standards  but  to  aid  the  child 
in  ever  standing  up  for  the  right. 

And  so  today  Boston  is  endeavor- 
ing as  best  it  can  to  fit  the  individual 
child  by  education  for  his  highest 
opportunities  mentally,  to  build  his 
body  to  as  high  a  degree  of  per- 
fection as  may  be,  and  to  co-operate 
with  every  home  in  Boston  and 
every  religious  belief  in  Boston  in 
turning  out  into  manhood  and 
womanhood  well-trained  citizenry. 

A  few  years  back  we  placed  in 
our    Teachers    College    in    Boston    a 


teacher  well-trained  and  of  long  ex- 
perience to  act  as  an  Adviser  of  the 
student  body  in  that  institution. 
Two  weeks  ago  tonight  we  went  a 
step  ahead  in  that  same  direction  and 
appointed  in  our  all-girls  high 
schools  and  in  some  of  our  mixed 
high  schools  eight  women  Advisers 
— teachers  of  long  and  excellent  ex- 
perience in  our  own  high  schools 
here,  to  act  as  Advisers  of  the  girls' 
student  body  in  these  schools. 

This  is  not  a  new  idea — every  col- 
lege of  young  women  students  and 
every  college  on  a  co-educational 
basis  has  its  deans  looking  after  the 
interests  of  the  student  bodies  of 
these  various  colleges.  In  the  high 
schools  of  our  country  these  Ad- 
visers are  striving  most  earnestly  to 
help  the  student  bodies  help  them- 
selves— New  York  City,  Chicago, 
Philadelphia,  St.  Louis,  San  Fran- 
cisco, Cincinnati,  Denver,  Omaha, 
Portland,  Oregon,  Newark,  N.  J.,  San 
Jose,  Cal.,  Indianapolis,  Rochester, 
New  York  and  our  own  city  of  col- 
leges, Cambridge.  Massachusetts — 
all  have  Advisers  whether  they  be 
called  Advisers  or  Deans — looking 
after  their  girl  student  body  in  high 
schools. 

There  is  no  attempt  to  replace 
Motherhood  by  these  experienced 
teachers  acting  in  advisory  capacity. 
There  is  no  indictment  of  the  Moth- 
erhood of  Boston.  There  is  no  in- 
timation that  the  mothers  of  Bos- 
ton do  not  know  how  best  to  advise 
their  own  daughters.  The  public 
schools  through  these  wonderfully 
trained,  capable  and  conscientious 
women  are  merely  trying  to  carry 
out  the  true  function  of  the  schools 
as  we  interpret  it.  The  .eacher 
stands  in  loco  parentis — in  the  place 
of  the  parent,  according  to  State  law, 
during  the  school  day.  This  means 
that  the  public  school  during  the 
time  that  the  child  is  present  is 
merely  trying  to  co-operate  with 
every  home  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  individual  child  as  far  as  may 
be. 

One  may  query  "What  do  these 
Advisers  plan  to  do  in  their  work?" 
In  the  first  place,  ithe  Advisers  will 
act  as  co-ordinators,  in  other  words, 
they  will  try  to  see  to  it  that  the  girl 
gets  a  proper  balance  of  school  work 
as  related  to  outside-of-school-activi- 
ties — the  so-called  extra  curricula 
activities.  In  this  connection  the 
girl  will  be  advised  as  to  the  rela- 
tive importance  of  school  work  as 
compared  with  the  extra  curricula 
work.  In  the  second  place  these  Ad- 
visers will  act  as  co-operators. 

In  this  function  they  will  have 
charge  of  school  discipline,  co-operat- 
ing between  the  girl  and  the  room 
teacher,  between  the  girl  and  the 
head  master,  to  the  end  that  the  girl 
may  always  have  a  friend  to  rely 
upon  and  one  to  whom  she  can  tell 
her  school  troubles.  It  often  hap- 
pens in  a  large  school  with  large 
classes,  that  an  individual  child  is 
apt  to  be  mal-adjusted.  Through 
this  co-operativie  side  of  the  Advisers' 
work  it  is  hoped  that  these  mal-ad- 
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justed  cases  will  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum,  and  eventually  entirely 
eradicated.  In  the  third  place,  the 
Adviser  acts  as  a  counsellor.  If  and 
when  a  girl  has  matters  on  which 
she  wishes  to  consult,  here  is  a 
woman  prepared  to  meet  her  half 
way,  whole-heartedly  and  with  the 
girl's  best  interest  at  heart,  to  talk 
over  her  problems  with  her.  If  the 
girl  feels  that  her  home  tasks  are 
too  difficult,  if  the  girl  feels  she 
should  change  from  one  course  of- 
fered in  her  school  to  another,  if 
the  girl  feels  that  everything  is  go- 
ing wrong  with  her  in  school,  here 
is  someone  with  whom  she  can  talk 
the  matter  over  to  a  successful  con- 
clusion. 

Incidentally,  the  Adviser  will  talx 
on  subjects  to  the  entire  girls'  stu- 
dent body  on  personal  deportment, 
proper  dress  at  school  and  other 
matters  upon  which  the  entire  girls' 
student  body  can  be  advised. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  state  that  I 
am  absolutely  opposed  to  Federal 
control  of  education  because  I  be- 
lieve it  to  be  a  State  and  local 
right,  and  I  have  no  sympathy  with 
prying  into  the  homes  of  our  great 
city.  Yet  every  time  that  I  feel 
that  the  public  schools  can  aid  the 
development  of  children  I  will  vole 
for  measures  which  I  believe  are 
helpful.  To  my  mind,  the  Homes  of 
the  Nation,  the  Churches  of  the  Na- 
tion and  the  Schools  of  the  Nation 
are  the  three  greatest  agencies  work- 
ing co-operatively  to  turn  our  boys 
and  girls  out  into  manhood  and  wom- 
anhood best  prepared  for  the  battle 
of  life.  I  feel  that  the  Mothers  and 
Fathers  of  Boston  are  beins?  aided 
greatly  by  this  step  forward,  and  1 
do  hope  my  own  little  girl  will  have 
the  benefits  which  I  believe  wi".l 
accrue  from  these  Advisers  when 
she  enters  the  high  school  period  of 
her    own   education. 

Some  teachers,  when  I  attended 
school,  made  a  definite  imprint 
on  me  and  some  did  not. 
But  these  advisers  are  merely  try- 
ing to  aid  the  child  in  carrying  out 
■what  the  parent  wants,  the  best  that 
can  be  accomplished  for  the  individ- 
ual child.  I  do  hope  we  will  get  to 
the  point  where  we  will  realize  this 
fact — the  aim  is  solely  to  help  the 
child  help  itself.  I  hope  the  mem- 
bers of  the  press  will  get  this  story 
into  the  papers  in  the  proper  man- 
ner. 

There  is  one  other  thought.  Mr. 
Gray  voted  to  ask  for  reconsidera- 
tion and  seconded  Mr.  Sullivan's  mo- 
tion. As  I  understood  it  at  the  time 
of  the  last  meeting,  Mr.  Gray's  ob- 
jection was  not  to  the  appointment 
of  advisers,  but  to  the  appointment 
of  such  a  large  number. 

Mr.  Gray:  The  reasons  are  on 
record. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Mr.  O'Hare  has 
stated  that  there  is  a  Dean  in  every 
college  in  the  various  cities.  The 
dean  in  such  colleges  functions  ex- 
clusively   or    almost    exclusively    in 


the  matter  of  discipline.  Again,  he 
speaks  of  the  teacher  taking  the 
place  of  the  parents  and  uses  the 
term  "in  loco  parentis."  I  agree 
with  Mr.  O'Hare, — it  is  the  teacher 
and  not  the  adviser  who  should 
stand  in  place  of  the  parent,  and 
the  teacher  should  teach  in  loco 
parentis,  not  the  adviser.  Now  Mr. 
O'Hare,  from  a  heart  thrilling  with 
convictions,  wants  the  public  to 
know  that  in  his  presentation  he 
lays  particular  stress  on  the  point 
that  the  appointment  of  these  ad- 
visers does  not  constitute  in  any 
way  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  this 
School  Committee  to  tell  the  youth 
of  this  city  just  what  they  shall  do 
and  what  they  shall  not  do.  The 
fact  is,  as  I  see  it,  that  these  ad- 
visers will  act  in  «.ne  capacity  of 
advisers  and  that  is  their  sole  and 
exclusive  function,  and  that  they  are 
bound  to  transgress  the  sphere  of 
the  home  and  the  prerogative  of  the 
parent. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  This  is  not  just  a 
question  of  feeling.  Mr.  Sullivan 
says  that  these  folks  are  "advisers" 
and  not  teachers.  I  say  these  eight 
women  have  all  been  teaching  for 
years  in  Boston  public  school  serv- 
ice,— they  are  our  own  experienced 
teachers.  Secondly,  each  and  every 
one  of  them  is  to  confer  with  Miss 
Mary  C.  Mellyn,  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent, one  of  the  greatest  women 
I  know,  who  is  most  devotedly  in- 
terested in  the  well-being  of  the 
girlhood  of  our  schools.  I  kno—  that 
Miss  Mellyn,  a  Boston-born  girl, 
who  has  come  up  to  her  present  po- 
sition through  her  own  capabilities, 
will  see  to  it  that  no  child  is  ex- 
ploited in  any  way  to  the  contradic- 
tion of  home  training.  She  is  not 
that  type, — she  is  a  fine,  excellent 
type  of  womanhood,  who  knows  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  home. 
Again,  why  should  any  parent  vote 
for  something  that  would  work  to 
the  detriment  of  any  child?  Every 
person  on  this  Board  is  a  parent 
and  we  are  all  blessed  with  one  or 
more    children. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  think  that  if  this 
experiment  could  prove  its  efficiency 
and  efficacy  anywhere,  it  might 
well  do  it  here  in  Boston  under  the 
support  and  guidance  of  Mr.  Burke, 
Miss  Mellyn  and  others.  I  say  it  is 
wrong  in  principle  and  theory. 
Simply  because  we  happen  to  be 
possessed  here  of  high-minded  of- 
ficials, it  does  not  give  sanction  to 
its  principle  and  application. 

Mrs.  Barron:  I  just  want  to  say  a 
word  against  Mr.  Sullivan's  motion 
for  reconsideration  for  the  reasons 
stated  at  the  previous  meeting.  I 
want  to  speak  now,  not  only  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee, but  as  a  parent,  as  a  mother 
of  two  daughters.  When  we  place 
our  children  in  school,  we  do  not 
simply  place  them  to  acquire  the 
rudiments  of  education.  I  think  it 
is  a  foregone  conclusion  that  we 
place  them  in  sclhool  to  learn  the 
rudiments,    health   habits,    to   be    in- 
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structed  in  character  training,  a 
splendid  course  in  which  is  being 
conducted  in  our  schools,  and  to 
be  instructed  in  the  codes  of  morals 
and  ethics.  We  do  not  attempt  in 
any  way  to  substitute  the  school 
for  the  home,  but  to  supplement 
the   school   to   the   home. 

I  think  that  I  have  a  special  pre- 
rogative as  the  only  mother  on  the 
Board,  to  say  that  every  mother  will 
look  forward  with  keen  anticipa- 
tion to  the  time  when  her  child  will 
be  guided  in  these  splendid  ways 
which  Dr.  Burke  so  ably  put  forth 
at  the  last  meeting.  It  is  needless 
for  me  to  add  anything  further.  I 
think  Mr.  O'Hare  has  very  well  put 
in  his  splendid  analysis  the  reasons 
why  we  need  these  advisers.  I  vote 
against  the  motion  for  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  action  of  this  Committee 
approving  the  appointment  of  ^ight 
advisers  of  girls  with  firmest  con- 
victions, feeling  that  it  is  not  an  ex- 
periment simply  because  we  have 
not  been  blessed  with  advisers  up  to 
now,  inasmuch  as  other  large  cities 
in  the  United  States  have  employed 
them  to  advantage.  It  is  not  an 
experiment  and  I  think  they  will 
prove  a  tremendous  advantage  to 
the  Boston  schools. 

Mr.  Sullivan's  motion  for  recon- 
sideration of  the  action  of  the  Board 
of  the  previous  meeting  approving 
the  appointment  of  eight  advisers  of 
girls,  was  lost  by  the  following  vote:

NAMING  OF  HENRY  ABRAHAMS 
SCHOOL. 

Mr.  Gray  made  the  following  state- 
ment: 

With  regard  to  naming  the  new 
school  after  Henry  Abrahams,  I  want 
to  say  that  the  School  Committee 
agreed  to  the  name  of  Henry  Abra- 
hams for  this  school  last  spring,  but 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  work  on 
the  school  was  delayed,  it  was 
thought  best  to  put  over  the  naming 
until  this  time.  I  think  it  is  also 
proper  to  refer  to  the  request  of  the 
City  Council  that  we  name  a  school 
in  honor  of  the  late  John  J.  Heffer- 
nan.  I  want  to  report  that  his  family 
would  much  prefer  to  have  a  school, 
which  is  in  Brighton,  named  after 
him  and  I  am  informed  that  in  the 
not  far  distant  future,  an  opportunity 
to  name  a  school  in  that  section  after 
Mr.  Heffeman  will  arise. 

Mr.  Gray,  for  the  Committee  on 
Naming  of  School  Buildings,  offered 
the  following: 

ORDERED,  That  the  new  five 
room  building  on  Mahler  Road,  Ros- 
lindale,  in  the  Francis  Parkman 
District,  is  hereby  named  the  Henry 
Abrahams     School,     In    memory     of 


Henry  Abrahams.  Mr.  Abrahams 
was  born  in  Buffalo,  New  York, 
September  23,  1855,  and  died  in  Bos- 
ton January  15,  1923.  Practically 
his  entire  life  was  spent  in  this  city 
where  he  was  known  and  esteemed 
as  a  high-minded  citizen,  earnest, 
sincere,  and  ever-ready  to  lend  a 
hand  for  his  fellow  being.  He  was 
always  interested  in  the  working 
man  and  woman  and  the  problems 
which  confront  them,  and  was  close- 
ly associated  with  various  com- 
munity activities  and  organizations 
for  the  betterment  of  mankind.  But 
his  activities  and  his  interests  were 
not  confined  to  welfare  work.  Any 
movement  which  promised  civic  bet- 
terment or  educational  advancement 
found  in  Mr.  Abrahams  a  warm  sup- 
porter. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Boston 
City  Planning  Board,  1914  to  1923;  of 
the  Commission  on  the  High  Cost  of 
Living,  1910;  of  the  Boston  School 
Committee,  1917-1919.  He  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  Boston  Central  Labor 
Union,  1922-1923;  and  Secretary  of  the 
Cigar  Makers'  Union  1893  to  1923.  He 
was  also,  at  different  periods,  a 
member  or  officer  of  various  welfare 
organizations.  He  was  a  devoted 
friend  of  organized  labor  and  a  cham- 
pion of  every  good  and  worthy  cause. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing 
order,  the  following  statements  were 
made: 

Mrs.  Barron:  I  wish  to  say  that  I 
am  very  happy  to  vote  in  favor  of 
this  order.  In  1926  I  recommended 
to  the  School  Committee  in  confer- 
ence, and  to  Mr.  Gray  in  particular 
as  the  Committee  on  Naming  of 
School  Buildings,  that  a  school 
building  be  named  in  memory  of 
Henry  Abrahams.  I  knew  Mr. 
Abrahams  personally.  He  was  a 
citizen  of  the  highest  type.  He  was 
not  only  an  ideal  citizen  but  a  con- 
structive  public   servant  as  well. 

Dr.  Bogan:  As  the  only  member 
of  the  Committee  who  had  the 
pleasure  of  serving  with  Mr.  Abra- 
hams, I  want  to  say  that  to  my 
mind  Mr.  Abrahams  was  a  high  type 
citizen,  honest,  upright  and  fair- 
minded,  always  seeking  to  give  a 
square  deal. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  To  my  mind  a  great 
tribute  was  paid  to  the  memory  of 
Mr.  Abrahams  when  the  Committee 
waited  upon  the  School  Committee 
last  year  to  ask  that  a  school  be 
named  in  memory  of  Mr.  Abrahams, 
for  the  committee  was  composed 
mainly,  if  not  entirely,  of  people 
not  of  his  own  faith. 

On  motion,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  order  introduced  by 
Mr.  Gray,  was  passed  by  a  unani- 
mous vote. 

The  Board  adjourned.

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Superintendent,  under  date 
of  Oct.  17,  1927,  submitting  a  state- 
ment of  the  number  of  pupils  belong- 
ing to  the  Boston  public  day  schools. 
exclusive  of  the  Continuation  School, 
on  September  30,  1927,  together  with 
a  comparative  statement  of  the  num- 
ber belonging  on  September  30,  1926, 
as  follows:

tember  30,  1927,  was  130,020  which 
is  1,548  more  pupils  than  were  en- 
rolled in  the  schools  on  September 
30,  1926.  The  Teachers  College  of 
the  City  of  Boston  shows  an  increase 
of  51  pupils;  high  and  Latin,  an  in- 
crease of  958  pupils:  in  the  ninth 
srrade  intermediate  schools,  there  is 
an  increase  of  452  pupils,  in  grades 
one  to  eight  there  is  a  decrease  of 
123  pupils;  in  the  kindergartens 
there  is  an  increase  of  179  pupils: 
and  in  the  special  schools  an  in- 
crease of  31  pupils.  Were  the  figures 
for  the  ninth  grade  intermediate 
schools  included  in  the  membership 
of  the  day  high  schools,  the  high 
schools  would  show  an  increase  of 
1410    pupils 

In  the  Continuation  School  the 
membership  on  September  30,  1927. 
was  39  more  than  on  September  30, 
1926.  On  September  30,  1927,  it  was 
3,637  as  against  3,598  on  September 
30,   1926. 

In  the  Training  School  for  Teach- 
ers of  Mechanic  Arts  there  was  a 
membership  of  22  pupils  on  Septem- 
ber 30,  1927,  which  was  4  more  than 
on    September    30,    1926.

APPOINTMENT  OF  ADVISERS  OF 
GIRLS. 

At  Dr.  Bogan's  request,  the  fol- 
lowing statement  prepared  by  As- 
sistant Superintendent  Mary  C. 
Mellyr.  for  publication  in  the  press 
setting  forth  the  history  and  the 
duties    of    advisers    of    girls    in    the 
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high    schools,    was     ordered     spread 
upon   the   records  of   the  meeting-: 

In  view  of  the  apparent  miscon- 
ception entertained  by  some  persons 
in  the  community  concerning-  the  po 
sition  of  Advisers  of  Girls  in  tne 
Boston  High  Schools.  I  have  felt  .t 
incumbent  upon  me.  as  Assistant 
Superintendent  in  charge  of  the  new- 
ly appointed  advisers,  to  issue  the 
following'    statement: 

The  School  Committee  is  charged 
with  the  education  of  the  children 
in  the  public  schools.  They  provide 
the  school  buildings,  employ  the 
teachers  and  furnish  a  rich  equip- 
ment, to  the  end  that  the  children 
of  this  city  may  receiv  in  abun- 
dance all  that  public  school  educa- 
tion can  give.  Schools  exist  for  this 
purpose,  and  the  education  which  is 
given  must  help  the  child  not  only 
to  a  training  in  subject  matter  but 
to  right  ideals  of  conduct.  In  the 
last  analysis,  this  work  is  accom- 
plished by  the  teacher.  She  is  the 
educational  guide  who  is  to  clear 
away  the  academic  difficulties  and 
help  the  pupil  to  right  adjustments 
within  the  school. 

Today  the  teacher  knows  that  her 
problem  is  the  problem  of  the  in- 
dividual child,  and,  as  she  deals 
with  him,  she  helps  him  to  master 
his  difficulties  so  that  he  may  suc- 
ceed in  his  school  work.  She  does 
this  through  personal  advice  in  every 
case  and  the  best  teachers  have  al- 
ways been  advisers. 

As  the  school  population  increases, 
the  teacher's  burden  of  oreparatien 
and  teaching  increases  proportion- 
ately, and  her  opportunity  to  adviie 
individual  pupils  is  limited  by  her 
leisure,  and  surplus  strength.  She 
can  touch  but  few  pupils  in  this 
helpful  way,  and  so  thire  has  de- 
veloped within  the  high  schools  and 
colleges  of  this  country  the  office 
of  adviser  held  by  a  teacher  who  is 
freed  from  class  room  work  in  order 
that  she  may  give  all  of  her  time 
to  all  pupils  who  are  finding  diffi- 
culties in  their  school  problems. 

This  position  became  a  reality  in 
1912  when  advisers  were  placed  in 
the  high  schools  of  Chicago.  In 
these  15  years  they  have  been  ap- 
pointed in  all  the  lo,rge  cities  of  ou1' 
country  where  they  are  known  vari- 
ously as  deans,  advisers  or  counsel- 
lors, and  at  their  meeting  in  1925 
almost  five  hundred  were  presen;. 
for  the  conference  from  all  part's 
of  the  country. 

In  1924  in  response  to  a  request 
from  the  school  for  this  type  of  serv- 
ice, an  adviser  was  appointed  to  the 
faculty  of  Teachers  (Uollege.  Her 
work  was  so  successful,  that  in  the 
Spring  of  1926,  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents made  a  study  of  the  work 
of  advisers  in  the  high  schools  of 
the  country.  In  June,  1926,  with  the 
unanimous  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  it  was  agreed  that 
an  adviser  in  the  high  schools  should 
be  added  to  our  staff  of  teachers  oy 


the  School  Committee  and  the  salary 
for  the  office  was  contained  in  the 
budget  of  that  year. 

In  September,  1926,  more  than  a 
year  ago,  notices  were  sent  out  to  all 
high  schools  in  Boston  informing  the 
women  teachers  that  a  rated  list  for 
promotion  to  the  position  of  adviser 
would  be  made  during  the  year. 
Standards  known  to  all  were  set  up, 
and  a  large  measure  ot  credit  was 
given  to  those  who  had  served  in 
this  capacity  voluntarily  or  on  as- 
signment by  the  Headmaster  in  the 
various  high  schools. 

In  June,  1927,  the  budget  again 
contained  provision  for  this  rank, 
and  in  September,  1927,  after  almost 
a  year  and  a  half  of  study  on  this 
problem,  eight  advisers  were  ap- 
pointed from  the  rated  list — five  to 
the  girls'  high  schools  and  three  to 
the  large  mixed  high  schools. 

The  duties  of  advisers  of  girls 
have  been  clearly  defined.  The  new 
appointees  will  work  in  harmony 
with  college  advisers  and  the  voca- 
tional counsellors.  They  are  not 
intended  to  supplant,  but  to  supple- 
ment parental  control.  They  are  not 
to  function  as  a  substitute  for 
father  or  mother  but  always  as  sym- 
pathetic aids  to  the  home,  in  secur- 
ing the  best  school  adjustment  for 
the   child. 

The  duties  follow  in  detail: 

1.  The  adviser  is  a  teacher — at  the 
option  of  the  principal '  she  may  be 
called  upon  to  teach  in  the  subject 
for   which   she   has  been   prepared. 

2.  She  shall  have  general  super- 
vision over  extra  currieular  activi 
ties.  Today,  we  nave  n  our  hign 
schools  various  lines  of  work,  car- 
ried on  in  the  afternoons,  which 
touch  the  girl's  life  interests  and 
build  those  interests  into  her  aca- 
demic studies.  The  Dramatic  Cluo, 
the  Debating  Club  the  orchestra, 
the  Glee  Club,  the  Athletic  Associa- 
tion— all  these  the  Adviser  super- 
vises, and  directs  the  girl  student 
into  the  wise  use  of  her  time  and 
talents. 

3.  She  shall  supervise  all  social 
activities  carried  on  in  the  name  of 
the  school.  Careful  chaperonage  of 
social  activities,  is  the  function  of 
the  adviser.  She  will  see  that  these 
affairs  are  carried  or  in  such  a  way 
that  parents  will  approve  of  their 
children's  attendance.  Evening 
dances  carried  on  .n  tne  name  of 
the  school  are  forbidden  by  che 
Regulations  of  the  School  Committee, 
but  social  affairs  of  the  afternoon 
will  be  most  carefully  supervised  by 
the  Adviser  as  a  member  of  the 
High  School  Faculty. 

4. — She  shall  serve  as'  Adviser  >f 
Girls  for  all  colleges  and  higher  in- 
stitutions of  learning.  No  one  can 
advise  a  student  concerning  college 
requirements  and  college  admissions 
as  well  as  the  adviser  who  must 
make  herself  familiar  with  all  the 
machinery  of  college  admissions. 
She   is   thus  equipped   to   advise   the 
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girl  so  that  she  takes  no  false  st?ps 
and  wastes  no  time  as  she  follows 
a  definite  course  toward  ner  objec- 
tive. 

5.  She  may  give  advice  on  dress 
and  manners  to  girl  students.  Sure- 
ly, in  these  matters  the  word  of  sug- 
gestion and  direction  is  needed  to- 
day. 

6.  She  shall  serve  as  a  consult- 
ant to  the  Headmaster  on  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  discipline  of 
girls.  In  every  case  of  school  dis- 
cipline referred  to  the  Adviser  she 
shall  act  at  counsel  for  the  defend- 
ant. She  is  the  friend  of  the  girl, 
to  plead  for  her,  to  advise  with  her. 
She  will  cooperate  with  room 
teacher,  with  parent  and  with  Head- 
master in  doing  everything  that 
will  make  the  girl  the  right  type 
of  student  in  the  school. 

7.  She  will  advise  the  girls  con- 
cerning their  home  lessons,  teach- 
ing them  how  to  study  in  order  that 
their  home  study  may  be  successful. 
She  will  find  the  reasons  for  stu- 
dents' failures  in  academic  studies, 
and  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
class  room  and  subject  teacher,  the 
Adviser  will  try  to  help  these  stu- 
dents to  successful  achievement  and 
to  better  school  records. 

The  Adviser's  concern  is  with  the 
problem  of  the  girl  in  school.  She 
will  help  the  girl  to  the  wisest  and 
best  use  of  her  time,  to  the  cul- 
tivation of  her  talents,  and  to  fine 
achievement  in  her  high  school  rec- 
ord. 

MART   C.    MELLYN, 
Assistant   Superintendent   in   Charge 

of  Advisers  of  Girls. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Sullivan, 
who  was  absent  from  the  meeting, 
the  following  statement  prepared  by 
him  was  read  by  the  Secretary: 

There  is  but  one  comment  on  the 
inspired  dissertation  of  Assistant 
Superintendent  Mary  C.  Mellyn  in  >-e- 
v.ard  to  the  so-called  Advisers  of 
Girls   which    is    worthy    of    answer. 

Miss  Mellyn  says:  "As  the  school 
population  increases,  the  teacher's 
burden  of  preparation  and  teaching 
increases  proportionately."  The 
fact  is  otherwise.  The  School  Com- 
mittee recently  legislated  a  reduc- 
tion of  the  quota  of  pupils  from 
forty  to  thirty-five,  which  provision 
means  an  additional  expenditure  of 
$26,736.00  for  additional  teachers  for 
the  four-month  period.  September  1 
to  December  31.  Such  legislation  is 
clearly  indicative  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee's intent  to  effect  a  closer 
cooperation  between  the  teacher  and 
the  individual  child.  If  the  purpose 
of  the  Advisers  is  to  supplement  the 
parent,  why  was  not  the  Parent- 
Teachers'  Association  invited  to  ad 
vise? 

The  appointment  of  the  so-call^1 
Advisers  is  the  most  pernicious  oa- 
ternalism  yet  practised  in  our  con: 
m  unity. 


Dr.  Bogan:  I  do  not  know  where 
Mr.  Sullivan  gets  his  figures.  These 
Advisers  are  in  high  schoois.  and  1 
do  not  think  the  figures  quoted  by 
Mr.  Sullivan  carry  very  much 
weight.  Have  you,  Mr.  Superintend- 
ent, anything  to  say  on  that  sub- 
ject? 

Superintendent:  No,  I  do  not 
know  just  what  the  cost  is.  Per- 
haps the  Business  Manager  could 
give  us  an  estimate.  I  do  not  know 
just  how  many  teachers  have  been 
appointed  under  the  order  reducing 
the  quota  in  intermediate  schools 
only — seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth 
grades — from  forty  to  thirty-five. 
Not  a  very  large  number  have  been 
appointed. 

Business  Manager:  I  think  Mr. 
Sullivan  refers  to  the  item  in  the 
budget  to  cover  the  appointment  of 
additional  teachers  on  account  of 
the  reduction  in  quota  for  inter- 
mediate  school   teachers. 

Dr.  Bogan:  But  that  is  in  the  in- 
termediate schools,  and  these  Ad- 
visers  are   in   high  schools. 

Mrs.  Barron:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
think  Mr.  Sullivan  would  probably 
admit  that  he  was  mistaken.  He  evi- 
dently assumed  that  this  reduction 
in  quota  applies  to  high  schools,  but 
inasmuch  as  it  applies  to  the  inter- 
mediate schools  and  not  to  the  high 
schools  where  the  Advisers  are  ap- 
pointed, I  do  not  see  the  relation- 
I  think  it  is  only  fair  to  state  that 
Miss  Mellyn  has  been  in  our  serv- 
ice practically  all  her  life.  She 
has  risen  from  teacher,  gone  on  and 
taken  her  place  in  practically  every 
rank  in  the  system.  She  is  respect- 
ed and  admired;  she  has  keen,  ma- 
ture judgment;  she  has  practical  ex- 
perience; and  she  has  made  a  thoi- 
ough  study  of  this  question.  It  is 
not  haphazard  decision  on  her  part, 
and  I,  for  one,  have  the  utmost  re- 
spect for  and  confidence  in  Miss  Mel- 
lyn's  judgment,  because  I  feel  that 
it  is  based  on  practical  realities.  I 
understand  that  Miss  Mellyn  states 
emphatically  that  this  is  not  an  ex- 
periment; that  at  the  last  conference 
of  deans  in  1925,  there  were  at  least 
five  hundred  deans  present.  The 
rest  of  the  statement  speaks  for  it- 
self and  I  think  we  ought  to  have 
implicit  confidence  and  faith  in  a 
woman  who  has  studied  the  subject 
as  thoroughly  as  Miss  Mellyn  has, 
and  who  speaks  from  first-hand 
knowledge. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  I  just  want  this 
statement  incorporated  in  the  rec- 
ords. I  agree  with  Mrs.  Barron's 
statement,  of  course,  as  regards 
Miss  Mellyn's  ability.  I  know  her 
both  as  a  woman  and  a  teacher  be- 
cause when  I  was  in  the  Nonnal 
School  Miss  Mellyn  was  the  one  who 
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advised  the  beginning  teaeher  on 
proper  class-room  carriage  deport- 
ment, and  teaching  procedure.  No 
one  who  knows  anything  about  edu- 
cation or  anything  about  the  individ- 
uals in  our  school  system  can  well 
criticize  a  woman  who  has  given 
her  life  to  the  advancement  of  edu- 
cation in  our  schools. 

Miss  Mary  C.  Mellyn,  who  has 
charge  of  the  recently  appointed 
Advisers  in  high  schools,  Issued  a 
statement  to  the  press  of  Boston  as 
to  the  history  leading  up  to  the 
creation  of  the  position  of  Adviser 
and  also  a  statement  of  tneir  du- 
ties. 

This  was  done  with  the  sole  in- 
tent of  giving  Boston's  citizenry  a 
clear  conception  of  the  reasons  for 
and  the  duties  of  Advisers. 

In  some  of  the  newspaper  articifs, 
it  has  been  stated  that  there  was 
no  clear-cut  conception  of  what  these 
people  were  to  do,  and  Miss  Mellyn  s 
letter  to  the  press  was  merely  to 
give  a  reaction  to  that  point  and 
show    what  their  duties  were  to   be. 

May  I  add  also  that  the  position  of 
Adviser  was  not  the  creation  of  the 
School  Committee,  but  rather  it 
came  to  the  Committee  with  the 
unanimous  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents. 

I  make  this  statement  in  clarifi- 
cation, just  to  substantiate  my  be- 
lief in  the  action  that  I  have  taken. 
There  is  not  much  else  to  be  said 
about  it.  People  disagree  on  matters 
of  policy. — that  is  human  nature 
perfectly  legitimate  and  allowable. 
but  this  statement  of  Miss  Mellyn's 
was  made  to  show  why  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  position  of  Adv:ser 
was  recommended  to  the  School 
Committee   for  adoption. 

Dr.  Began:  I  can  merely  second 
what  Mrs.  Barron  and  Mr.  O'Hare 
have  said.  My  confidence  and  faith 
and  trust  in  Miss  Mellyn  are  strong 
er  than  ever.  I  have  been  on  this 
Board  for  many  years  and  have 
marty  times  profited  by  her  trust  in 
and  knowledge  of  the  school  system. 
I  want  to  quote  right  here  from  a 
report  of  a  statement  made  by  the 
Field  Secretary  of  the  National  Con- 
gress of  Parents  and  Teachers,  at  a 
session  held  recently  in  this  city 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Parent-Teachers  Association. 
Inc.,   the  following: 

".  .  For  that  reason  the  associa- 
tion is  doing  all  it  can  to  obtain  the 
appointment  of  a  dean  of  boys  in 
every  boys'  high  school  and  a  dean 
o<f  girls  in  every  girls'  high  school 
and  both  in  mixed  high  schools, 
whether  junior  or  senior.  .  .  ." 


That  appears  to  be  the  attitude  of 
the  Parent-Teachers  Association  on 
Advisers. 

Mr.  Gray:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  ea< 
already  twice  on  record  as  opposed 
to  the  appointment  of  these  Ad- 
visers. I  have  great  respect  for 
Miss  Mellyn,  but  notwithstanding 
her  statement,  I  am  still  opposed  to 
Advisers. 

Dr.  Bogan:  But  as  I  understard 
it,  you  were  opposed  to  appointing 
eight  Advisers  but  were  willing  to 
appoint  five.  You  vould  not  stand 
with  the  Committee  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  eight.     I  take   It   that   way 

Mr.  Gray:  Mr.  Chairman,  you 
know  J  have  been  opposed  to  the 
appointment  of  Advisers  since  last 
February    or    March 

Dr.  Bogan:  I  mink  there  a.  c 
some  records  that  show  that  you 
were  willing  to  stand  for  the  ar. 
pointment  of  four  or  five. 

.  Mr.  Gray:  It  is  true  and  it  is  a 
matter  of  record  chat  '  said  that 
it  is  an  experiment 'and  should  not 
be  done  on  such  a  arge  scale  It  is 
equally  true  that  an  experiment  to 
be  successful  must  Of  boch  workable 
and  desired  by  the  people.  Theif 
are  a  great  many  people  with  whom 
I  have  talked  on  this  subject  and 
the  vast  majority  are  opposed  t" 
this  experiment,  and  I  shall  continue 
to  oppose  it.

RESOLUTION      ON       DEATH       OF 
WILLIAM  F.   MERRITT. 

Mr.  O'Hare  offered  the  following: 
RESOLVED,  That  the  School 
Committee  has  learned  with  sincere 
regret  of  the  death  on  October  12. 
1927,  of  William  F.  Merritt  a  for- 
mer member  of  the  School  Commit 
tee  and  for  many  years  Associate 
Justice  of  the  Municipal  Court.  Born 
in  Belfast,  Maine,  January  10,  1£53, 
the   eldest   son   of  the  ninth   genera- 


tion of  Merritts  descending  from 
Henry  Merritt,  one  of  the  original 
settlers  in  Scituate  in  1626,  Justice 
Merritt  was  graduated  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Vermont  in  1881.  He 
studied  law  under  Horace  G.  Hutch 
ins,  a  well-known  legal  authority  of 
this  city,  and  was  admitted  to  prac- 
tice ir.  1874.  In  1881  the  law  firm  o1 
Merritt  and  Merritt  was  established 
and  of  this  firm,  William  F.  Mer- 
ritt was  the  senior  member.  For 
fifteen  years  prior  to  his  death,  he 
was  Associate  Justice  of  the  Dor- 
chester Municipal  Court. 

Justice  Merritt  was  for  many 
years  interested  in  municipal  politics 
and  twice  was  vice-president  of  the 
Democratic  City  Committee.  But  ir 
was  his  service  as  a  member  of  the 
Boston  School  Committee  that  gave 
him  greatest  satisfaction.  He  served 
continuously  on  the  old  Board  of 
twenty-four  from  1899  to  1905.  He 
was  a  member  of  several  of  the  more 
important  committees  of  the  Board 
and  was  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  New  Buildings  during  the  years 
1900  and  1901.  He  believed  in  the 
public  schools,  and  he  had  full  ap 
preciation  of  the  Boston  teachers. 
Consequently  he  was  ever  ready  to 
lend  his  support  to  any  measure 
that  promised  to  be  for  the  good 
of    the    schools 

A  modest,  scholarly  gentleman, 
extremely  sympathetic,  of  kind- 
ly manner  and  gracious  personality, 
he  was  beloved  by  the  many  who 
were  privileged  to  know  him.  In 
his  work  in  the  Court,  he  lent  a 
kindly  ear  to  the  poor  and  the  err- 
ing. He  was  keenly  interested  in 
the  local  community  where  he  nad 
made  his  home  for  some  fifty  years. 

The  School  Committee  of  Boston 
regrets  his  death  and  extends  to  the 
brother  and  sister  who  survive  him 
its  sincere  sympathy  in  the  loss  of 
a  devoted  brother. 

Accepted,  and  ordered  spread  upon 
the  records  of  this  body,  and  the 
Secretary  directed  to  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  resolution  to  the  family 
of  the  deceased. 

At  the  Superintendent's  request, 
the  Superintendent  was  included  in 
this  public  expression  of  appreciation 
of  Justice  Merritt,  whom  he  knew 
and  esteemed  for  many  years. 


SUGGESTED     NAMES     FOR 
SCHOOL    BUILDINGS. 

Mr.  O'Hare  asked  that  at  tne  first 
opportunity,  school-houses  be  named 
in  memory  of  William  S.  Kenny, 
member  of  the  old  Committee  of 
twenty-four  in  1905  and  of  the  Com- 
mittee of^five,  1906  and  1907,  and  of 
Andrew  *A.  Badaracco,  member  of 
the  old  Committee  of  twenty-four 
in  1904  and  1905. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Naming  of   School   Buildings. 
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UNFINISHED    BUSINESS. 

The  two  orders  laid  over  at  the 
meeting  of  Oct.  3,  1927  (see  p.  251),- 
establishing  the  weekly  compensa- 
tion of  three  employees  in  the  ad- 
ministrative offices  of  the  Board, 
were  taken  up  and  passed. 


On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Hare,  the 
Board  took  up  for  consideration  the 
following  order  introduced  by  him 
and  laid  over  at  the  meeting  of  Oc- 
tober 17,  1927,  (see  p.  267): 

ORDERED,  That  the  rules  be 
amended  as  follows: 

Section  16,  paragraph  1.  Strike  out 
the  words  "by  a  majority  vote"  in 
the  third  line,  and  substitute  in 
place  thereof  the  words — by  a  four- 
fifths  vote — so  that  the  paragraph 
will  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  16,  1.  The  sessions  of  the 
School  Committee  shall  be  open,  but 
the  School  Committee  may  at  any 
time,  by  a  four-fifths  vote,  go  into 
executive  session.  It  shall,  however, 
pass  no  votes  in  executive  session. 

Mr.  O'HARE:  Mr.  Chairman,  with 
regard  to  the  proposition  that  the 
time  of  meeting  be  4:30  P.  M.  in- 
stead of  6:30  P.  M.— when  the  Bos- 
ton public  are  generally  at  their  eve- 
ning meal— and  the  order  of  business 
coming  before  the  committee  be 
stated  regularly,  in  accordance  with 
parliamentary  procedure,  I  want  to 
stress  the  fact  that  when  the  order 
was  introduced  back  in  January,,  I 
said  that  the  public  would  probably 
want  to  know  what  we  were  doing, 
not  only  when  things  were  formu- 
lated, but  also  when  they  were  in 
process  of  formulation.  I  am  not 
worried  about  so-called  star  chamber 
proceedings.  That  does  not  trouble 
me  a  bit.  I  do,  however,  want  our 
public  to  know  the  way  in  which  we 
are  getting  ahead  in  our  meetings, 
and  want  to  get  them  interested. 
All  the  school  committee  can  do  is 
to  react  the  taxpayers',  the  public's, 
the  parents'  viewpoint,  for  the  ^e=t 
interests  of  the  individual  child, 
studying  problems  as  presented  from 
all  possible  angles  and  then  reacting 
as  best  one  can. 

In  a  public  body  like  this,  neces- 
sarily there  are  matters  brought  up 
which  because  of  lack  of  time  at 
the  public  meetings,  are  not  gone 
into  at  length  when  the  members 
assemble  in  meeting.  Sometimes 
they  might  be  considered  of  minor, 
sometimes  of  major  importance. 
During  the  five  years  that  I  have 
been  on  the  Board,  recalling  some 
things  I  and  others  have  said  and 
some  of  the  things  that  have  been 
done,  probably  not  always  known  to 
the  general  public,  I  have  wondered 
if  the  public  might  not  be  Interested 
to  know  how  zealously  some  of  us 
have  tried,  for  instance,  to  see  that 
our  Normal  School  product  is  as- 
similated  into  our  own   system,   and 


what  the  result  has  been  in  connec- 
tion with  our  graduate  teacher  train- 
ing schools. 

I  have  also  wondered  if  they  would 
not  like  to  know  about  the  work  be- 
ing done  to  provide  for  the  reen- 
trance  of  teachers  to  the  service, — 
the  women  who  after  an  experience 
in  teaching  in  our  schools  marry, 
are  widowed,  and  seek  then,  with 
their  experience  as  teachers  and  as 
mothers,  in  their  widowhood,  oppor- 
tunity to  come  back.  Often  they 
are  a  distinct  and  valuable  addition 
to  our  teaching  force  because  of 
their  all-around  experience. 

I  wonder  if  the  public  would  not 
like  to  know  of  the  intensive  work 
being  done  in  order  that  the  children 
may  get  into  the  courses  best  fitting 
them  for  life's  battle? 

I  wonder  if  they  would  not  like  to 
know  that  we  are  still  insisting  on 
intensive  English  programming  from 
grades  one  to  twelve,  and  that  we  do 
not  leave  out  the  three  R's,  so-called 
— the  fundamental  things,  reading, 
writing,  oral  English,  and  arithme- 
tic? 

I  wonder  if  they  would  not  like  to 
know  how  the  problems  of  handling 
the  truant  and  the  low  grade  moron 
who  cannot  go  even  to  our  special 
classes,  are  being  cared  for? 

I  wonder  if  they  would  not  like 
to  know  about  a  matter  in  which  I 
am  especially  interested,  speaking  as 
an  individual,— what  is  being  done 
and  what  can  be  done  to  meet  the 
need  of  more  protected  play  space 
for  the  children,  with  the  ever-in- 
creasing danger  from  automobiles? 

I  wonder  if  they  would  like  to 
know  what  we  are  trying  to  do 
along  the  line  of  physical  training 
for  girls  and  organized  play  after 
school,  both  in  the  intermediate  and 
high  schools? 

I  wonder  if  they  would  like  to 
know  what  we  are  trying  to  do  in 
the  interest  of  the  taxpayers,  observ- 
ing absolute  economy  but  not  skimp- 
ing? As  an  example  of  this,  I  might 
say  that  a  year  ago  in  this  board  I 
asked  for  the  building  of  high 
schools  out  of  bond  issues,  in  order 
that  the  taxes  for  those  large  build- 
ings might  be  spread  over  the  years 
of  usefulness,  rather  than  taken 
from  the  taxpayers'  pockets  in  one 
grand  sweep. 

I  wonder  if  they  would  not  like 
to  know  that  we  are  reducing  the 
number  of  children  to  a  class  as  far 
as  possible,  especially  in  the  lower 
grades,  in  order  to  give  the  children 
better  individual  attention  and  in- 
struction? 

I  wonder  if  they  would  not  like  to 
know  that  in  co-operation  with  our 
medical  department.,  along  the  line 
of  mental  hygiene,  we  are  taking 
every  precaution  in  the  health  pro- 
gram in  the  way  of  health  safe- 
guards and  care  of  teeth? 

I  wonder  if  they  know  of  the  city's 
wide  attempt  by  news  items  and 
otherwise,    to    keep    the    schools    as 
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near  abreast  of  the  demands  of  the 
population  as  may  be? 

This  is  not  an  explosion.  It  is 
merely  a  statement  of  fact.  All  that 
an  individual  member  can  do  is  to 
give  his  most  conscientious  reactions 
to  the  problem  of  the  greatest  good 
for  the  individual  child.  When  he 
has  done  this,  I  ask  what  more  is 
possible? 

The  open  meeting  will  show  how 
we  study  individual  problems,  and 
before  taking  a  definite  stand  on 
some  questions,  enable  us  to  find 
out  what  Boston  parents  and  Boston 
taxpayers  want. 

It  might  interest  the  public  and 
press  to  know  that  at  present  we 
have  a  man  who  is  an  expert  in  edu- 
cation going  through  our  city  to  try 
to  see  how  he  can  help  us,  looking 
in  from  the  outside,  to  keep  Boston 
where  she  is,  in  the  first  place  in 
public  school  education.  This  is  a 
preliminary  investigation  to  see 
what  the  schools  are  doing,  what  we 
lack,  what  we  may  overdo. 

We  want  this  sort  of  thing;  we 
want  the  public  to  know  what  is 
going  on,  how  their  money  is  being 
spent  and  to  what  purpose.  That  is 
why  I  want  public  meetings,  at  x 
time  when  the  public  can  be  here, 
with  a  definite  form  of  procedure, 
so  that  they  may  gel  the  true  pic- 
ture of  each  member's  work  and 
worth,  and  not  a  counterfeit  pic- 
ture. 

During  a  time  of  political  agita- 
tion, a  pre-election  period,  there  are 
certain  things  for  us  to  bear  in  mind 
that  are  much  more  important 
than  elections.  I  regard  the 
schools  of  America — parochial,  public 
and  private — as  one  of  the  greatest 
securities  we  have,  an  absolute  guar- 
anty that  the  citizenship  of  tomorrow 
is  progressing  along  right  lines.  With 
that  in  mind,  before  a  vote  is  taken, 
I  am  going  to  ask  certain  questions 
through  the  chair  and  through  the 
superintendent  and  assistant  super- 
intendents who  are  here,  meiely  to 
have  sanity  prevail  and  not  have 
certain  statements  that  have  been 
made  publicly  in  regard  to  what  is 
going  on  in  our  schools,  remain  un- 
challenged. 

Mr.  Burk£,  I  will  ask  you,  through 
the  chair,  do  you  know  of  any  organ- 
ized attempt  being  made  through 
the  educational  authorities  here,  to 
federalize  the  schools? 
Superintendent:  I  do  not. 
Mr.  O'Hare:  Mr.  Sullivan,  I  will 
ask  you,  through  the  chair,  as  the 
financial  man  of  our  committee,  do 
you  know  of  any  place  in  the  funds 
especially  delegated  to  us  by  the 
Legislature,  where  money  can  be 
spent  to   feed  children   milk? 

Business  Manager:  No,  it  is  con- 
trary to   law. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  Mr.  Burke,  I  want  to 
ask  you,  through  the  chair,  are  we 
still  teaching  the  fundamentals  in 
our  schools? 

Superintendent:  We  are. 


Mi-.  O'Hare:  Mr.  Burke,  I  want  to 
ask  you,  through  the  chair,  under 
the  State  law,  who  has  the  nomi- 
nating and  appointment  of  teachers 
in  our  schools? 

Superintendent:  The  Superin- 
tendent. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  Mr.  Burke,  l  want 
to  ask  you,  and  also  the  assistant 
superintendent  in  charge,  do  you 
know  of  any  complaint,  or  if  any 
complaints  have  been  filed  with  you 
or  with  the  secretary  of  the  school 
committee  and  the  board  of  superin- 
tendents concerning  the  conduct  of 
the  much  talked  about  advisers? 

Superintendent:  Only  reports  that 
are  very  favorable. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  Miss  Mellyn,  I 
want  to  ask  you,  the  assistant  super- 
intendent in  charge  of  advisers  dur- 
ing the  month  or  more  that  these 
persons  have  been  in  our  employ, 
have  you  heard  any  complaints — 
that  these  women  are  bringing  into 
our  school  curricula  anything  con- 
cerning sex  questions  or  birth  con- 
trol, or  are  attempting  replacement 
of  motherhood  duty? 

Miss  Mellyn:  I  have  not. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  There  has  been  criti- 
cism that  we  have  instruction  in 
harmonica  playing  in  our  schools,  f 
will  ask  you,  Mr.  Burke,  through 
the  chair,  if  there  is  harmonica  in- 
struction that  is  paid  for  by  the 
Board,  in  any  of  our  schools9 

Mr.  Burke:  There  is  not. 

Mr.  O'Hare-  Mr.  Downey,  as  as- 
sistant superintendent  in  charge, 
can  you  tell  us  whether  there  is 
such  a  paid  position  as  that  of  in- 
structor in  harmonica  playing  in  our 
schools? 

Mr.  Doweey:  I  think  there  is  a 
club  in  the  Dorchester  Evening  Cen- 
ter organized  for  harmonica  playing, 
a   group  of  adult   men. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  One  school. 

Chairman:  The  payment  of  the  in- 
structor, the  necessary  expenditure, 
is  met  by  the  club?  The  individuals 
contribute  to  pay  the  instructor's 
compensation? 

Mr.    Downey:    So    I    understand    it. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Mr.  Downey,  are  you 
sure   of  that? 

Mr.  Downey:  Mr.  Mulroy  is  my 
authority  for  saying  that  they  will 
pay  his  compensation. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Do  you  know,  Mr. 
Downey,  how  the  club  is  getting 
along? 

Mr.  Downey:  No,  I  haven't  seen 
it. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  Mr.  Chairman, 
through  you,  I  will  ask  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Boston  public 
schools  and  each  one  of  the  Assist- 
ant Superintendents  severally,  if  any 
organization  or  organizations  point- 
ing towards  so-called  federalization 
of  education  or  foisting  on  che 
schools  the  work  that  belongs  to  par- 
ent-hood, has  any  influence  on  their 
decisions  in  the  matter  of  school 
policies?  Dr.  Burke,  has  any  organ- 
ization or  organizations  come  to  you 
with  anything  pointing  towards  fed- 
eral control  of  education,  or  the  car-

rying  out  of  any  propaganda  or 
movement  against  the  rights  of  par- 
exits  in  our  great  city? 

Superintendent:  They  would  lot 
come  to  me,  Mr.  0*Hare,  because 
they  know  my  attitude  on  those 
problems.  I  am  absolutely  opposed 
to  any  attempt  at  federal  control 
of  our  popular  education,  and  I  be- 
lieve in  the  rights  of  parents  of  in- 
dividual children.  I  should  repudi- 
ate any  attempt  of  that  character, 
to  introduce  anything  of  that  kind 
into    the    public    schools. 

Mr.    O'Hare:     Miss   Mellyn? 

Miss  Mellyn:  I  make  up  my  own 
judgment  on  any  school  policy  that 
comes  before  me.  I  know  of  no  or- 
ganization that  has  ever  appealed  to 
me  in  any  such  way,  and  there  is  no 
such  organization  to  which  I  would 
listen. 

Mr.  O'Hare:    Mr.  Brodhead? 

Mr.  Brodhead:  My  answer  would 
be  the  same  as  Miss  Mellyn's. 

Mr.    O'Hare:     Mr.    Gould? 

Mr.  Gould:  My  answer  is  the 
same. 

Mr.    O'Hare:    Mr.    Snow? 

Mr.  Snow:  I  agree  with  what  the 
others    have    said. 

Mr.  O'Hare:    Mr.  Downey? 

Mr.  Downey:  I  agree  with  the 
others. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  bring 
the  thing  up  at  this  time  because 
this  is  one  of  the  largest  gatherings 
we  have  had  at  a  meeting,  to  show 
that,  despite  hostility,  despite  the 
political  talk  of  candidates  to  the 
contrary,  the  schools  of  Boston  are 
in  sane  hands,  moving  ahead  al- 
ways, with  but  one  thought  in  view 
■ — to  give  your  children  and  my  chil- 
dren the  best  education  possible,  not 
trying  in  any  way  to  infringe  on  the 
right  of  the  child  or  the  right  of 
the  parent.  I  want  to  say  here  pub- 
licly that  I  agree  with  the  state- 
ments made  recently  by  Professor 
Bagley,  that  Massachusetts  is  still 
first  in  public  school  education,  and 
further,  that  Boston  is  part  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  leader  of  the 
cities  of  Massachusetts  in  public 
school  education. 

It  matters  not  to  me,  and  on  those 
questions  I  will  accept  the  will  of  the 
board  here,  at  what  hour  we  say 
public  meetings  shall  be  heid, 
whether  4.30  P.  M.  shall  be  the  time 
to  have  those  meetings,  or  whether 
the  order  of  business  I  have  sub- 
mitted is  the  proper  order.  But 
the  fundamental  thought  I  want  to 
make  clear  in  connection  with  these 
three  orders  is  this.  We  are  not 
trying  to  keep  the  public  uninformed 
in  regard  to  our  policy.  But  when 
an  issue  arises  upon  which  was 
simply  a  disagreement  among  the 
four  members  present  as  to  the 
policy  to  be  pux-sued,  and  then  the 
whole  educational  system  is  vitally 
attacked,  that  is  something  that  is 
more  important  than  the  mere  mat- 
ter of  election  of  candidates.  It  is 
the  assailing  of  a  great  national  in- 
stitution, our  public  schools,  and  that 
is    why    I   bring   this    matter    up    to- 


night,— not  as  an  eleventh  hour  po- 
litical challenge,  but  merely  to  try 
to  get  the  public  to  understand  that 
the  education  of  their  children  is 
in  sane  hands. 

It  matters  little  to  me,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, whether  these  questions  are 
taken  up  for  discussion  and  action 
tonight,  or  whether  the  members 
want  to  think  them  over  more  thor- 
oughly before  taking  their  stand.  But 
remember  this,  that  in  January  1 
said  that  the  thing  that  I  wanted  to 
get  was  the  public  reaction  to  mat- 
ters in  process  of  formulation.  If 
we  had  adopted  that  policy,  and  if 
later  Dr.  Burke  had  presented  a  for- 
mula for  advisers,  we  could  have 
got  the  public  reactions  before  the 
introduction  to  the  schools  of  such  a 
wonderful  thing  as  I  believe  this  to 
be.  Others  disagree  with  me.  What 
I  want  to  get  at  is  this:  If  we  take 
action  which  will  allow  the  public  to 
know  more  of  what  we  are  try'ng  to 
do,  we  will  get  better  co-opeiacion, 
better  understanding,  and  much  less 
misunderstanding  and   garbling. 

Chairman:  What  is  the  pleasure  of 
the  Board  in  regard  to  this  item  of 
unfinished  business?  Shall  we  take 
it  up   tonight? 

Mr.  O'Hare:  If  the  members  want 
to  take  more  time  on  it,  all  right. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
would  like  to  see  the  order  in  regard 
to  public  meetings  voted  on  tonight. 
I  think  each  one  knows  his  particu- 
lar attitude  on  that  matter. 

Mr  O'Hare:  Mr.  Chairman,  the 
question  there  is  this,  and  I  have 
talked  with  several  members  in  re- 
gard to  it.  The  old  procedure  pro- 
vides for  majority  vote.  I  ask  for  a 
four-fifths  vote,  for  this  reason.  On 
matters  of  budget,  for  instance,  two 
members  at  the  present  time  are 
helpless  if  the  others  desire  to  hold 
an  executive  meeting.  I  ask  a 
four-fifths  vote,  simply  so  that  a 
minority  of  two,  in  the  full  board 
meeting,  may  prevent  the  meeting 
from  going  into  executive  session. 

I  don't  want  the  public  to  have 
any  suspicious  ideas  of  us.  Remem- 
ber, I  am  accusing  no  one.  I  am 
rot  saying  that  any  member  here 
would  wish  star  chamber  proceed- 
ings. That  is  not  the  point  in  which 
I  am  interested,  and  I  said  *hat  be- 
fore, in  January.  What  I  am  in- 
terested in,  for  instance,  take  a  pol- 
icy that  may  be  suggested  by  our 
superintendent — is  that  the  public 
may  know  what  we  are  doing.  It 
isn't  that  I  am  accusing  anybody 
of  sleight  of  hand  work  here,  of 
carrying  a  dark  lantern.  That  is 
not  the  point.  But  if  we  get  the 
public  in  here,  and  they  find  out 
what  we  are  going  to  do  and  have 
an  opportunity  to  express  their  opin- 
ion in  regard  to  it,  we  car  get  a 
better   reaction. 

Mrs.  Barron:  Mr.  Chairman,  1 
stand  unequivocally  in  favor  of  open 
meetings,  but  I  would  also  call  the 
attention    of    the   board    to   the    fact 
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that  Section  16,  paragraph  one  of 
the  rules  provides  that  we  shall  have 
open  meetings: 

"The  sessions  of  the  Board  as  a 
rule  shall  be  open,  but  the  Board 
may,  at  any  time,  by  a  majority  vote 
go  into  executive  session.  It  shall, 
however,  pass  no  vote  in  executive 
session." 

I  am  going  to  vote  "No"  on  Mr. 
O'Hare's  motion  requiring  a  four- 
fifths  vote,  and  I  am  making  this 
statement  because  I  do  not  want 
anybody  to  go  away  with  the  mis- 
understanding that  I  do  not  believe 
in  open  meetings.  I  stand  absolute- 
ly, unequivocally,  for  open  meetings. 
I  do  not  believe  in  secrecy.  I  think 
the  public  ought  to  know  what  is 
going  on  in  the  school  committee, 
but  I  realize  that  many  times  we  go 
into  conference  to  protect  the  in- 
dividual. 

No  votes  can  be  passed  except  in 
open  session.  Inasmuch  as  all  votes 
must  be  passed  in  open  session.  I 
see  no  reason  for  making  the  change 
suggested  by  Mr.  O'Hare.  I  see  no 
reason  why  we  should  not  be  able 
to  go  into  executive  session  by  ma- 
jority vote.  In  order  to  stimulate 
public  interest  in  our  meetings.  1 
have  suggested,  and  1  think  other 
members  of  the  board  have  suggest- 
ed, that  we  send  out  letters  to  ah 
organizations  interested,  women's 
clubs,  men's  clubs,  parents'  and 
teachers'  associations.  I  have  inter- 
viewed personally  a  score  of  presi- 
dents of  different  organizations  and 
asked  what  time  would  be  more  con- 
venient for  them  to  come  to  our 
meetings.  I  stated  nearly  r.  year 
ago,  I  think  January  10,  1927,  that 
I  stood  ready  to  change  the  time  of 
meeting,  if  it  seemed  proper  or  ex- 
pedient, so  that  we  might  meet  at 
four  o'clock  or  eight  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  or  at  any  other  time  that 
might  be  thought  desirable.  I  think 
the  other  members  of  the  ^ioard  are 
ready  to  do  the  same  if  it  shall  seem 
advisable.  But  so  far  we  have  bad 
no  protest  from  the  people  inter- 
viewed that  the  hour  at  which  we 
meet   is   not   satisfactory. 

However,  I  still  feel  that  there  are 
many  parents  who  would  come  if 
the  hour  were  changed,  if  we  had 
evening  meetings,  i  merely  wish  to 
have  my  attitude  understood.  As  I 
have  said,  I  do  believe  in  throwing 
our  meetings  open  to  the  public.  I 
vote  "No,"  not  because  I  do  not  be- 
lieve in  open  meetings,  but  because 
I  think  the  majority  vote  should 
prevail  and  not  a  four-fifths'  vote. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  Mr.  Chairman,  as  I 
undei  stand  the  returns  we  have  re- 
ceived on  the  question  of  preference 
in  the  matter  of  the  hour  for  our 
meetings,  the  decision  was  about 
half  for  meetings  between  three  and 
five  thirty,  and  about  half  for  seven 
thirty.  I  don't  think  we  got  one 
who  favored  six  thirty.  But  I  do 
want  to  repeat  that  the  orders  I 
have  introduced  are  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  this  purpose  only. 


I    want    the    committee    to    come 
down  here,  when  it  comes  to  meet, 
and  meet  in  the  open.     That  is  the 
idea   behind   this.     Then    the   Super- 
intendent, for  instance,  will  come  be- 
fore  us  and  say  that  he  would  like 
to  nominate  this  person  or  that  to  a 
position,   or   that   he   thinks   this    or 
that   should   be    done,   talking   to   u;s 
and    showing    us   what    he    is    doing 
and  what  he  hopes  to  do  in   regard 
to    different    matters.      Such    things 
would  be  in  open  session.     Of  course 
on  matters  of  a  delicate  or  private 
nature,  we  would  go  into  conference. 
I  would  not  dispute  that  for  a  min- 
ute.    But  these  three  orders  are  put 
in  with  the  idea  that  we  get  the  pub- 
lic   interested.      We   come    here   and 
have  our  conference,   get   the  ideas, 
the  suggested  appointments,  and  so 
on.     I   have   stated   the   reason  why 
the   four-fifths   provision   is   suggest- 
ed.   It    is    simply    to    protect    a    mi- 
nority,   who    might    have    very   good 
reason    for    feeling    that     a     matter 
should    be    discussed    in    open    meet- 
ing.    Therefore,   the  four-fifths  vote 
would  be  required  to  go  into  execu- 
tive  session.     I  am   not  questioning 
the  attitude  that  has  been  taken  by 
anybody.      I   am   simply   stating   my 
position,    as    other     members     have 
stated  their  positions.     I  am  not  ac- 
cusing  anybody   of   adopting   a   per- 
nicious attitude. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  in- 
troduced a  similar  order  four  years 
ago,  and  it  was  defeated,  as  I  recall, 
by  a  four  to  one  vote.  I  reintro- 
duced a  similar  order  two  years  ago, 
and  I  think  it  was  defeated  by  a 
three  to  two  vote. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  That  is  right. 
Mr.  Sullivan:  I  am  now  very  happy 
to  second  Mr.  O'Hare's  motion  for 
the  passage  of  this  order.  I  think 
it  is  fundamental  that  we  proceed  in 
public.  Mrs.  Barron  refers  to  the 
regulation  which  calls  for  public 
meetings,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
practice  and  procedure,  we  never 
meet  in  public  until  everything  has 
been  gone  over  first  in  conference, 
privately.  Mr.  O'Hare's  order  seeks 
to  eliminate  that  procedure,  and  I 
agree  with  Mr.  O'Hare  that  the  pre- 
dicament in  regard  to  the  so-called 
adviser  problem  would  not  have  been 
precipitated  if  the  procedure  had 
been  as  Mr.  O'Hare  desires  by  his 
order.  So  of  course  I  will  go  on 
record  in  favor  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Gray:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  simply 
wish  to  say  that  I  agree  with  Mrs. 
Barron  on  the  matter.  I  would  like 
to  point  out  two  things.  I  am  ab- 
solutely in  favor  of  having  as  many 
meetings  as  may  be  desirable,  and 
having  them  at  whatever  hour  is 
convenient.  I  believe  in  having  as 
many  public  meetings  as  we  ought  to 
have.  There  is  no  question  about 
that.  As  the  situation  now  is,  of 
course  any  member  of  the  Board  can 
bring  up  at  a  public  meeting  any- 
thing that  he  wishes  to  bring  up,  and 
any  citizen  can  come  here  and  ask 
any  question  that  he  wants  to  ask. 
So  it  seems  to  me  that  we  do  have 
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ample  safeguards,  as  far  as  having 
things  considered  in  public.  I  agree 
with  the  position  stated  by  Mrs. 
Barron.  My  position  is  as  stated  in 
the  meeting  o.  January  10,  1927: 

"Many  questions,  such  as  salaries, 
major  appointments,  creation  of  new 
positions  or  departments,  or  new 
projects  of  one  sort  or  another,  etc., 
etc.,  require  in  their  preliminary 
phases  the  most  careful  and  pro- 
longed discussion  and  study.  If  Mr. 
O'Hare's  order  prevails,  however, 
those  affected  by  such  matters,  as 
well  as  the  public,  will  be  in  posses- 
sion of  this  preliminary  data  before 
the  committee  itself  has  had  time 
to  consider  it,  much  less  to  study  it." 

I  am  perfectly  willing  to  have 
everything  in  public,  just  as  long  as 
we  safeguard  that  sort  of  thing. 
But  my  stand  as  stated  in  January, 
remains  unchanged  for  the  reasons 
I  then  gave  and  which  Mrs  Barron 
tonight  has  so  ably  given. 

Mr.  O'Hare:  I  think,  Mrs.  Barron 
and  Mr.  Gray,  you  will  agree  in  this, 
that  the  public  should  have  known, 
in  the  case  of  such  an  important 
matter  as  the  Superintendent's  rec- 
ommendations in  regard  to  advisers, 
what  was   being   contemplated. 


Question  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  order  as  introduced  and  laid  over 
at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  17,  1927. 

A  roll  call  being  ordered,  the  order 
passed  by  the  following  vote: 

YEAS:  Messrs.  Bogan,  O'Hare  and 
Sullivan — 3. 

NAYS:  Mrs.  Barron  and  Mr. 
Gray — 2. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  It  seems  to  me  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  I  would  be  remiss  in 
my  duty  if  I  did  not  state  publicly 
that  I  admire  and  congratulate  Mr. 
O'Hare  upon  the  consistency  and 
sincerity  of  his  attitude,  although  I 
do  not  happen  to  be  with  him  in  the 
matter  of  efficacy  of  the  advisers. 
I  repeat,  I  certainly  admire  his  con- 
sistent and  sincere  attitude,  although 
I  do  not  agree  with  him. 

Mr.  Gray:  And  I  admire  Mr. 
O'Hare's  consistent  and  sincere  atti- 
tude, although  I  do  not  agree  with 
him,    Mr.    Chairman.

EXCEEDING  OF  APPROPRIA- 
TION FOR  REPAIRS  ON  WASH- 
INGTON SCHOOL. 

The  following  communication  was 
received: 

Law  Department 

November  7,  1927. 
Miss   Ellen   M.   Cronin, 
Secretary,   School  Committee, 
15  Beacon  Street,  Boston. 
Dear  Madam: 

I  have  your  letter  of  October  26th 
in  which  the  School  Committee 
states  that  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  proceeded  to  do  work 
on  the  Washington  School  be- 
yond the  appropriation  available 
at  the  time  and  now  seeks 
to  have  the  School  Committee  make 
the  additional  appropriation  to  ^over 
the  deficit  incurred.  The  School- 
house  Commission  in  its  communi- 
cation to  the  School  Committee  'jd- 
vised  that  Board  that  an  emergency 
existed  which  required  the  immedi- 
ate completion  of  the  addition  with- 
out waiting  for  the  additional  ap- 
propriation. The  Committee  now 
asks  to  be  advised  whether  "The 
Schoolhouse  Commission  had  a  legal 
right  to  proceed  further  when  it  was 
known  that  the  Washington  School 
addition  could  not  be  completed  with- 
in the  appropriation  which  had  been 
made  by  the  School  Committee  for 
the  purpose."  Your  Committee  also 
asks  "with  whom  lies  the  deter- 
mination of  a  'case  of  extreme  emer- 
gency involving  the  health  or  safety 
of  the  people  or  their  property'  as 
provided  in  section  16,  chapter  486 
of  the  City  Charter,  when  the 
project  is  the  erection  or  remodel- 
ling of  a  school  building." 

By  the  provisions  of  Sec.  2  of  C. 
473  of  the  acts  of  1901  the  Board 
of  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  is  au- 
thorized to  provide  temporary 
school  accommodations;  make,  alter 
and  approve  designs  and  plans  for 
school  purposes,  erect,  complete,  al- 
ter, repair,  furnish  and  prepare 
yards  and  school  buildings,  and 
make  contracts  and  select  architects 
for  doing  this  work.  This  section 
further  provides  that  the  School- 
house  Commissioners  shall  not  in- 
cur any  expense  for  any  purpose 
beyond  the  amount  authorized  un- 
der sec.  4  of  this  same  act,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  sums  which  may  be  ap- 
propriated by  the  School  Committee 
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for  these  purposes.  Sec.  4  of  the 
act  provides  for  the  raising  of 
money  for  the  work  to  be  done  by 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission  by  the 
issuance  and  selling  of  bonds. 

C.  473  of  the  acts  of  1901  was 
amended  by  c.  376  of  the  acts  of 
1904.  These  acts  provide  that  the 
provisions  of  c.  266  of  the  acts  of 
1885,  and  all  other  acts  relating  to 
the  departments  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton or  the  officers  or  employees 
thereof  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  ap- 
plicable and  not  inconsistent  here- 
with, shall  apply  to  the  Schoolhouse 
Department  and  to  the  officials  and 
employees  thereof. 

These  provisions  in  substance 
make  the  Schoolhouse  Department, 
its  officers,  and  employees,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  City  Char- 
ter and  its  amendments. 

Sec.  16  of  c.  486  of  the  acts  of 
1909  (Amended  City  Charter)  pro- 
vides that, — 

"No  official  of  said  city,  except  in 
case  of  extreme  emergency  involv- 
ing the  health  or  safety  of  the  peo- 
ple or  their  property,  shall  expend 
intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any 
sum  in  excess  of  the  appropriations 
duly  made  in  accordance  with  iaw, 
nor  involve  the  city  in  any  contract 
for  the  future  payment  of  money  in 
excess  of  such  appropriation,  except 
as  provided  in  section  six  of  this 
act.  Any  official  who  shall  -aolate 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
or   both." 

This  section  is  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  c.  473  of  the 
acts  of  1901,  as  amended  by  c.  376 
of  the  acts  of  1904,  which  provide 
that  the  Schoolhouse  Commission 
shall  not  incur  any  expense  beyond 
the  amount  appropriated  by  the 
School  Committee.  It  is  entirely 
consistent  with  these  statutes  and 
merely  makes  an  additional  provi- 
sion for  cases  of  extreme  emergency. 
Sec.  16  by  its  terms  applies  to  all 
city  officials  and,  of  course,  applies 
to  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners, 
who  are  city  officials.  The  School- 
house  Commissioners  are  author- 
ized by  law  to  make  certain  expen- 
ditures of  money  appropriated  by 
the  School  Committee.  In  the  case 
of  schools,  the  School  Committee  is 
the  appropriating  authority  and  its 
appropriating  powers  are  similar  to 
those  of  the  City  Council,  in  its  ca- 
pacity as  the  appropriating  body  for 
municipal  expenditures.  The  School- 
house  Commissioners,  in  making 
their  expenditures,  must  comply 
with  and  are  subject  to  all  the 
statutes  applicable  to  other  munici- 
pal officers.  If  during  the  progress 
of  the  construction,  erection  or  al- 
teration of  school  buildings  an  ex- 
treme emergency  arises  which  re- 
quires the  expenditure  of  money  be- 


yond the  amount  appropriated  by 
the  School  Committee  in  order  to 
protect  the  health  or  sa/ety  of  the 
people  or  their  property,  the  School- 
house  Commission  is  authorized  to 
proceed  at  once  to  obviate  or  elim- 
inate such  emergency  at  any  cost 
and  it  need  not  wait  for  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  by  the  School 
Committee.  The  Schoolhouse  Com- 
missioners are  the  ones  to  determine 
whether  the  extreme  emergency 
exists.  They  are  the  officials  in 
charge  of  the  construction  or  alter- 
ation work  and  theirs  is  the  respon- 
sibility. They  need  not  wait  for  any 
one  nor  yield  to  any  one  else's  judg- 
ment in  such  case.  The  city  govern- 
ment is  required  by  law  to  pay  all 
bills  incurred  in  obviating  or  elim- 
inating an  emergency  whether  or 
not  an  appropriation  is  available 
when  the  bills  are  presented  for  pay- 
ment. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  that  tne 
Schoolhouse  Commission  had  the  le- 
gal right  to  proceed  to  complete  the 
Washington  School  addition  even 
though  it  could  not  be  completed 
within  the  available  appropriation, 
if  such  completion  was  necessary  to 
avoid  an  extreme  emergency  if  such 
emergency  was  within  the  contem- 
plation of  sec.  16  of  the  Amended 
Charter,  and  whether  such  an  ex- 
treme emergency  existed  is  for  the 
Schoolhouse  Commissioners  to  deter- 
mine and  not  for  the  School  Commit- 
tee. Of  course,  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
missioners cannot  under  any  circum- 
stances decide  that  an  extreme  emer- 
gency exists.  If  there  is  an  abuse 
of  their  judgment  and  discretion  and 
if  they  are  circumventing  the  law 
by  calling  a  situation  an  extreme 
emergency  when,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  no  emergency  existed,  the 
Schoolhouse  Commissioners  subject 
themselves  to  the  penalties  con- 
tained in  sec.  16  of  the  Amended 
Charter.  Sec.  16  must  be  construed 
to  require  all  city  officials  to  keep 
within  the  available  appropriations 
and  to  exceed  them  only  when  the 
lives  and  property  of  the  people  are 
in  danger.  There  must  be  an  ex- 
treme emergency  where  delay  is  not 
possible  and  where  a  perilous  situa- 
tion has  presented  itself  which  will 
result  in  disaster  and  destruction  if 
the  situation  is  not  remedied  at  once. 

Many  such  instances  might  occur, 
such  as  the  collapsing  of  a  roof, 
breaking  of  water  pipe,  the  cracking 
or  sinking  of  a  foundation  wall,  dis- 
covery of  an  unstable  base  under  a 
building  in  the  process  of  construc- 
tion or  one  that  is  already  con- 
structed. Such  situations  might  re- 
quire immediate  expenditures  of 
money  to  avoid  the  danger  of  loss 
of  life  or  property.  Sec.  16  was  in- 
tended to  apply  to  such  cases  only. 
Mere  convenience,  change  of  judg- 
ment, more  practicability  or  possible 
saving  by  change  of  plans  do  not 
warrant    expenditures    in   excess    of 
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available  appropriations.  They  can- 
not be  considered  extreme  emergen- 
cies within  the  meaning  of  sec.  16 
of  the  Amended  Charter.

In  connection  with  the  foregoing 
ruling  of  the  Law  Department,  Mr. 
O'Hare  pointed  out  that  although 
under  the  law  the  School  Com- 
mittee is  the  appropriating  power, 
the  Committee  actually  has  but  lit- 
Jle  control  over  expenditures,  either 
in  the  erection  of  school  buildings 
by  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners 
or  in  the  awards  of  land  damages 
by  the  Street  Commissioners.  He  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  law  should 
be  amended  so  as  to  give  to  the 
School  Committee  more  control  over 
expenditures  or  else  divorce  the  two 
departments.  The  present  arrange- 
ment does  not  work  to  the  advan- 
tage  of  either  department. 

Mr.  Sullivan  stated  that  he  is  and 
has  been  always  of  the  opinion  that 
the  Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sioners should  be  under  the  control 
of  the  School  Committee,  but  he  be- 
lieves that  the  present  situation, 
though  anomalous,  is  far  better 
than  it  would  be  were  the  Board  of 
Schoolhouse  Commissioners  to  be 
completely  divorced  from  the  School 
Committee.

TON TRADE  SCHOOL. 

A  communication  was  received 
from  Robert  O.  Small,  Director, 
Division  of  Vocational  Education, 
under  date  of  Nov.  3,  1927,  report- 
ing that  the  establishment  of  a  de- 
partment in  Drafting  at  the  Boston 
Trade  School,  has  been  approved  in 
accordance  with  plans  set  forth  and 
submitted  in  memoranda  on  file  in 
that  office,  and  that  if  the  plans  are 
carried  out  as  submitted,  the  work 
will  be  given  approval  and  recom- 
mended for  reimbursement  under 
the  provisions  of  Chanter  74  of  the 
General  Laws,  reimbursement  to 
date  from  Sept.  8,  1927.

COMMENDATION  OF  SCHOLAS- 
TIC ATTAINMENT  OF  PUPILS 
AT  PUBLIC  LATIN  SCHOOL. 

Mr.  Sullivan  offered  the  following: 
I  hereby  move  that  this  Board, 
through  the  Superintendent,  com 
mend  the  unique  scholastic  honor 
which  has  come  to  us  in  the  ac- 
complishment of  the  Public  Latin 
School  in  attaining  the  highest  scho- 
lastic standing  in  the  college  en- 
trance examinations  of  all  prepara- 
tory schools — public  and  private — in 
the  United  States,  since  the  estab 
lishment    in    1925    of    the    scholastic 


prize  awarded  by  the  Harvard  Chap- 
ter  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Society 

In  June,  1925,  the  Harvard  Chap- 
ter of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Society 
offered  for  the  second  time  a  bronze 
tablet  to  be  awarded  to  that  school 
which  shall  have  the  highest  scho- 
lastic standing  in  the  entrance  ex- 
aminations. The  standing  of  th« 
schools  is  based  on  the  records  of 
the  best  seven  pupils  who  shall  take 
the  tests  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board,  whether  they 
enter  Harvard  or  some  other  col- 
lege. 

This  trophy  is  held  for  one  year 
by  the  school  adjudged  highest  in. 
September,  and  shall  become  the  per- 
manent possession  of  the  school 
which  shall  earn  the  award  the 
greatest  number  of  times  in  the 
seven-year  pei^iod. 

In  November,  1925,  the  trophy 
was  awarded  tc  the  Boston  Public 
Latin  School,  with  a  percentage  of 
89.12  per  cent.  Taft  School  in  Con- 
necticut was  second,  with  88.35  per 
cent. 

In  November,  1926,  the  trophy  was 
awarded  to  the  Boston  Public  Latin 
School  with  a  percentage  of  88.93 
per  cent.  The  Hotchkiss  School  was 
second,  with  88.87  per  cent. 

In  November,  1927,  the  trophy 
was1  awarded  to  the  Public  Latin 
School  for  the  third  time  with  an 
average  of  90.25  per  cent.  Exeter 
Academy  was  second,  with  an  aver- 
age of   89.16   per   cent. 

In  192'5,  of  all  the  candidates  for 
Harvard,  81  secured  an  honor  aver- 
age in  their  entrance  examinations. 
Of  these  honor  students,  24,  the 
largest  number  from  any  school, 
were  prepared  at  the  Public  Latin 
School.  22,  the  next  largest  ncm- 
ber,  were  prepared  at  Exeter. 

In  1926,  of  all  the  candidates  for 
admission,  79  were  of  honor  grade. 
Of  these,  14,  the  greatest  number 
from  any  one  school,  were  prepared 
at  the  Public  Latin  School. 

In  1927,  113  of  the  candidates 
for  admission  were  of  honor  grade. 
Of  these  24  were  prepared  at  the 
Latin  School.  Exeter,  second  on  the 
list,  had  15  pupils  in  the  select  list. 
All  the  public  schools  of  the  country, 
including  the  Latin  School  had  48 
boys  on  this  honor  list.  Of  these 
public  school  honor  candidates,  the 
Public  Latin  School  had  24,  or  50 
per  cent. 

Boston  is  proud  of  this  record  and 
of  the  head  master,  Mr.  Patrick  T. 
Campbell,  and  his  corps  of  splendid 
teachers,  and  also  of  the  Latin  School 
boys  who,  inspired  by  the  traditional 
history  of  America's  oldest  public 
preparatory  school,  carry  on.
